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INTRODUCTION 


0.1. It was in November, 1962 that the Government of Rajasthan 
appointed a Panchayati Raj Study Team. The Studj^ Team howeviu-, 
coTiId not start its work earlier than Ma 5 ’', 1963. The declaration by the 
President of the State of National Emergency in the country in the wake 
of Chinese aggression required the Central and State Governments to con- 
centrate on activities connected more directly with defence efforts. The 
order of the Rajasthan Government appointing the Panchayati Raj Study 
Team was held in abe 5 ’’ance. In the month of Ma 3 % 1963 the Govci nment, 
however, decided that the Study Team should proceed with its wmk.

0.4. The .Study Team as reconstituted in August, 1963 \va.s required 
to submit its report to the Government within 6 months. But .since the 
comprehensive ciiai'actor of the terms of reference required the study of a 
large number of problems connected with Pancha 5 %ati Raj, we could not 
complete the enquiry Within the prescribed time. We had to ask for some 
extension of time which the Government was good enough to sanction. 

0.5. We held our first meeting on the 27th and 28tli May, 1963 when 
preliminarj' diseussions about the manner in wliioh tlie inquiry should be 
conducted were held. Till the completion of our report we held 13 meetings 
extending over 36 days (The record of the meetings held and the duration 
of each meeting is given in Appendix IV). 

0.6. As a result of our first discu.^sions we decided to ( 1 ) prepare 
a questionnaire (2) conduct tours in Rajastlian and a few other States and 
hold interviews AVitli persons connected with and interested in Panclia 3 ^ati 
Raj and (3) to studj' the published material on tlie .subject of our study. 
A comprehensive questionnaire was drawn up in two parts A & B [vid^ 
Appendix I & II) covering the temia of reference and was issued to persons 
associated with the functioning of Pancliaj’ati Raj. As would appear from 
the .statement {vide Appendix III) the response to the questionnaire issued by 
the Study Team was encouraging. Tiie rcijlies to the questionnaire 3 'ielded 
interesting and useful information and were helpful in .shaping our ojiinion 
on the various issues before us. An analysis of the replies .-eceived in respect 
of some of the questions is given in Appendix VIL 

0.7. In order to have a first-hand knowledge about the working 
of Panchayati Raj, the Study Team vi.sited several place.s in Rajasthan and 
met a large number of people at meetings and group discussions and indi- 
vidual interviews. These persons included members and office beai’ers of 
Panchayats, Panchayat Samifcis, Zila Parishads, official functionaries connec- 
ted with these institutions, M.P.’s and M.L.A.’s and menibers of the general

public wlio sbowcd intcrc=^t in our study. A list of plncrs and insUlutions 
vi-,itod by the Study Toim is given in Appendix V and a list of pcrsoiw 
latsrvicwed is given in Appendix VI. 

0.8. The terms of reference .also cast on us the duty of studying the 
working of Panebaynti llaj in otiiev Stat-'s in India. Since for obvious roason.s 
it was not possible for us to visit every State wc decid'xl to visit Andlira, 
Maharnsht-ii and Gujrat wlicre wc felt the main variants of Pancltaynti 
Raj could be atudied. We arc grateful to the three State Governments 
lor the f.aeilitics they offered us in understanding the working of PaucnajMti 
Raj in their States. 

0.9. Resides, the information collected through the questionnaire and 
tours, wc made use of the available data in the Panchayat and Development 
Department, the studies carried out by the State Directorate of Evaluation 
and the several reports and publications brought out by the Union Ministry 
of Community Development and Co-operation. Wc arc giving a list of such 
reports and publications in Appendix VIII. 

0.10. Shri Ram Singh, the Joint Development Commissioner func- 
tioned as the Secretary of the Study Team. His rich cxporionco in the field 
of Panohayati Raj, his patience and unfailing courtesa' and habits of hard 
work were of valuable assistanoe to the Study Team. The burden of the 
entire secretarial work fell on him and his able, consoientious and enorgotie. 
colleague Shri Laxmi Chand Gupta, Assistant Development Commissioner, 
whose services were made available to the Study Team. 

O.U. The, Study Team did not liave a separate secretariat of its own. 
We had, therefore, to make use of the officers and staff of Panchayat and 
Development Department. We are thankful to them for their assistance 
and co-operation in the work of the Stud 3 ' Team. 



CHAPTER I 


CONCEPT OF PANCHAYATI RAJ 


Introduction 

1.1. Rajasthan has the distinction of being the first State after 
Independence to enact a comprehensive piece of legislation on Paiichayati 
Raj. Pancha5'ati Raj was inaugurated by the late Prime llinisler Shri 
Jawaliar Lai Nehru on 2ud October, 1959 with hoi^e and faith which weie 
widcl^’^ shared by the pcoide of Rajasthan, in fact, the whole country. The 
hojie and faith were not newl}' born. It was dui-ing India’s struggle to 
end foicign bondage that it seriousl}'^ occuri cd to some of our great freedom 
fighteis to work out the meaning and content of Swaraj. Although in 
tlie initial stages of the freedom struggle, tlic political aspect of Independence 
over-shadowed cvey^dhing else, the economic content of freedom was not 
lost sight of. When the struggle entered its last phase involving mass 
participation, it was natural to think of Swaraj in wider terms, in terms 
of millions of people who lived in penury and oblivion in the half a million 
villages of India. When Swaraj began to be defined in concrete terms, 
Paiichayati Raj found an important place in it. Gandhiji tallred a gieat 
deal about it and explained what it meant in political, economic, social 
and cultural terms. 

1 . 2 . The concept of Pauehayati Raj fomid an important place in tlic 
Diiective Principles of State Policy in the Constitution of Indi.i. Article 
40 of the Constitution lays down: 

“The State shall take steps to organise village Panchayats and endow 
them with such povers and authority ns may be necessary to 
enable them to function as units of self-government'’. 

The words weie few but were pregnant with meaning. 

1.3. It naturally took some time for the concept of Panchai'ati 
Raj to develoi) and materialise when India- stai ted on its caieer of planned 
dcycloiimcnt. All onr efforts in the initial stages weie directed to solve 
the immediate i>roblcms that faced us. Rural development received our 
special attention but not in the frame-work of Paiichayati Raj. Soon, 
hoMover, there wcic stiniugs of a new consciousness. Dcmociacy, it uas

few alas were, tiicrcforc, selected fii-st. The results were cncoura mg 
and stimulating. The raoveracnl grew and widened. It covers the eii tre 

country today. 

1.5. The inoveuicut of Community Development, however, had its 
ups and downs; its moments of elation and depression. One broad fact 
lliat emerged afu-r a few years of experimentation -was the declining tempo 
of popular pi.ivticipation in the programme of Comnnmity Devclojimcnt. 
The flow of both money and direction from above was primarily designed 
to stimulate iKipnl.ir initiative so that ultimately the external aid was largely 
dispensed w ith and Yieoplc managed their own affairs. The tempo of devc- 
lopment should increase and not decrease once the jicople become conscious 
of their vast potential tesourcc.s and the way they .should he used for the 
common good. Tliis did not happen. The people -who avere beneficially 
affected by extension scrvici's continued to rely on tbc State-aid and those 
on whose tK'rsonal well-being the movement did not make any particular 
continiu<l iludr apathy. The personnel mann'mg the extension 
also tended to slacken in their zeal and enthusiasm when there 
stimulus of .popular co-operation and participation. 
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1.6. It was in tin's contest tlia’t a call came foe some fresh thhrliing 
and fresii approach. It bocamo necessary to take stock of such achioTc- 
monts as the Comrauuity Development had to its credit and a.ssess the fiiilure 
of some of its important objectives. A movement which depends for its 
success not on the wishes of the few but on the goodwill and co-operation 
of im-nmubcved millions, is bound to throw up many aukWaid problems. 
We have to face them as thc^v arise and continue our march. Tins was 
exactly what the leaders of the Community Development chose to do when 
they were confionted with a basic difficulty. 

Panchayati Raj 

1.7. It was exactly to tackle this basic difficulty that the Committee 
on Plan Projects decided to appoint what is now loiown as the Balvant- 
ray Mehta Study Team. The team rvas asked to suggest measures for 
ensuring economj" and efficicnc 3 ^ in the administration of the Coinmunit 3 ' 
Development Scheme and to evoke poimlav cntliusiasm for tlie programme. 
The teims of reference were later expanded to cover investigation into the 
reorganisation of district administiation with a view to enable democratic 
bodies to 'take over the entire general administiation and development 
of the district or .sub-division.’ It was tliis widening of the tenns of refe- 
rence which brought to the fore the concept of Panehaj-ati Raj as the 
basic frame-work of rural administration and development. 

1.8. The recommendations of the Studj' Team evoked great interest 
and stimulated considerable thinking in the country. The country was 
in a receptive mood. The Conimunil}' Development Movement had come 
ui) against the barrier of poi^ular apalh^y. There was search for a projier 
and adequate solution. When Democratic Decentralisation, which has 
now come to be knomi as Panchayati Raj, irns suggested as tlie proper 
ansM’er, there was considerable emotional warmth in the acceptance of 
the suggestion by the Government as well as the people It was felt as 
thoiigh a key to regenerate our stagnant and tradition-iidden rural socictj'^ 
was found. The countiy was long familiar \vith the idea of Pancha\'ats 
and there was also a Constitutional Directive to underline its importance. 
Here was the right time to implement it. Tlie basic apparatus of the Commu- 
nity- Development was already- there. It needed to be taken over by popu- 
lar bodies so tliat tliey- might put more life into it. They would also, it 
was hoped and believed, open up new per.spective of development. 

1.9. Panchayati Raj is in operation now in most of the States. Since 
it is a vast undertaking affecting almost 80 per cent, of India’s massive 
population, no section of oiu- country-men c.An remain complacent or in- 
different about its results. Panchay-ati Raj is sought to be judged in many-

e.s<;ential and vital . 


1.10. IVhen we think of the concept of Panehayati Raj all thes-e basic 
eonsideiations come to our mind. It is being asked whether Panehayati 
Raj is (1) a unit of local government or (2) an extension of the Commiiniij 
Development piogramme or (3) an agency of the State Oovernment. We 
aie deal in our minds that Panehayati Raj cmbiaecs in its scope alt these 
thiee sets of functions. Panehayati Raj institutions, however, are pri- 
maiilv units of local goveniment. This implies that the jieople in a village 
or a larger rural area aic able to manage their local affaiis and find solu- 
tions for their local prohlcms. 


1.11. In tho context of the under-developed conditions of one country 
it is also necessary to emphasise the development aspect of Panehayati 
Raj. Rlitoracy, disea.se. poverty and other ills that flow from them are 
not the right .soil in which self-government can .strike deep roots. The.se 
ills have to bo conquered and in the eonqncst theieof Panehayati Raj 
Institutions will take their full share. They will, theiefore. have to he more 
alert, awake and purposofid than their eounterpirts in other eoimtvies of 
the world. 


1.12. While the maximum dccentrnlisnlioii and devolution of piowcr 
and authority is what wc have in view, it has to be borne in mind that 
this has to happen in tlic context of tho rnrrcnt ceonomie and social reali- 
tie.s in the country. In tho olden limes, the Panchayat sy.stem did not. 
repre.scnt any dolitieratc devolution of power and authority, nor did it func- 
tion at the behest of tlic king. If n village managed it.s own affair.s and 
e^ol^ed institutions appropriate to self-management, it was l.argelv because 
tbc primitive means of communication did not permit any detailed or 
peisistent inleifeience from above. Tlie village communities bad their 
own staff of functionaries, tlie hc.adnian, the accountant, the wateb-man, 
the .school teacher and so forth. They maintained their tanks and wells, 
settled their small disputes, had their o\ni defence force and performed 
a variety of other community sendees. The. land revenue they paid to 
the king was their princip.d link with the State. All this changed, espe- 
cially in the last two centuries. The villages lost their prestige and their 
.uitonomous chaiactci. Today uc arc taking delilicrate stcjis to so arrange 
tie administuxtiun of things that people in villages again manage their 
a alls to t le inaxinuun limit of their capacity, but in a difforent context. 



Modem means of communications malc(f it possible to secure tlie full sub- 
ordination of Anllages to the centra] authority. This can happen easily 
under an authoritai ian regime but this can also hajjpen, under a democratic 
regime. Democracy, then. u’cnM be a limited concept functioning at cer- 
tain levels and in cci-tain .spheres. Large areas of eeonomie and .social life 
and large sections of the community Avould remain untouched by the de- 
mocratic Avay of life. 

1.13. Villages in the olden times rvere full of vitality even u'hen an 
autocrat ruled at the Centre. This happened in medieval times too. But 
under the Briti.sh legime. partly on account of its cxploitatiAv character 
and jiai'tly on account of the beginnings of the machine age in India, the 
village autonom}' and tlie moie or Ic'^s self-sufficient character of its eco- 
nomy I'eccivcd a mortal blow. 

Local Government in other Countries 

1.14- At this stage it aa-ouIcI be frnitfnl to liaA^e a Imrricd glance OA’’cr 
the sj’stcm of Local GoA'crnmcnt Institut.ions in other conntiics of the 
world. 

1.15. TIaci'c is an imprc.ssion in .some ciiclcs as though tiic institu- 
tion of Panchayats'in ancient India AA-ere a peculiarly Indian achioA'ement. 
It bad perhaps some special features but in its basic content it Avas almost 
a uniA’^cr.-iid phenomenon. Th^' history of almost aiw old country AVould 
indicate the existence of local aAitonomy and local institutions. There 
Avas of coui.se constant interaction of local and central institutions. In 
some countries the central administration arrived long after the actual 
origin of the local goA^ernincnt. In other countries, orgaiLS*of local govern- 
ment AAcre the creation of the central goA'cnrment. In England and Wale.s, 
local goveinment began in the small Anglo-Saxon tOAmsliprs under the 
authority of the King. Later the country Avas diA’ided into counties and 
county boroughs. Tire coiurty council i.s ie.spoirsihle for specific sorAuoo.s 
OA’cr the AA’hole adrttitristratiA’'e corrnty, and the non-county and rnctropo- 
litair borough councils, the urban district councils aird the lural district 
couircils are responsible for other serA'ices Avithin their OAvn areas. All these 
authorities a”e independent, of each other. 

1.16. In U. S. A. the earlier irallern of GoA^ermnent Avns British in 
origirr hut snhscquerrtly it adapted to the local conditions and local aspi- 
rations. The Avhole couritry is dmded into counties. Within, the county 
aie rural and Arr-harr municipalities but they are not adminisfratrVcly .sub- 
ordinate to the Comity Government. The fund ions of municipal goA'crnment 
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incliKle police and fire protection. pal<’!c n.irlts, librorie?. parks, refrcfttion, 
city planning, public boaltb a.nl hmn.ng. The American connties are by 
nature agent ies of the State Go^ > rnment though they a' c fi ce to t ake a num 
borof activitie-sonthcirown. The State Governments cxerci.se exteasive 
hupervi.siou over the.sc institutions in the form of inspection and audit and 
direction^ involving financial procedn.res. 

1.17 In th U. S. S. R. there h a uniform .sy.stcm of local government 
rrhcre each unit has sinidar stiueture and functions. Each local council 
ia a legal entity and has tvidc range of functions including development 
of agriculture, industry and admini.stration of municipal services. Compa- 
ratively new countries like U. S. A. and Canada have evolved their own 
sy.stcm.s .suited to the modern indnstrinl era. 

1.18. The probleni.s of local government which a modern State has 
to face are different from those of prc-indusl'.ial era. A, modern State 
has a tendency to bo a strong central power. It has to premote national 
ends. It is under a constant neces.sity to present a picture of strength, 
unity and cohesion. Economic growth and development in the post- 
indu.strial era also call for centralisation of power and resources but there 
is also a contrary tendeiicj' in evidence. The rapid and continnons growth 
in the scope of governmental functions make it necessary for the cent"al 
government to c"catc local organs or where they exist to devolve on them 
more power and rcspon.sibility. The local administration can take two 
forms, i.c., an effective local antonomj* and what might be called a decon- 
centrated type of local administration which is in vogue in Prance through 
central officials. The central official is the local agent of the central govern- 
ment. He exercises large power.s of supervision and control on local re- 
presentative institutions. In countries like England find the TJ. S. A., the 
central control is exercised hut the way it is exercised is different. The 
supremacy of the local elective council is accepted and municipal officers 
are subject to its discipline and control. In the United States, the elec- 
tive principle is carried a stage further in so far that many of the local offi- 
cers are pojiularly elected. 

1.19. In India we are not aiming at the deconceutrated type of local 
administration but at a real devolution of power and authority. 

1.20. The functions of the local govermnent also vary from couhtr 3 ' 
to country. The services like sanitation, water supply, poor relief, main 
tenance of minor roads arc almost invariably assigned to the local autho- 
rities but in some countries education is a national service; in others it is 
up to the certain stage a municipal responsibility. In U. S. A. a separate 
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ageiicj’- is created to look after the education. In England it is among 
the jealously guarded functions of the local bodies. 

1.31. From the broad review of the evolution of local government 
institutions, we find that there is a growing tendency for demarcation of 
distinct spheres of acti\dty for the State Government and Local Government 
institutions. The activities of the State have come to be divided into 
Avhat may be called State sector and local sector. It would however be 
UTong to imagine that the Central Government, having divested itself of 
responsibility for some vital services to the nation can afford to be indif- 
ferent. It is their continuous concern to sec that the local authority main- 
tains e.ssential standards of public seivicc. The technological revolu- 
tion in many fields calls for a constant watch so that a high quality is main- 
tained in the various services, the local authority offers to the i^eoide. The 
State Government is, therefore, under a continued obligation to be watch- 
ful and Aogilant, more so because it is responsible for over-all develop- 
ment and welfare of people and has to make substantial grants and sub- 
ventions to the local institutions. 

1.33. If ive have made here a more than passing reference to local 
government in other countries, the purpose has been to show that in seek- 
ing to establish Panchaj’-ati Raj in India we are doing nothing unusual or 
unique. It is u^hat anj’- modern self-governing country must do and is 
doing. The main difference is that in other settled countries local govern- 
ment has passed through the process of evolution. We also had a long 
tradition of local govermnent m this country but there was a disastrous 
break in it particularly during the British period of its history. The expe- 
riment of local self-govermnent mitiated in the later stages of the British 
Rule during the Viccroyalty of Lord Ripon was limited in purpose and 
content. Those experiments naturalty suffered from several drawbacks 
inherent in foreign rule. We have had to begin afresh the whole process 
of local self-government after indeirendence. New roots have had to be 
struck and new traditions built up to suit modern conditions. The local 
government in this country is required to perform tasks which it has not 
been necessary for local self-government institutions in more advanced 
countries to do. The local government mstitutions here, have not 01 % 
to administer a few municipal functions but they have to initiate a process 
of growth and development in many fields and they have to do this in the 
context of meagre resources and paucity of the right typo of technical and 
administrative personnel. It is also called upon to take special care of the 
socially and economically weaker sections of the poimlation. The adminis- 
trative persomiel we require for maiming these institutions have also to 
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bp tliffeipiu 111 Ipinppr and liaining. Tiioy li.t'.'c tu !»• in voiiiiniioiiH loiich 
ivitli the i)''0{ilp.

CHAPTER II 
PRESENT PATTERN 


Background 

2.1. Before avc proceed to .assess the working of Paucli-.iyali Baj,- and 
suggest measures for its consolidation and vitalisation, it would be 
wortlnrliile to survo}' in brief the development of Panehayati Haj in the State 
of Bajasthan. 

2.2. Steps had been taken in the British Indian Provinces and some 
Indian States like Mysore and Baroda for organisation of Panchayats after 
the fdmous Ripon resolution and after the Indian Ahitional Congress came to 
power in most of the Provinces in 1937. A number of princely States of 
Rajasthan, following the examxile of the Provinces, realised the importiince 
of re|)resontativc institutions at the village level. The States of Jodhpur, 
Bharatpur, Jaijiur, Sirohi, Udaipur and Karauli enacted Panchayat Legis- 
lation. The Bikaner State had its own Gram Panchayat Act much earlier 
in 1920. Some stejjs were also taken in this direction in tlic States of Kota, 
Bundi, Jhalawar, Toiik and Shahpura; but the approach was limited. 

2.3. Thus, when the x>roces3 of integration of States started in 1919 
with the formation of the United States of Rajasthan with the 
capital at Udai^mr, village Panchayats were functioning in some States 
though not on a systematic basis while in other Slates no such institutions 
existed. Thus, the new State of Rajasthan inherited a very vague and weak 
system of Panchaj^ats, The institution of Panchayat in most of the former 
British Indian Provinces was much more systematic. 

2.4. The first definite step towards the organisation of Panchayats 
in the State was the iwomulgation of Panchaj’ati Raj Ordinince, 191t> by 
the United State of Rajasthan (Former Rajasthan). The ordinance intro- 
duced the system of Panchayats for a group of villages. 

2.5. In 1949 the present State of Rajasthan came into being b^' mer- 
ger in successive stages of the States of Jaipur, Jodlipur, Bikaner and the 
Matsya Union in the United Statu of Rajasthan with Jaii)ur as the capital. 
A separate Panchayat Department started functioning under tJic CliieJ’ Pau- 
chayat Officer. The Panchayats, however", were working under seven diffe- 
rent enactments vtz., old Rajasthan, Jodlii)ur, Bikaner, Jaix)ur, Sirohi, 
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Biiaralpur aud Karauli. The need for an integrated and comprehensive 
icgislatioii was obvious. This need was fulfilled in 1953 when the Rajasliian 
Vidhan Sabha passed tiie Kajasthau Pauchayat Act. 105.3, whicii came into 
ibr.e on January- 1, 105-i. There were 2943 Panchayats fimclioning in the 
State when the Rajasthan Panehaval Act. 1953 came into force. Panciiayats 
were reorganised or constituted for the first time v.here they ilid not exist 
previously under the new Act. The entire State was covered by 3929 
Panchayats. The Rajastiian P.inchayat Act, 1953, provided for constitu- 
tion of Tchsil P.auchnyats at Tehsil level. At the d.istrict level, there were 
District Boards m some of the districts. 

Community Development and Panchayats 

2.6. Community Development Programme was mlroduccil in the Sl.ate 
as in other Statc.s on 2nd October, 1952 with inauguration of seven Comniu- 
nitv Development Projects in different pans of the .State. Commniiity 
Development Programme focussed attention on the problem of all-round 
development of the rural area. The matituti m of Pauchayat, as a representa- 
tive body at the village level, assumed importance m iliH context. The Com- 
munity Development Programme imotided the funds and the ParichayaU 
V orb e*! as the agency for rural devtlopmeni. Tiio Rahaiur.vy Mcht.i Study 
Team reeomme.ided the svsteiu of dcmoOi-atic dcceulra!l^ation (now known 
as Panchayati Raj) v.hnii aimed at providing an organiwlly linked pattern 
of representative institutions at village, block aud ilistnct level aud devolu- 
tion of powers to these lustitutious. 

2.7. The R,iiasthaa Pauchayat S.imitis and Zil.i Parisiuds Act wa« 
jiassed by the State Logi-lature m September, 1959. Ekclioiis to 20 Zila 
Parbhads aud 232 Pauebayal Samilis were held simulUiiu-ously, and with the 
existing tillage Panchayats, the three-uer system of Paiicluyati Raj caino 
into operation all over the SuUj on the 2nd October, 1950. 

Introduction or Panchayati Raj 

2.8. At the time of introduction of Pauciwyati Raj in it - pre.s"ni form, 
there wem IIP blocks functioning hi different p.v.'t 3 of the State eoverimt 
17909 vUiages aud about 50% of the total rural population of the State. Tno 
Government look a decision to introduce the system of Panchayati 
Raj throughout the State covering the block as well as non-block areal 

2.9. The Rajasthan Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1959 

made mmierous amendments in the Rajasthan Pauchayat Act, 1933 lo !,rin.r 
it in conibnuity with the new p.utcni of Panchayati Raj. The Panehayali 
at the village level, Pauchayat Samitis at the block level aud the Zii.i Pari- 
-diads at the district level sturtcil functioning as parts of an iulewalej 
system. ■ ^ 
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2.10. Tho first, elect inns to iliese in.'Jtitntions 'vrere liekl in Scptemlier- 
Oclnliei*. 1050. Tlicse elections wre confined only to "Paneliaynt Samitis 
and Zila Parishads l)ceanse the Panohnyats Trerc already functioning. Tiio 
Act laid douni the temire of Panchaj'ati Raj institutions as three years but 
in order to s_\n-ichronisc the period of elections for all the three in.stitutions 
the tenn of first Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads was limited upto 
.31st January, 19G1. The second Panchayati Raj elections for cons- 
titution of Panchaj’ats, Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads all over the 
State were held at the end of I960 ai\d the Panchayati Raj institutions en- 
tered their second term of office from January, 1061. 

Panchayats 

2.11. At the time of introduction of Panchayati Raj in ti\c Slate in 
the year 1959, the popuhuion of panehajmts .varied from .3000 to SOOO. Each 
Panchayat eon.sislcd of a village or a group of villages. The Panchayat Sa- 
mitis and Zila Parishads wore constituted on the basis of these Panchayats. 
Tn 1960, the Government decided to rc-delimit the Panchayats with a view 
to making them coterminus with tlic smallest unit of revenue administra- 
tion viz., Patwar- circles as also to make them more accessible to people. 
Accordingl.v, 7394 Pancha.vat circles were carved out. Most of the Pan- 
chaynts are co-extensivo with one or more Patwar circles. Some Pnncha.yats 
consist of part Patwar circles. In such cases one Patwar circle is divided 
into two or more Panchayats (vide Appendix XV). 

2.12. Tlie number of Panchas in everj’’ Panchayat varies from S to 15 
depending on population. Elections to Panchayate are held on the hn-sis 
of adult franchise by secret ballot. The Panchayat circle is divided into 
number of wards equal to the number of Panchas to be elected. One Panch 
is elected from each ward. There are provisions for co-option of two women 
and one memlier each of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, if mcmber,s 
of these classes are not elected. 

2.13. The Cliaimian of the Panchayat, called the Sarpanch, is elected 
directly by the entire electorate of tlie Pancliayat circle. He functions as 
the Chief Executive Authority of the Panchajmt and is responsible for safe 
custody of the Panchayat Fund and maintenance of proper accounts and 
records. He convenes the meetings of the Panchaj-at and presides over 
them, receives money and makes jjayment on behalf of tlie Panchayat, 
prepares budget of Panchayat and gets it approved bv the Panchayat 
Samiti, keeps watch over the collection of revenue and supervises execu- 
tion of works in Panchayat area. 

2.14. A Vice-Chairman or Up-Sarpancli is elected by the Panchas 
from amongst themselves who carries out the duties of Sarpanch in his

2.17. It has keen made mamlacorv for the. 'kirpantli rind Up-F.arpnuh 
of the Gnam Panehayat to call a meeting of the adult resident* of the vitliim 
(Gram Sahha) at least tuieea ye.ar. Tins provision in the Act h.m heen made 
to seeuro a certain raodieum of direct democracy at the villace l,.vel In 
the fimi meeting of the .adult resident.* of the village (Gr,\m Sahha) to l>e held 
in the month of May. programmes and estimates of works to he uiulertak’ 
hy tho Panchayai are explained to the people and their vircvs are ascertained 
In the second meeting to be held m October, the proimess of works nnd 
taken hy the Panchayat is reviewed. 

2.1S. Tlic resources of a Panchayat consist of the income from taxes 
levied hy it, fees and fines imix)sed on the owners of the impounded cattle 
fines imposed in administrative ca,scS, graring and irrigation fees, income 
from auction of fishing rights, irrigation tanks, fees from services rendered 
rent for tempomry use of laud and proceeds from sale of ahadi lands, jBo- 
sides, cver\- Panchayat is given a grant-in-aid of 20 Paiso per head of po- 
pulation subject to the maxirnmn of Rs. 400. The P.anchayat whoso 
Sarp.Tnch and SO"; of Pancha.s .are elected unanimously is paid an additional 
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incentive grunt of 2/5 Pafso per lioad of ifs popnlat.ion evorv year (lirongli- 
oiil. its (oniirc. A atatenionl of tolal income of Pannhayat^ from various 
sources m the year 19G1-62 is given at Appendix XXXI. 

2.19. Panchayat has freedom in planning its expenditure within 
ite orvn resources. It frames its own budget Avhich is approved by the Pan- 
chayat Samiti. 

Nyaya Panchayat 

2.20. At the Panchayat level judicial functions have been separated 
from the executive functions by setting up X^'aya Panchayats having juris- 
ch’ction over an area of .3 to 7 Gram Panclinyats. Nyaya Panchayats ad- 
minister Cml and Criminal justice, according to the powers delegated to 
them. Members of Nyaya Panehaj'at. are elected by the constituent Pan- 
chayats. each Panchayat. electing one Nyaya Panch, so that there are as 
many members in a Nyaya Panchayat as there are Gram Panchayats under 
its jm’isdiction. The Chairman of the Njai_ya Paneliayat is elected by mem- 
bers from amongst themselves. Tiiere are 1300 Nyaya Panehayats f\me- 
tioniug in the State at present. 

2.21. A Nyaj’-a Panciiayat. can impose a sentence of fine up to Rs. 50/- 
in Criminal eases and has a riglit to entertain suits of tlie valuation not 
exceeding Rs. 250/-. There is no provision for n])penls against tire order of 
the Nj’aya Pancha3'’at but revision can lie to the Munsif in Civil suits 
and Magistrate First Class in Criminal eases. 

Panchayat Samiti 

2.22. Tiie entire State has been divided into 2,32 blocks — each block 
constituting one P.anchayat Samiti. The block constitutes the unit of de- 
centralisation in the Panchaj'ati Raj pattern. The number of Pancha,yat 
Samitis with regard t.o Communitj' Developinent. pattern is indicated 
below —

.2.23. Panchayat Samitis have been demarcated in relation to Tchsil 
bormdaries and an attcmiit has been made to make a Pancliaj'at Samiti 
co-extensive with a revenue Tehsil. Of the 232 Panchayat Samitis, 101 
are eo-extensive with one Tehsil. Three Panchayat Samitis consist of two 
Tehsils each, 21 tehsils have 2 Panchayat Samitis each. The remaining 
Panchayat Samitis are not co-extensive with Tehsils and extend over parts 
of one or more Tehsils (vide Appendix XVII).

2.25. Members of a Panebay.at Samiti elect from amongst tbein“elvcs 
a Ohninnan who is ealled the Pradban. The Vradhan exercises administra- 
tive control over tbe Chief Exei alive Gfficer (called Vikas ,\dbil:nri) and the 
staff of Panebayat Samiti in relation to implementation of deeisions and 
resolutions of Panebayat Samiti and its Standing Committee-.. In casi- of 
emergeney, be can in consultation with the Vilens .Vdhikari direct the doing 
of any work or act which oidinarilv reciniras the .sanction of the Panelmyat 
Samiti or St.anding Ckimmittee. 


2.2G. The resource- of a Panehayaf Samiti consist of inrnme from 
tax(w levied by it, grant.s from lialuhties transferred by various Departmeuts. 
annual ad hoc gr.anf.s, share of laud revenucatS.o Pnise per head of population, 
matching grants and loans advanced bj’ the State. Resides its jiowers to 
levy taxes, the Panebay.at Samiti has also poiiers to raise lo.ans. AVilhin 
tbe frame-work of the State Plan .and in accordance with the tenns and con- 
ditions of transferred selicmcs the Panebayat Samiti fonnulatc.s its mni 
budget. Amounts transferred to the Pcr-onal D.'po.-it Account of P.ancbayat 
Samitis as grants and loan.s and income raiscil from their on n Foiirce.s are given 
in Appendices XXXVI and XXVIII re.spectivcly. 

2.27. The budget of Panebayat Samiti is sent to the Di.strict Deve- 
lopment Officer nbo send.s it on to tbe Ziln Parisbad with his comments, if 
an}’. The Zila Parisbad can suggest modifications in the budget as m.ay be 

nccess.ary to give effect to the provision-s of the Act. The Panebayat 4miti 

has to consider the suggestions and pass the budget with such luodifientions 
ns it deems fit. 

2.28. The Panebayat Samiti functions through its Standing Com- 
mittees. It is obi ig.atory for a Panebayat Samiti to constitute .at least three 
Standing Committce,s viz., - 

(t) for production programme ; 
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(ti) for social ser\nces nud social amenities; and 
(in) for finance, taxation and administration. 

The Pauchayat Samiti can constitute one or more Standing Committees in 
addition to the thiee enmuei-ated above. The number of members of a Stand- 
mg Committee is limited to 7. Two ^jcrsons with experience of the subject 
and residhig in the Panchayat Samiti area can be co-opted in a Standing Com- 
mittee within the limit of membership of 7. 

2.29. The Panchayat Samiti is responsible for all developmental 
activities in the area covering the sphere of agi-icultiu-e, animal husbanchy, 
co-operation, minor inlgation, village industries, primary education, conunu- 
nication, sanitation, health and other amenities. The Panchayat Samiti 
executes its works tlirough the agency of Pancha 3 -ats. The Act lays doam 
in detail the duties and functions of Pauchayat Samiti (vide Appendix X). 

5.30. The Vikas Adhikari acts as the Cliief Executive Officer of the 
Panchaj’at Samiti and is deputed bj" the State Government. The State 
Government also deputes Extension Officers to tlic Panchayat Samiti. 
The remainhig staff of the Pauchaj’at Samiti viz., ministerial staff, village 
level workers, teachers, drivers, stockmen and compounders are members 
of the Panchaj'at Samiti and Zila Parishad Service. 

Zila Parishad 

2.31. Eor each of the 20 districts m the State, a Zila Parishad has been 
constituted. The Zila Parishad consists of all Pradhans of the P<uicha 3 ait 
Samitis in the District, members of the Parliament, members of the Stale 
Legislative Assembly from the district and President of the Central Co- 
operative Bank. The Collector of the District is a non- voting member of the 
Zila Parishad. Besides these member’s, two women, one member &om 
Scheduled Castes, one member from Scheduled Tribes (in case the ' popu- 
lation of such tribes exceeds 5% of the total population of the district) and 
two pei'sons liaving experience in administration, public life or rund deve- 
lopment become member's of the ZUa Parishad by co-oirtion. 

2.32. The nrembers of the ZUa Parishad (excluding the Collector) elect 
from amongst themselves, a Chah’mau who is called Pramukh. The Pramuldi 
presides over the meetings of the Zila Parishad and exercises admrnistrati\nj 
control over the Secrctar 3 ' and staff of Zila Parishad. He maintains con- 
tacts with the Paucha 3 'ats and f*anclrayat Samitis b 3 " visiting them at re- 
gular intervals and is expected to provide guidance to them in then' plans 
and programmes. 
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2 33 The Zila Pnnslwd has hccu as^ijned hnnlly any es'. cutivc fane- 
Uous. Its main role is to supervise and co-ordinate the xvork of the variona 
Pauehayat Samitis in the district and to iiiaiutaiu liaison with the ^tate 
Goverument on the one hand and Panchayats and Panehayat b'amilis on tiie 
other. The Zila Parhhad co-ordinate^ and tonst>lidatc.s the Panch.ital 
Samiti plans. The functions and duties of Zila Parishad as given m the 
Pajaslhan Panehayat S.vmiiis and Zila Parishads Act. IttiO are reproduced 
in Appendis XI. 


2.34. It is not nece.ssary for the Zila Pari^ihad to constitute. .Standing 
Coimniitccs bin it is contemplated that it uili funetion through its Snh-ct.i.!- 
mittccs which may be conslilulcd as and when and in as many mtniber .is 
may be necessary. 


2.35. Tlie rcsonree.s of the Zila Parisliad consiVl of funds u'ceived lioin 
the State for meeting its cstahlishineiit charges and atlowaiiees to its mcmlv.'rs 
ami donations and coutrihiilioii-s reecived from the Panchat at fj.iniilis 
or from the public iu any form. The Zila Parisluul has no i>o\M r.' of ta.\a- 
tion. It has pov.ci-s to p.i.ss its own bmlgel alter ceuisidering the ob-eit r. lions 
of the Sitate Government and with .-.ucli moditicatioii-, in the light fheru- 
of as it deems necessary Ap])eiidix XX.XVI gi\i^ the amounts traii.s- 
ferred by the Govennnent to the Personal Gijei.sij iiieoimt oi Zila 
Parishad during the last ihiee ye.ir.s. 


2.3G. Every Zila Parishad has a Seeretary who is an offie'iT belong- 
ing to the tslate Service. Tlie Ministerial staff of the Zila P.irishad is ajijKjint- 
cd from amongst the incmbei's of the Pauehayat Sauiili and Zila Parishad 
Service. 

Recruitment 

2.37. Recruitment to the Panehayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Ser- 
vice i.s made by an independent body knowai as Rajasthan Pauehayat Samiiis 
and ZUa Parisliads Services Selection Commission. Persons selected by the 
Commission arc allotted to each district and it has been made incnmbenl on 
Pancbayal Samitis to appoint persons from this list only. The Panehayat 
Samitis can make temporarj- appointments only if there is no such list or 
if the list is eidiausled. 

2.38. Promotion of members belonging to Panehayat Samiti and Zila 
Parisliad Service and inter-dislriel transfers arc made by tbo Commission 
on recommendation of tlic District lislablislimenl Committee consisting 
of the Pi-amuldi, Zila Parishad, Collector of tlic district and a incinbor of Iho 
Pauehayat Samitis and Zila Parisliads Servnees Selection Commission.

Accounls and Audit 

2.39. The Examiner of Local Fund Audit is responsible for the audit 
•of Pancha 3 ^ati Kaj institutions. Persons found guilty of causing loss to the 
property or fund of the Panchaj^at, Panchaj^at Samiti or Zila Parishad can 
Le held personally liable for the loss and can be made to make good the loss 
be.sides being liable to criminal action under the law. The Comptroller 
and Auditor General of India can also carr\' out a test audit of the accounts 
of Panchaj’-ati Raj institutions. 

Regulatory Powers of Government 

2.40. The ’Pancha 3 '^ati Raj institutions function independentl 3 ' 
under the provisions of the relevant Act and Rules. The Government have, 
however, retamed poAvers of regulation and control when necessary in 
case of emergenc 3 ’’ and flagrant defaults imder the Rajasthan Pancha 3 'at Act, 
1953 and the Rajasthan Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1959. 
In case of emergency or for safety of public the State Government ma 3 - get 
executed anr' work Avliich a Paneha 3 ’’at or Pancha 3 ’at Samiti is required 
to execute but does not do so. The State Government can suspend, annul 
or rescind an 3 ’’ resolution or order passed b 3 ’' a Panchayat, Pancha 3 'at Samiti 
or iti Standing Committees if such a resolution is unlawful, is in excess or 
abuse of powers conferred on these bodies or is likety to cause danger to hu- 
man life or breach of peace. Government can remorse a Panch or a Sar- 
panch, a member or Pradlian of a Pancha 3 "at Samiti if he is found guilty of 
misuse of power or misconduct etc. Government have poAvers to supersede 
or dissolve a Panchayat Samiti or Zila Parishad imder Section 67 of the Ra- 
jasthan Pancha 5 'at Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1959 in case of failure 
to exercise pou'ers or functions or abuse of powers conferred. Similar po- 
wers are conferred b 3 ’' Section 73 of the Rajasthan Pancha 5 ut Act, 1953 in 
the case of Pancha 5 'ats. 


CHAPTER III 

WORKING OF PANCHAYATI RAJ IN RAJASTHAN 
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Preparatory Steps by Government 

3 . 5 . The State Government was from the start aware of the various 
implications of the process of decentralisation. The State Government 
made a constant effort to watch its implementation and issued a series of 
directions to meet difficulties that arose from time to time and ensure smooth 
fvmctioihng of Panchaj'ati PaJ. 

3 . 6 . An important factor which helped the movement in the State 
was the clear and unambiguous stand of the Government from the very 
start that Panchayati Baj was not an expei’iment but an accepted i)o]ic 3 \ 
This clear stand helped the process of re-orientation and re-adjustment. 
Continuous efforts were made for rc-orientation of the officers towards 
the new set-up. A close and constant touch was maintained with officials 
and non-officials. 

Different Aspects 

3 . 7 . Tlie performance of Pancfiar'ati Raj since its inceiition can be 
^^ewed from two different aspects viz., (1) ph 3 'sical achievements in the 
^sphere of rural development, and (2) institutional development as units of 
local Government 

Physical Achievements 

3 . 8 . We have come across mixed reactions in I’esirect of physical 
•acliievements. There is a body of opinion which maintains that Panchajati 
Baj has had no perceptible impact on development. The focus of attention 
has been more on the power wlucli Panchajati Raj gave than the uses to 
Which it should be put. There is, however, another large body of opinion 
Which holds that Panchaj’^ati Raj has created a new consciousness in the 
people, and new awareness of their rights and responsibilities. It has 
given them a wider vision. Tire large expectations that were associated 
with Panchaj^ati Raj were hound to come up against inadequacy of resources 
in many fields and meet with a measure of disappointment. But that is 
the initial phase. The creative energy which the process of self-government 
releases will find necessary correctives and incentives. We agree with tlie 
latter view, 

3.9. Statistics about the achievement of physical progress in respect 
•of a few selected items for the years 1960-61 to 1963-64: are given in a state- 
ment at Appendix ’XIE. Another statement at Appendix XHI shows the 
•average achievement per Community Development Block imder different 
items since 1956-57 npto 1962-63. These statements clearty reveal that 
achievements in the sphere of agriculture and animal husbandry are on 
the increase; while in the sphere of some social amenities programmes, 
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declining trend is discernible. Peoplets contribution also is on the decline. 
Funds for social amenities piogramnics have been divmdling after 1901-02, 
as production programmes have been emphasised and given top priority. 
This also e.vpluins the declining trend in social amenities programme. 

3.10. One of the test.s of effioicncy and .«nccc.ss of r.mehayati Eai 
institutions is mobilisation of re.sources. Tlie general a'^^^e'-mient in this 
connection is that the Panchayats and PanehayatSamiti.s have been reluctant 
to levs’ taxes. But there are a number of Panchayat Samitis and Panchayat s 
vhich have imposed toxes and increased their income from non-tax resources 
also. 178 Panchayat Samitis out of 232 had imposed taxes by the end of 
December, 1903, and the income from taxe.s uas e.stimated at Rs. 42 lac.-. 
The actual income luised by Panchaj-at Samili.s from their own tcsouicc- 
has been continuously on the increase. It has risen from Rs. 32.7) lacs in 
1960-61 to Rs. 49.9 lacs in 1902-63 (.Vppendix XXVIU). It is clear th.it 
attempts have been made by these bodies to mobili-^ rcsouiccs and given 
suitable conditions, they can prove much more effective. Thi-, is tile posit i..n 
ivhen no tax is compidsory under the pre^ent law . 

3.11. Some Panchayats and Panchayat Samitis have done quite 
well in raising of resources specially from non-tax measures. A few Pan. 
chayats have done very good planning in respect of sale of ahadi lands. 
Tliere are Panchayats whicli have managed the land allotted to them effi- 
ciently and raised good crops. Some Panchayats have created permanent 
sources of revenue by constructing shops etc. 

3.12. The agricultural production programme lias received a fillip. 
Emphasis has been given and good results have boon achieved in construction 
and repairs of irrigation wells and installation of pumping sct.s and Pe\sian 
wheels. Good work has been done in some Panchayat Samitis in the sphere 
of introduction of new crops, saturation of seed and distribution of fertilisers. 
Some of the Panchayat Samitis have taken up the formulation of viLhg> 
production plans and their implementation on a systematic basis and attem- 
pted to cover all the villages in the Panchayat Samiti by this programme. 

3.13. The Panchayats and Panchayat Samitis have made considerable 
efforts for enrolment of boys and girls. The attendance of teachers in vill.urc 
schools has significantly improved due to close watch and supervision. 
People have constnicted a large number of school buildings despite reduction 
in Government assistance. 

3.14. The functioning of the.se institutions is conditioned by manv 
■factors. Their success is hound up with the quality of leadership the Pra 
dhan and the Sarpauch offer and the ability and enthusiasm of the Vikas 
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Adliikari and his extension staff. There are a good number of Panchayat 
' "Samitis and Panchayats in the Stale wliich have achieved good results. 

3.15. Last year, a village named Fatehpur in Panchayat Samiti 
Baran, District Kota, was declared to he the best village in India in the 
National Competition. We paid a visit to this village and talked to the 
people there. They have introduced paddy cultivation in the village to 
replace the acreage under Jowar, Tlie improved seed of wheat is arranged 

' in the village itself from the farmers’ fields by process of continuous sorting. 
The people of the village appeared to be happj’’ and displayed enthusiasm. 
The village had an enthusiastic Sarpanch and devoted Gram Sewak. 

3.16. We were told there were a number of such villages around 
Fatehpur where good work has been done by the Panchayats. In other Pan- 
chayat Samitis also there are instances of good and active Panchayats which 
are considered to be models for others. 

3.17. It may be mentioned that statistics are not always the surest 
indicators of the success or otherwise of a programme. Success has to 
be judged in the context of several relevant factors and circumstances. 

Institutional Functioning 

3.18. As regards institutional functioning, the Panchaj’^at Samiti 
has emerged as the focal point in the present pattern of Panchayati Raj. 
Panhhayat Samitis have on the whole functioned as active and effective 
institutions. The Panchayats and Zila Parishads, however, have not been 
equalty effective. Panchayats have been handicapped in their function- 
ing by lack of resources. The Sarpanch, as member of Panchaj^at Samiti, 
has assumed importance and the Panchayat as an institution has more 
or less been shadowed. Tlie Zila Parishads could not be effective in 
their supervisory and co-ordinating role due to the limitations of present 
functional set-up. 

3.19. General awakening in the people which has come in the 
ivake of Panchayati Raj should be considered as a significant achievement. 
Pcojile in the villages to-day are definitely moie alert and conscious 
towaids their betteiment. 

' 3.20. We were impressed by the fact as we visited Panchaj'ats and 
Panchayat Samitis and talked to people associated with them that there 
has sprung up a body of men, and some women too, who think seriously 
and intelligently about problems that face the people in lural aieas. A 
new leadership is emerging in the ruial areas. There is a definite trend 
indicating departure from 'traditional leadeisliip. Young and educated 



jsevpons ate coining forvravcl to work in these in'titutions. T)»c fetucTj’ oi 
last Paneliayat Elections revealed that only 20% of ilu* f^arpancliaa roturncfl 
were from those who had hceu Sarpanchas eailicr ako. 50% of the Sar- 
panchas elected were below 40 years of age; another 20% were from the 
ase-group of 40-50 years. 20% of the Sarpanchas are those wlio have re- 
ceived education Ingher than the Middle standard. 

3.21. The attitude of llie offiti.il.s towaals tlie jx-ople has undergone 
a considerable change as a result of the process of orientation to the neu' 
di.spensation The ideas of welfare State and the democratic Government 
were already transformins the .approach of the official.^. The introduction 
ttf Panchayati P»a] has accelerated the pro<'ep.s. There is now an urge in 
the people for .advancement and beitcrmcni tlmongh self-rule. Panchayatr 
Raj lias provided a nevv opportunity of social service to the jKHjpIe. 

Emerging Trends and Problems 

3.22. Our broad conclusion is that Panchayati Piaj institutions during 
the.se four and half years’ period have, on the whole, considering all 
relevant factors, worked well. In the proces.s of working, however, Pan- 
chayati Raj has tlirown up a number of problems which c-all for attention. 
Many trends have appeared which do not augur well for the movement. 

It may be stated at the outset, however, that there is nothing unusual 
in the emergence of these trends and problems when a movement of vast 
dimensions involving million-^ of people is in operation. The transitional 
period was botmd to bring in diffetent and mixed trends. Thc.se trends 
indicate the right direction we should pursue and the WToim steps or 
tendencies we should avoid, 

3.23. Hie following tiends have appeared which require attention- 

1. The new con'^iiousness wliich came after Panchayati Raj has in 
many area-s led to group factions. 

■2. There is a tendency to emphasise power and rights more than 
duties and responsibilities. 

3. There has not been proper adjustment between officials and non 
officials in some cases. There is need for continuous education 
for improving relationship between officials and non-officials 

4. A proper relationship is yet to develop between Panchavati R • 

institutions and co-operative institutions. * ^ 

5. Tliere has been delay in reernitment of staff and difficulties have- 
been experienced in their placement and promotions. 

0. The present system about disciplinary control of services at. 
various levels has not worked well. 
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7. The present s 3 ’stem of control and supervision of institutions 
has also not vorked rvell. It is inadequate, remote and diffused. 
Pi-ompt action has not been possible in cases of defaults. 

8. The financial j)attern, budgeting and accounting procedures 
and audit need imiirovement with a view to simplification and 
standardisation. 

9. The guidance and assistance to Panchaj^ati Raj bodies and func- 
tionaries in the discharge of their functions from higher levels 
have not been made available to the desired extent. 

10. Implementation of transferred schemes has not been expeditious. 

11. The concept of people's participation needs re-orieiitation. 

3.24. We have, in brief, dwelt upon the functioning of Panchayati 
Raj institutions since their foimation. We tliink it is a -wrong question 
to ask whether Panchaj^ati Raj is a success or a failure when it has func- 
tioned for a brief period’ of four and half j'ears in the midst of manj’^ handi- 
caps and difficulties. The democratic process itself, it maj» be stated, works 
as a coixective to the man}'- ills that might appear overwhelming in the 
initial stages. 

3.25. Panchayati Raj has certainly achieved ,a measure of success 
and fulfilled some of our expectations. Where there has been a lack of 
success, the right course is to find reasons for it and apply the right remedy. 
Its success in the nature of things cannot be quick. We have ceaselessly 
to create right conditions for its growing success. We shall discuss in subse- 
quent chaptei's what in om- opinion these right conditions are and how 
thej' should be iirogressivelj' ci-eated. 



CHAPTER IV 


STRUCTURE AND MODE OF ELECTION (1) 

Some Basic Considerations 

O. The mnin objectives of Pancliayati Ttaj arc (1) gron tb of local go- 
vernment and (2) all-round development of the rural areas. The Panchayati 
Eaj has to be nerved as an institutional framc-nork ■which way i>rondc full 
.scope to the local initiative in detemiinalion and iinpicinentation of local 
policies. The ■whole set-up has to serve the intcrest.5 of the people in the 
niral areas. The structure of Panchaj’ati Raj should be such ns will facilitate 
the realisation of these objectives. \Yc suggest that the following considera- 
tions should be kept in view in devising the stnieture. 

(1) The constitution of Panchayati Raj bodies should be simple so 

that it can be easily understood by the x>eoplo. It should bo free 
from complexities. 

(2) The procedure of elections should be simple and ns inexpensive ns 

possible. With this end in view direct elections should be only 
at the base and the higher stnictmx; should be formed on the basis 
of intoect elections. 

(3) The representative character of the Panchavati Raj institutions 

must be made quite explicit and manifest. Tlieso institutions 
Should represent the rural coinmunilv. Thev should have 

a definite rural Was. so that the people in the rural areas mav 

regard them as their o^vn institutions. Attempt should be made to 
ensure representation to the different sections of the communit^• 
The weaker and backward sections and economic interests of the 
society sbonld be wxll-repiesented. 

(4) The stnicturo should be broad-based so as to enable at every sta«c 

maximum poKible number of people to have a say in tfxe 
constitution of these bodies. 

(5) Their membersliip should neither be too small nor too large. Smal- 

ler bodies bare a tendency to grow despotic and some'^times op- 
pressive while larger bodies become unwieldy and often chaotic. 
A judicious balance has, therefore, to be struck in this regard. 
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(6) Tlic Paucliayati Eaj bodies must be organically liidied from bottom 

up\Yards, starting n itli the Gram Sabha/Panchayat at the base and 
gomg up to the Zila Parishad at the apex. There should bo com- 
mon bond of imitj’’ running tluough the entire s\-stem at all 
levels. The institutions should be mutually complemcntar}' 
and not competitive. 

(7) In order to impart a sense of stability to the institutions too fro- 
quent clianges in territorial jurisdiction and re-sliufflo slioukl I e 
avoided. No instiriition can function cffectivelj' under a shadow' 
of vagueness and uncertainty. 

(b) The institutional functionmg of these bodies is of paramount 
significance. No individual should assume importance at the 
expense of the institution. The institution must come fiist and the 
indmdual next. 

(U) The structure of Panchayati Kaj should be such as to cucourago 
the emergcuca of good local leadership. A cousciou.s effort 
should be made to encourage local leadership. 

(10) It would be advantageous to keep out active party -politics from 
Panchayati Eaj and minimise chances of group rivakies and fac- 
tions. 

4.2. We have m this and subsequent diapters kept these basic con- 
siderations in view while making our rccoinmendalions about the structure 
and functioning of Panchayati Eaj institutions. 

' - I. GRAM SABHA AND GRAM PANCHAYAT 


Gram Sabha 

4.3. Gram Sabha is the name given to the assembly of adult resi- 
dents of a village or a group of villages ui a Panchayat ckcle. In other words, 
the entire electorate of the Panchayat circle constitutes the Gram Sabha 
of the area. We have in a subsequent chaxitcr dealt with the role of Gram 
Sabha, the need for its statutory recognition and measures for its 
activisation. Gram Sabha w'ill constitute the base of the structm'e of Pancha- 
yati Eaj. 

Size o£ Panchayat 

4.4. Gram Panchayat is the e.xecutive body for the area Tor w'liich 
Gram Sabha is constituted as a general body. Every Panchayat circle in 
Eajasthan before IbbO had a population of 3000 to SOUO. A major reorga- 
nisation of panchayat ckcles.was undertaken in 1900 whcii Panchayals 
W'ore ro-dolimited -nto smaller imits each having a xiopulation of 1500 to 2000. 



bm-lcvlllago paucUayats had population up to 7000. It u'aa also kept in ^v 
one rinoluyat ckolo was xuade co-oxtensive with one or n-o l^ar 
cu'cles the smallest unit of rovenuo adminiatnition. A statement of 1 
yat Ch-ck-s and Patwar Circles is given in Appendix XV. There are at pre- 
sent, 7391 Panohayats m the Slate. The number of i-evenuo Patwar Circles 
is 70G8 and there are over 7800 Patwaries employed in the^e Patn ar Circle.-. 


4.5. The population m Western districts of Pvaiasthaii is very sparse 
and density of population in Districts of Jaisalmer, Pikauer and Barmer 
is only 9. and 00 per square mile respectively (Appendix XIV). In .these 
districts Panclu.yats nere formulated for a group of villages covering 500 
to 1000 population. 

4.6. The i-eorganisation of Panchayats in 1900 was taken up on the 
basis of population of 1951. The population of P.ajasthau lias increased 
from 1.0 crores in 1951 to 2.02 crores in 1961 i.c. by over 20%. The increase 
in the districts has been between 20% to 30%. The average size of Panchayat 
has, therefore, increased from 1756 as orighially envisaged on the basis of 
1951 census to 2286 according to 1901 census. The average area of a Pnn- 
ohayat m the State is 17.8 sq. miles. The average aix'a per Panchayat 
is naturally the highest in Jaisalmer district. 


4.7. Easy accessibility should be an imjxirlant consideration in 
determining the size of the Panchayat area. Xo village hi a Panchayat. 
circle should oi-dinarily be more than 5 miles away from the Panchayat 
headquarter. In the sparsely pioinilatcd Western districts of Eajasthan 
or in hilly areas the distance could be a little more, say, up fo 10 miles. 
We a ant to develop Panchayat as the basic unit of Panchayali Kaj. It is, 
therefore, ncccKarj' that the headquarter of the Panchaj’at is not cut off 
from the people by long distances. The redress and the facilities which 
a Panchayat can affoixl to people should bo easily available without much 
trouble aud expense in travelling long distances. The relationship betneen 

Llic representative body and the pieoplo at the village level should bo as 
close as piossible. 

4.8. The other important factor which has to be considered m con- 
nection with determination of the size of a Panchayat circle is the economic 
viability of the unit. It may bo staled here that no economic viability in 
the honbc of complete financial independence at the village level is possible. 
It cannot bo achieved oven if the Panchayat urea is enlarged. But still 
economic considerations have to be kept in view. The two considerations 
viz., accessibility and economic viablily are opiiosed to each other because 
smaller the Panchayat, greater the accessibility but ncaker the economic 
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position. A jiidioions balnnoo has. therefore, to he atmek helTween these 
two considerations. It has to he seen tliat necessary eeononiic strength 
of the institution is ensured ■without seriously affecting ihe aceessi1)ility. 

4.9. With regard to the determination of the size of Paneliayata 
in the State the alternative of carving out smaller units than Ihe present 
Panchayats is ruled out because such institution will no't be administrai-ively 
and economically viable. No one -with whom we have talked or communi- 
cated has expressed himself in favour of reducing the present size. Tlie 
large majority of opinion is in favour of retaining the present .size (Fufe 
Appendix VII). 

4.10. The follo'wing arguments were advanced in favour of enlarging 
present size of the Panchayats : — 

1. It will be a "viable economic unit. 

2. Better leaderahip will be available in bigger units. 

.S. It will discourage factions organised on sectarian and caste groups. 

4. Cost on establishment will be reduced. 

4.11. Economic viability in absolute terms is not possible even if the 
.existing size is considerably increased. If greater resources are procured 
as a result of bigger size, benefits accruing therefrom also have to be distrib\ited 
amongst larger number of beneficiaries. 

4.12. We are not quite certain whether a bigger Panohayat would 

be able to throw up better leadership. It is only through the democratic 
process of participation that good leadership emerges. We do not think, 
therefore, that the size of the unit will make any material difference in this 
matter. * 

4.13. We do not believe that caste or sectarian tendencies could be 
counteracted or curbed tlwough the enlargement of the size of the unit. 
The problem of caste as a major element in our social life ■nail have te be 
tackled through specific economic, social and political measures. 

4.14. The large size will, of course, have a definite advantage in 
reducing costs on establishment but argiiments in favour of the present 
size are so weighty that we would not for tliis advantage alone recommend 
a bigger size. We also feel that if the present size is disturbed a sense of 
uncertainty will be created. Every effort now should be directed towards 
stability and frequent changes about size and territorial jurisdiction at 

lower levels should be avoided, 



4.15. Tlir prp'icnt '170 hn =5 tliP folloviim diMinr-t ndvnnl.nup'^-- 

1. Tt is iif-itlipr loo 1 m" iiov too small 

2. TI 10 Panrliayat hcndquarior is easily acee-s-sible from llie remotest 
village of the P.nnehayat in most of the east's. ICeaniests of the 
institntion to the people is a ureat atlvnntapc. 

Tltp unit is hig enough to muster up minimum economie .strength 
for the institution. 

4. The Panchayat circles are co-exlensive with one or more Patwar 
circles. This is a clear and definite advantage from the adminis- 
trative point of view and for purposes of co-ordination. 

•'». The people have hceomc familiar with the present lerritorial 
m\it of the local govennnent. 

4.16. It has to he noted in this context that the sire of Panchayat 
uhieh was originally envisaged to he 1500 to 2000 popnlntion according 
to 10.51 census figures has already increased n.s a msnlt of the general increase 
in popnlntion during the decennium 10.51-61. Tlie piv.sent sire of Pancha- 
yat ranges hetneen 2((00 to 2.5ft0 population. 

4.17. lluring the course of visits of the Study Team some iitatanee.s 
were cited nhere Pauohayats constituted on the basis of population hecame 
very extensive in area. Tltcrc are some other instances iit which tavo 
contigtiotis villages were separated into two Panchayats only hocanse the 
population exceeded the prescribed maximum. It is suggested that 
in .such c.aees the criteria of population as well ns area should he adopted. 
We, therefore, recommend that the'size of a Panchayat should he between 
2000 to 2500 population as at present, hut that this should not l>c a hard 
and fast rule and adjustments uith a view to avoiding hardship owing to 
long distances or to promote gre.ater co operation and avoid splitting of 
compact areas should he possible. 

4.18. Tlie principle of eo-extensiveness of a Panchayat circle with 
Patwar circle should be maiutained. The headquarters of the Panchayat 
and the Patwar circle should he in the same village. Tltis is generally so 
even at present, but in those ease-s in which the headquarters of Panchayat 
and Patwati are in different villages nccossarj’ change should he effected. 

4.19. Section 4 of the Rajasthan Panchayat Act. 1953 prescribes the 
ininiraum and maxinunn number of Panelias in a Gram Panchayat ns 5 
and 15 respectively. But the minimum number of Pandias actually in a 
Panchayat at pix-sent is S. It is suggested thi\t ihe law should be brought 


in .line wifli ilte actn.'il ooncliHons nnrl ihe tnimher of Pflnc]m>; 'in tlie 
PaTichaj^at aliould lic preseribed as 8 to 15. 

4.20. The Panchas of the Gram Panchaynt. should he elected In’- 
soore.t ballot on the basis of adult franchise as at present. 

4.21. The Pauch.ayat circle should he divided info vards equal to 
the immhcr of Pancha? in the Gram Panchnyat and one member should he 
elected from every v^ard. In order to ensure that the division of the Pnu- 
chayat circles into -wards is kept objective and free from any bias of caste 
or class it is recommended that the division should he effected on the basis 
of serial number of houses in the electoral list of the Legislative Assemhh’- as 
at present. 

Co-option 

4.22. The objeetiive of eo-optiou is to give representation to thcuii- 
vepresented group or class and to en.surc the repre.senl alive ehnraetor of the 
institution. We have considered the different alternatives to eo-option for 
this purpose viz., reservation of seats or creation of sepnmte electoral colleges. 
Both these alternatives suffer from the demerit of perpetuating class and 
caste distinctions. I’k-oni the opinions .solicited throng]) tlie quc.stionuaire 
and interviews held, it transpires tlia-t the rescrvatioTi of seats or creation 
of separate electoral colleges for the purpose of giving representation 
to unrepresented class or group is not favoured by peojdc. We, therefore, 
feel tliat under the existing eircurastances. co-opt\oi) is the best way to 
oj.sure representation of certain groups who remain un-represented. 

4.23. It has been argued by soine pensons tliat the women and 
Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe lucmbcr.s even after co-option do not. 
make aiij' effective contribution in the functioning of the institution and 
that, therefore, the sj’stem of co-option should be done awaj"- with altogether. 
The fallacy of the .argument, however, will he clear when it is considered 
that the wealcness of these groups and their comparative passivity are the 
very reasoiis for giving them representation through co-option. Co-option 
is taken resort to only if the prescribed mimber of seats are not secured bj' 
these special interests through election. 

4.24. Co-option is no doubt a dilution of the democratic iwocess. 
But it is iieccssarj’^ to retain tliis diluted form as a measiwe of giving repre- 
sentation 1 1 the un-represented groups ami to activise them in local adminis- 
tration. In fact, retention of co-option for some time is the only way of 
?olving the problem of representation of special gi'onps. There is bound to 
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he sradiial awalceuing in Iheeo-nptefl entesiories ami ultimately there will 
he no need for oo-option. The process of cn-optioji will, in other wonla, 
n ear itself out. 


4.25. There have been no eomplaints about the avRtem of co-option 
at the Panchaj’at level. Tliere arc no controversies ahn\it the cntc 2 ories of 
CO opted nierahers viz., women. Scheduled Cnste.s and Scheduled Ti’ihe.s. \Vc. 
therefore, rccommcud that the present provision.s about co-option of two 
women mcmhera, one member from the Scheduled Castes and one 
member of Scheduled Trdies (in case the population of such trihc,s in the 
Panehayat area exceeds .5°/, of the total population) should continue. 

4.26. The method of co option should he election by the memhei-s 
of the Panehayat including the Snrpanch. For administrative convenienco 
the co-option proceedings should immediately follow the election of Panchas 
and the Sarpanch. 


Associate Members 


4.27. Co-operative societies are now functioning in almost every 
Panclia 3 'at circle. \\ ith a ^ icw to provide a continuous association and 
ensure better co-ordination between tliere two institutions at village level, 
we recommend that the president of the service co-operative society should 
be made an associate member of the Pancha 5 ut. If there arc more than 
one service co-operative societies in the Panehayat circle, one member should 
he elected from amongst the presidents of the societies by the Panchavat. 


4.28. The associate member of the Panehayat will have a right to 
vote in the proceedings of the Panehayat; hut he should not have anv 
voting nghta in the election of Up-Sarpanch or no-confidence motion against 
Sarpanch and U^Sarpanch nor should he he eligible for the office of Up. 
Sarpanch. The Panchayats should have the benefit of experience of co 
operators. But the co-operatives should be kept aloof from the controversies 
which may arise in the election of office bearers. 


Election o£ Sarpanch 


4.29 The election of the head of the Panehayat i.e. the Sarpanch 

at present is by direct method by the entire electorate of the PanAavat 
circle. Dweet method of election of Sarpanch is followed in Assam 

Punjab, Uttar Pradesli and Himaclial Pradesh while in fbp J '

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4.30. The arguments advanced in favour of indirect election of 
barjpancli are as follows ; — 

, 1. The Sarpanch must enjoy the confidence of all the Panchas to 

ensure smooth worJdng of the Panchayat. 

2. Indirect election of Sarpanch gives due importance to the Panchas 
also and encourages them to take greater interest in the Panchayat. 

3. Indirect system is less expensive as compared to the direct system. 

4. i\n indhectl^' elected Sarpanch is Jess Jikely to usurp importance 
and poners than a directly elected Sarpanch. 

4.31. The arguments in favour of direct election of Sarpanch by the 
adult residents of the Panchaj^at circle (i. e. by members of tlie Gram Sabha) 
are eniunerated below: — 

1. Gram Sabha and Gram Pancha 3 'at are the basic democratic insti- 
tutions at the village level. The head of the institution whicli 
forms the base of the pj-ramid of Pancliajniti Baj should command 
the largest possible popular support. 

2. A directly elected Sarpanch will definitelj' inspire greater confi- 
dence in tire people than the indirectly elected Sarpanch. 

3. Indirect election of Sarpanch by about a dozen members of (lie 
Panchaj'at is liable to be influenced b^' extraneous factors like 
pressure, intimidation and corruption. These dangeis are elimi- 
nated to a considerable extent in the case of direct elections. 

4. There will be no significant difference in the cost of election of 
Sarpanch between the duect and indirect method. The election 
of Sarpanch is held simultaneously with the election of ward Pan- 
ohas and the additional anangements required are only an extra 
ballot box and seiiarate ballot paper. 

0 . Sarpanch of a Giam Panchaj'at is in direct contact with the general 
body of the electorate and he should, therefore, be elected l)y 
the general body. Indirect election of Sarpanch would mean 
installation in position of a person uho roijreseuls onl\- a sector 
•of the general bodj'. This will be an anomalous position espe- 
ciallj’’ in view of 'the proximity of the general bodj'. 

6. An important point in favour of direct election of Sarpanch is the 

necessity for activising the Gram Sabha in order to ensure a measure 
of direct democracy at tire viltogc level. TJic Sarpanch has to 
function as the head of the Gram Sabha also and it is in the 
fitness of things that he should be directly elected by the members 



of tlif Gram .Sabha. A din‘i‘tl_\ clicitd S.up.tni’li i' cxju'i-ird 
to be more responsibli; lo tlu- village people and niil b- in n beltei 
position to ca’’r\ cunvietioii willi them. 

4.33. The only .vrgnmeilt wliieli has .some foiee, at least theoiitiiaile, 
against tlic direct method of election of iSaipaiieh is. ihiit it ituiv h'iid to 
a deadlock in the I’anehayat in a situation nheic the direetlv ekatid .'jai- 
p.vneli does not ^•oIUlnand confidence of the aaiii-l’anelais. M\p •, ii-nce 
howevei, has shonn that thi.s is onl^- .i hypothetical .situation icJiieh c.ui 
but raicly aiise. A jierson who cominand.s ilii' .snjipo. t of the inajoiiiv 
ol the general electorate will also geiieially enjoy the confidence of the waid 
Panchas who conic from diffoieiil sectors of the same eleetoiate. In ilajas- 
than, where Sarpanch is elected directly, not many iiistaiiee-s of .such dead- 
locks have been rcpoitetl. 


4.33. Ooiisideriiig all tlic pios and eons of tlie dii.-ei and iiuliieet 
stslem of election of .Sarpancli we find thal the diicet Mst.-n, of cleetion 
of Saipaiich is disiiuetl,t adsantageous and moie appiopiiate. We, tlmie- 
fore, recommend that the elect ion of ttiarpaneh shoiild eoiiliniie to be liv 
the adult residents of the Paiichaiat click .is at pieseiit. 

Election of Up-Sarpancli 

4.34. The Gp-Sarpaiicii of a Paiiclun.it should I.e elected hy membe-s 
of the Paiichayat (ii.eh.dmg the iSaipaiich) f.om .unongst the Panchas 
The election of Lp-Sa, panel, should he held immediatelv follow im< the 
eloet.ou of Panchas and ,Sa, panel, but after the co-opt ion of me.nbers 
ihat ,s to say, the co-opted mcmbe.s will have a light to vole and -lan.l 
for the clcelioii of Up-Savpaneli. 

Vote of No-oonfideuce 

4.35. The existing provisions i,, ,|k- Rajasthan Panehavat Act I'tV! 
re, pine a major.ty of not less tliaii 3/4th of liic total numlier of Puichas

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4.36. We, therefore, make the following recommendations: ' 

1. The notice of no-confidence against the Sarpanch should be signed 
by at least l/3rd of the totil number of elected Panchas. Tlils ‘ 
is necessary to eliminate spurious motions, involving unnecessary 
wastage of time. 

2. Tlie first no-confidence motion against the Sarpanch should not 
be allowed before the cxpiiy of six months from the date of jiis 
assuming office. 

<■ 

3. The first no-confidence motion should require a 3/4th majority, 

as at present. 

4. For the second and subsequent no-confidence motion, only 2/3rd 
majority of the total number of Panchas should be necessa'y, 

5. The second and subsequent motions against the same person i 
.should not be allowed bcfoie the expiry of six months from the.' 
date of previous no-confidcnce motion.

4.37. Tile provisions about no-confidence motion against an Up- ^ 
Sarpanch should remain as at p ‘csent i.e., a no-confidence motion against 
an Up-Sarpancli should be considered as carried by simple majority of the 
total number of Panchas and Sarpanch. The conditions about time 
limit for first, second and subsequent motions sliould be applicable in case^l.' 
of Up-Sarpanch also. 

n. NAGAR SABHA AND NAGAR PANC3IAYAT 
Need for Nagar Sabha/Panchayat 

4.38. Out of seven thousand and odd Gram Panchayats there are 
1015 Panchayats which consist of only one village. Tlie population of 
one-village Panohayat varies from 2,000 to 5,000. Generally the villages 

- and towns having population over 5000 have Municipal Boards under the 
Rajasthan Municipalities Act. There are at present 59 towns with popula- 
tion below 10,000 which have Municipal Boards constituted under the 
Rajasthan Municipalities Act (Appendix XVI). 

4.39. It has been obsei-ved that the character of the towns and big 
villages with population ranging between 5,000 and 10,000 is neither en- 
tirely rural nor entirely urban. As far as the agricultural development 
is concerned, they partake of the rural character and should form part of 
the Community Development Programme. But in respect of civic life in 
these big villages or small toivns, the trend is clearly towards urbanisation! ' 
We feel, theiefore, that it is necessary to devise a structure of local govein- - 
ment for these villages/towns which may ensure to them the benefits of 
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rn-al as wcl! as urban devi'lopu.cnt. We, liu-r-fore, proiwse the oonsti- 
LUtion of Nagar rtmcliay.-l-, for villagi -/touii- having population of 5,000 
or more but L'ss tlu’.n 10 000. 

4.40. Pancbayatfi ■\^hieb con-.i.st of one tiiage only wilb population 
of 5,000 or moic should be cori'lituted a.-, ^is.gar Panehayats. Similarly, 
the prr:‘''ut M\inieipol Boards with pupal \tion hr low 10,000 .should bo 
ooiiverted u.to Magar P.'iuchayat.s. 

4.41. T'l powers of declailug an arc... ,i, ‘Mag.^r’ should vest in the 
Government. Government may declan- .an inea a“ ‘Xagar’ even if the 
population is below .5,000 or over 10,000 h.iving regard to the character 
of the population and the income of th.» .-.rea. (Jor'^rnment may cxerci.se 
this discretion in the case of tho-.e villages or {-miis viui-e annual income 
is more than a certain limit, .^ny Rs. ,5,000, cvi u if the population is below 
5,000. 

4.42. The Nagai rancha 3 al,s, it i.s envisaged will have the character- 
istics of both the Gram Panchaj'at as well .as ihe Muuieipal Board. The 
distinguishing fo.aturc of Nagar Panchayat as rompared to Gram Panchayat 
will be in respect of higher linancial pouers, powcr.s of taxation and func- 
tions especially in rc.spect of civic amenitie.s and social seiwice activities. 


Constitution o£ Nagar Panchayats 

4.43. The number of Pauchas in a Nagar Panchayat .should bo 10 to 
20, depending on the population. A Nagar Panchayat with population 
up to 5,000 should have 10 Panchas. There should be one Paneh for every 
additional 500 population or part thereof, so that a Nagar P.rnchayat with 
10,000 population will have 20 Panchas.

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recommendations for Gram Sablia in Chapter VI will api)ly mutalis mutandis 
to Ilagar Sablia also. The Saipanch of the Nagar Panchaj'at should be 
responsible for holding at least two general meetings of the Nagar Sabha. 
The ward Panchas of the Nagar Panchayat should hold meetings of the 
adult residents of their wards at least twice a year. These ward meetings 
should precede the Nagar Sabha meeting. 

4.47. Owing to the bigger size of the Nagar Panchayat the ward meet- 
ings will be of great impoitanee. The decisions at the wa’-d meetings will 
be put up at the meeting of the Nagar Sabha. It was expressed before 
us that the large population of Nagar Pancha3'at circle maj’’ come in the 
waj’' of convening the Nagar Sablia. But we think, in inew of the compara- 
tivelj' greater resources of the Nagar Sabha, the facilities of loud-speaker 
arrangements and the fact that not more than 30% to 50% people at the 
most attend such congregations, the convening of Nagar Sabha should not 
be difficult. 



CHAPTER V 
STRUCTURE AND MODE OF ELECTIONS ( 2 ) 

rn. rAN'CHAYAT SA%nnS and Z1U\. PAKISHAD 


Size oi fanchayat Samiti‘'Zila Parisliaa 

5.1. Tlie Pancliayat Satnitis in Itajastlmn have he'-n constit-aied 
at the Woch level. The position of the 232 Panchayat Samitl's in the State 
in relation to revenue Tchsil« is given in the Etatenient in 
Appendix XTII. There arc 101 Panchayat Samiti- which are co-exten- 
Etve •U'ith one revenue Tchsil .and 3 Panch.ay.at San'.itis uhich are co-exten- 
Bive with two Tchsiis each. 24 Tch'ih con«isi of complete two Panehayat 
Satnitis each. One Tchsil consists of three P.anch.at'at Sauiltia (ride Appendix 
XV III). Tlie remaining 77 Panchayat Samitis are spread over G2 Tehsils, 
each Panchay.at Samiti covering part or parts of one or mere Tchsiis (rid* 
Appendix XIX). 


5.2. The population covered hy one Panchayat Samiti varic-s bet- 
ween 40,000 to 1,25,000 according to lOGl census. The average population 
per Panchayat Samiti is 6S,500 (t-idc Appendix XX). 

6.3. Under the existing shape of Tchsiis and Panchayat Samitis, in 
most of the cases the authorities of the Panchayat Samiti have to deal with 
their counterparts in more than one TehsOs and ri'ce vzrsn. Tliis presents 
considerahle difficulties in matters of administrative co ordination and mu- 
tual co-operation between the revenue and Panchaynti Eaj functionaries. 
It would be certainly conducive to greater co-ordination and administrative 
efficiency if the Panchayat Samiti and Tchsil are made co-terminus. IVe, 
therefore, recommend that the Panchayat Samitis and Tchsiis should be 
re-organised to mnhe every Panchayat Samiti co-terminus with one or more 
Tchsil, or component piaris of one Tchsil. Pollowing broad principles are 
suggested for such a re-oiganisation : 

1. The 101 Panchayat Samitis which are co-exteusive witli one and 

3 Panchayat Samitis which extend over two complete Tehsils 
each should remain as they arc. 

2. In cases where one TehsU consists of two Panchayat Samitis, the 

position ehonld remain unchanged. There arc 24 such Tehsils 
covering 48 Pancbjiyat Samitis. There is one Tchsd (Jasvanlpusa 
in -'District Jalore) which has tliree Panchayat Samitis. 
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-■ '3. The remaining 77 3?anclia3^at Samitis and 62 TehsUs wliich cross 
into boundaries of each other should be re-organised in order to 
make a Panchayat Samiti and Tehsil co-extensive. Tin's could 
be done either by reducing the number of Pancha 3 'at Samitis 
or by increasing tlie number of Tehsils or both according to the 
conditions and circumstances in each District. 

5.4. The Zila Parisliad should be constituted at the district level as 
at present. 

Ex-Officio Members 

5.5. All Saipanchas of the Gram Pancha 3 -ats and Nagar Pancha 3 ’^at 8 
in the area ^yill be the ex-officio members of the Pancha 3 ’^at Samiti, 

6.6. At present there is no provision in the Act for ex-officio member- 
ship of any official in the Panchayat Samiti, though instructions have been 
issued that the Sub-Divisional Officer should attend meetings of Pancha 3 'afc 
Samiti when invited. We think elatutor 3 ' association of the Sub-Divisional 
Officer with the Pancha 3 'at Samiti as a member will be hdpful in co ordi- 
nation between the revenue and Panchayati Raj agencies. We, therefore, 
recommend that the Sub-Divisional Officer of the area should be ex-officio 
member of the Panchayat Samiti without right to vote or hold office. 

5.7. The existing provisions of the Rajasthan Panchayat Samitis 
and Zila Parishads Act require that a Krishi Nipun declared as such for the 
area according to the prescribed rules should become an ex-officio member 
of the Panchayat Samiti, For the reasons enumerated below, we feel that the 
provision about Krishi Nipun has not served any useful purpose and should 
be dispensed with, 

1. Most of the Sarpanchas who become ex-officio members of the 
Panchayat Samiti are practical cultivators and the Panchayat 
Samiti hardly gets any wiser 63 ^ the association of the Krishi Nipun. 

2. Extraneous influences enter in the appointment of the Krishi 
Nipun. 

5.8. At Zila Parisliad level the Pradliaus of all the Pancha 5 ’’at Samitis 
in the District should become ex-officio members of the Zila Parishad. The 
District Collector in his capacity as such should remain ex-officio member 
of the Zila Parishad but he should not be entitled to vote or hold office of 
Pramuldi or Dp-Pramukh. 

5.9. With a view to effect co-ordination between the Zila Parishad 
and the urban areas and to provide an opportunity to municipal bodies to 
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icprcscnt tlieir proWwns in rc'^pcrt of development, wc recommend 
Cliainncn of all the ilunicipal Hoards in the District (with population not 
exceeding 1 Ire) should he ex-officio memhers of the Zila Parishad wit 
no right to vote or hold office. 

IiLP’s. and M.L.A’s 

5.10. At present M L.A ’s elected from the area of the Pancliayat 
Samiti arc associate members of the Panchayat Samiti without voting rights 
and the M.P ’s and M.L.A 's rcprc.scuting the district are memhers of the Zfla 
Parishad with full voting rights. The experience of the last four and half 
j^earsnith regard to the interest and functioning of M-P.’s andM.D.A. sm 
relation to the Panchayat Samiti and Zila Parishad can he summed up as 
follows ; — 

1. The hi .P.’s have generally not tahen much interest in the function- 

ing of Zila Parishads. 

2. The M.L.A.'s have taken interest at the Zila Parishad level and 
have been quite regular in attending the meetings. But at the 
Panchayat Samiti level they have not taken much interest nor 
have attended the meetings of the Panchayat Samiti regularly. 
They have, in general, not been able to provide guidance and 
advice, which i\as expected of them, at the Panchayat Samiti 
level. There arc of course, exceptions where M.L.A.’s have taken 
constructive interest and helped in the smooth fimctioning of the 
Panchayat Samiti. 

5.11. Tlic reasons for this comparative lack of interest in the M.P.’s 
and M.L A.’s can be analysed as follows : — 

1. M.P.’s and ML A.’s ate generally buBj' in tbe session of tbe Parlia- 

ment or Assembly. 

2. M L.A s do not have votuig rights in. the Panchayat Samiti, the 

degree of interest is, therefore, naturally diminished. 

5.12. Tlie position aith regard to the association and status of 
M L.A.’s/M.P. 8 in Panchayati Raj bodies differs -widely from State to State. 

5.13. Polloning questions have to be considered and decided in tliis 
context : — 

(i) Wliether M.P.’s and M.L A 's sbould bo associated -adtli Panchayati 

Raj Institutions; 

(if) Wlicthor tbej^ should have voting rights; and 

(ill) tVhetber they should bo entitled to bold office. 
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6.14. We liave given considerable tliouglit to this important issue. 
The M.P.’s and M.L.A.’s are elected by general electorate and have a wider 
perspective and better Jmowledge and experience. Tliey function in a 
vdder sphere Avhere they are also expected to represent and safeguard the 
interests of their constituencies. The Panchaj’ati Raj Institutions can 
benefit by the experience and advice of the legislators. The legislators on 
' their part can contribute to the smooth and institutional functioning of 

these bodies. Tlie link between the State policy and local planning will 
also be provided by the legislators. The benefit of mature experience and 
wider knowledge of M.P.’s and M.L A.’s should not be denied to the Pancha- 
yati Raj bodies and the M P.’s and M.L. A ’s should not be denied the privilege 
and opportunity of contributing their share to the development of local 
area and local institutions. We, therefore, feel that M P.’s and M.L.A.’s 
should be closely associated nuth the functionmg of these institutions. They 
should be able to exercise their sobermg influence in the working of these 
'bodies and bring about harmony and heal differences. A spirit of good- 
will and mutual trust is necessary between the legislators and the Panchayati 
Raj bodies. 

5.15. In order that the M.P.’s and M.L.A.’s have a sense of participation 
in the functioning of these institutions, it appears to be necessary that they 
have full voting rights in tliese bodies. 

5.16. The Pradhan of a Panchayat Samiti and the Pramukh of a 
Zila Parisbad are more or less whole-time assigiunents. In the new set-up 
which we have in view, both the Zila Paiishad and Pancliayat Samiti will 
have executive functions. The Pradhan and Pramukh ■will be requird to 
devote more and more of their time in view of the increasing sphere of 
acti-vitics of these institutions. The M.P.’s and IM.L.A.’s are required to devote 
considerable time in their capacity as legislators. It, therefore, follows 
that M.P.’s and M.L.A.’s cannot do justice if they hold the office of Pradlian, 
Up-Pradhan of a Panchayat Samiti or the Pramukh, Up-Pramuldi of a 
Zila Parishad simultaneously Avitk their office as legislators. 

5.17. In view of the above considerations we recommend that: 

1. M.L.A.’s should be ex-officio members in the Panchayat Samiti or 
Panchaj'at Samitis in which their constituency falls and in the 
Zila Parishad of their district. SI.P.’s should be member of the 
Zila Parishad in which their constituency falls. The member 
of Rajya Sabha should be member of Zila Parishad of the district 
in which ho is a voter.

5.18. FolloNMng per-ons should he m.ade ii'-sociate nienihc>-s of 
Panfhayot Samiti and Zila PariXad wnh rights to participate and vote 
in the proceedings but n ith iio right to vote for or hold office of Pmdhan. 
Up-Pradhan, Prauiukh nr Uji-Prauiukh

3. One representative elected by tbc associate members under ca- 
tegory (2) of all Panehayat Samitis in tlie district from amongst 
the obairmen of co-operative societies other than tbc service 
co-operatives in the district. 

4. One representative of the District Co-operative Union. 

5.19. This vould ensure representation of the co-operative movement 
in the Panchaj*ati Raj Institutions and ivill help to effect co-ordination. 
The objective of excluding tbe.se representatives from participation in elec- 
tion and holding office is to keep them out of group controversies. 

Elected Members 

5.20. The Panehayat Samitis and Zila Parishads in Rajasthan at 
present are constituted entirely by the ex-offieio, associate and co-opted 
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members. Tliere are at present no elected members in the Pancliayat Samiti 
or ZjJa -Parishad. The Panchayat Samitis are federating units of the Pan- 
chayats and the Zih Parishads are federating bodies of the Panchayat Sa- 
initis. It has been suggested to us that there shou’d bo some elected members 
also in the Panchayat Samiti and Zila Parishad, besides the ex-officio mem- 
bers. We are of the opinion that elected members in the Panchayat Samiti 
and Zila Parishad will help in maintaining a balance between the rival 
demands of the federating bodies. It will also be helpful in raising the stand- 
ard of discussions and deliberations of those bodies. Besides, it will help 
in the development of independent leadership. Vl'e, therefore, recommend 
that there should also be a nximber- of elected members in the Panchayat 
Samiti and the Zila Parishad in Rajasthan, 

5.21. As regards the method of elections we suggest indirect election 
by the electoral college consisting of Panchas in case of Panchayat Samiti 
and the Sarpanchas in case of Zila Padshad. 

5.22. The Panchayat Samiti should be divided into a number ot elec- 
toral sectors, each comprising of a Nyaya Circle (i.e., consisting of a number 
of Panchayat circles). One member should be elected to be member of 
the Panchayat Samiti from each electoral sector (i.e., Nyaya Circle) by an 
electoral college consisting of all the Panchas. A person to be eligible to 
stand for election should be a registered voter of the electoral sector. 

5.23. • The Zila Parishad should be similarly divided into prescribed 
number of electoral sectors, each such sector consisting of two to three con- 
tiguous Panchayat Samitis. One member should be elected from each elec,

5.37. A higher majority is considered necessary for no-confidence 
in case of first motion of no-confidence against Pradhan and Pramukh as 
they rvill bo elected from broad-based electoral colleges and for stability. 
But in case of the Up-Pradhan and Up-Pramulcli, a simple majority should 
be sufficient ns in the case of Up-Sarpaneh. 

5.38. The present provisions about notice of an intention to bring 
no-confidence at least by l/3rd. members (ex-officio elected and co-opted 
members only) aird about the time limit of six months for the first no-confi- 
■dence motion and six months in case of second and subsequent motions 
are necessary and should be retained. 

IV. PANCHAYATl RAJ ADVISORY COUNCIL 

5.39. Panchayati Raj, as already staled, has now come to be a per- 
manent feature of our administrative set-up. The Panchayati Raj Ins- 
titutions as units of local Government as also agencies of the State Govern- 
ment have a considerably large part of local development and administrative 
■activities under them. This sphere of activity will progressively grow with 
the gradual evolution of these bodies. 

5.40. We now have a Panchayati Raj structure democratically consti- 
tuted and organically linked from the ■village level to the district level. It 
is necessary to provide the organic link at the State level also in order to com- 
plete the picture and give a coherent and continuous shape. The ne- 
cessity has been felt and expressed in different quarters during the last 
few years. It will be in the fitness of things that the Panchayati Raj Ins- 
titutions should have a federating body at the State level to function as a 
clearing house for these institutions and ensure advice and guidance on 
matters of common interest. 

tJonstitution 

5.41. We, therefore, recommend the constitution of an Advisory 
Council for Panchayati Raj at the State level. It will be a distinct advantage 
to associate both officials as well as non-officials with this State level body. 
The Council should consist of the following members; 

(i) Pramukhb of all Zila Parishads. 

(ii) Nine Pradhans of Panchayat Samitis nominated by the Government^ 
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V. TENURE 

5.45. The tenure of Panohayati Raj Institutions under the present 
statute in Rajasthan is three j'ears. Tlie State Govcriunent have powers 
to extend the term of three years upto one year. 

5.46. There are wide vaiiation'' in res25ec1 of tenure of these bodies 
in different Stales, the term varying from 3 to 5 j’ears. The tenure at present 
is 5 years iji tiie Slates of JIadhya Pradesh, Jladras, Maharashtra and Uttar- 
Pradesli; 4 years in Gujrat, Mysort*, Orissa and West Bengal. Ih the re- 
maining Stetes of Andhra Pradesh. Assam. Bihar and Punjab t!ie prescribed 
term is 3 years. Under tlie newly enacted Pancliayat .\et, Andhra Pradesh 
has extended the term to 5 }’ears. 

5.4'r. 5raio"ity of the persons wo have communicated witli through 
interviews and questionnaire are in favour of a term longer tiian 3 years 
and most of them are in favour of a 5 year term. It lias been argued that 
3 years is a very short terra. In the first six' months the elected bodies 
get settled, in the last six months of the tenure their minds become pre- 
occupied with the approaching elections: and thus the.so bodies only get an 
effective pc -iod of two years for work which is a very short period for any 
useful and seriously jilanned constructive work. 

5.48. The advantages that will accrue from a longer term are as follows: — 

(i) Elections in a longer term will be les-s frequent. This will not 
onl}’' effect economj' but will also minimise the strain on adminis- 
tration. 

(ii) As pointed out above, 3 years term is very short for any cons- 
tructive work by these bodies. 

{in) The time and expense incurred on the training of elected repre- 
sentatives will be [lUt to greater use in a longer tem. 

0.49. A term longer than 3 years will bo 'definitely advantageous 
from many points of view. But it has also to be kept in view that the term 
■should not be very long as it may lead to complacency in the elected repre- 
sentatives. An unduly long term is likely to breed inefficiency and may 
give rise to despotic tendencies. We are, therefore, of the view that the 
term of Panchayati Raj Institutions should be four years. It will give 
sufficient time to the elected bodies to work for local development. 

VI. POLITICAL PARTIES AND PANCHAYATI RAJ 

5.50, Among the questions we have considered is the role of political 
Iiarties in respect of all the three layers of Panchayati Raj. The question 
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we were mainly armons to consider was whether elections to Panchayats 
should he fonghfc on the basis of political parties and tneir reactive 
ideologies. We have found two views on it. Those who advocate rnat 
elections should be fought on party haste maintain that politics entered elec- 
tions even when there was no open canvassing on party lines. If that 
was so, it is better, they argue the fact is boldly admitted and political 
parties contest elections openly on party baste and press forward their 

respective points of view and commend their ideologies to the acceptance o. 

the people. There was also, according to them, another reason why elections 
should be fouAt on party lines. Our vDlage folk arc steeped in sectional, 
caste and personal loyalties. Pmnk political education would enable 
them to transcend these loyalties and think in terms of principles and the 
vision of a new social order. 

5.51. Tliose who hold the contrary view are. however, clear m their 
minds that Panchayati Kaj should be kept clear of party politics. The 
tasks Panchayati Pva] Institutions have to perform today are tasks in which 
all political parties and the entire local population are interested. 
is needed of those who are charged with the responsibility of administering 
local affairs is efficiency, knowledge, integrity and public spirit. These 
qualities have to be displayed by whoever is the Pradhan or Sarpanch and 
whatever his political affiliation. People would also IP^e to judge him as an 
individual, possessing or lacking certain qualities and not as some one 
beloncins to a political party. If people are tanght to think in political 
terms in matters of local administration, the failure of the individual would 
not be his personal failure but that of a party. A vigorous functioning of 
political parties would come in the way of office holders or the elected cle- 
ment being judged on their own merits. Parties would be so obsessed with 
blaming each other that individuals would either tend to be thrown into 
the hackgrotmdor indtecriminately supponed by parties even when their 
conduct te questionable. In the contest, of conditions that exist today, 
the prime necessity is the creation of local leadership which should have a 
more or less universal appeal. 

5.52. This intensity when it takes a political form te bonnd to affect 
the local administration even in its day-to-day working. It might be 
argned that even when elections are fonght on a non-political and jaersonal 
basis, the .<=anie evils could arise, bat there is a difference. If the indiridnal 
concc-med showed prejudice or partiality in the handling of his duties, he 
will not have behind him the support of a political party. S^oaalv. it was 
easier to evolve correctives for personal prejudices and favouritism than for 
political prejudices and favouritism. 
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5,53. As thmgsrMCj’itBaiij-, jt-’iS^acdesanry we focus the attention 
of jjcoyie on tlie tasks of riirnl development which face the local insti- 
Apf ions' ' Tliose'‘task 5 are mostly .of a constructive and nation-building kind. 
Hioy relate .tp .sanitation^^ public health, education, road.s, recreation, help 
to, the needy, and economic activities connected with agriculture, animal 
Inigbaudry, Co-operation and xMustry. Right approach to these tasks has 
iioflting to do with either caste or any political or religious creed. There 
are divisions of an economic kind, divisions between haves aud have-nots

or the privileged aud under-privileged sectiojts of the comnnurit}' which 
are' real. , But the basic quesHons* which these economic divi.sions raise are.

It is better,, therefore, looking at the matter from a 
practical point of view, that in the existing context tliese institutions remain 
free from party politics. 


, /5,5S. 'this, .should not be. interpreted to mean tliat in the absence of 
party politics all would , be smooth sailing, "Many problems and situations 
Would arise especially when the field is so extensive and Panchayats nm 
into thousands but we feel they would be easier of ' solution if we take pains 
to focus people's attention bn their problems and tlie need to tackle tliem 
in the general interest of the people. 


5.68, Perhaps no effective fonnal steps arc possible to keep out ixaity 
politics from Panchayati Raj Institxitions. SIucli has to be left to the 
good sense ' of the parties. We might, however, suggest for considera- 
tion the following line of action: — 

(1) All political parties should, by agreement, devise a code of conduct 
for keeping away party politics from Panchayat elections.

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, VIL UNANIMOUS ELECTIONS. 

5.57. Unanimity in elections is desirable. It is a proof of harmony 
and unity existing in the electorate. Unanimous elections ore conduclro 
to the smooth functioning of Panchayati llaj Irodies and do not leave an 
fUmosphero of Intter rivalries and estrangement. Unanimity in elections 
can, however, be spontaneous ns well as spurious. The wholesome effects 
of unanimous elcntions will follow only if the unanimity is really gpontaUeou-s 
and has not been achieved by use of coercion or unduo influcnoo of 
a dominant group or individuals. The unanimity achieved by exercise of 
c.xt’'aneous influences cannot produce the right results. Unanimity hro- 
ught about by artificial means may give rise to an atmosphere chargwl 
with suppressed feelings of antagonism and frustration. 

6.58. Contest is an ordinary phenomenon in democratio elections, 
while unanimity, however desirable, is an exceptional situation. It should 
bo recognised that wherever there arc democratio elections, the possibility 
of contests should not be, and cannot be, nded out. 

5.59. Unanimity in elections may be due to a variety of reasons and 
it would bo wrong to presume that unanimity necessarily indicates harmony 
in the village. During the last Panchayat elections (1000), elections of 
25% Panchayats — ^both Sarpauohas and Panehas and 38.8% Sarpanchas 
were unanimous. An analysis of the unanimou.s elections by the State 
Directorate of Evaluation sliowcd that unanimity in elections had positive 
co-rolation with the size of Panchayat. Smaller the Panchayat, greater 
the unanimity. Other factors which were found responsible for unanimous 
elections wetc stated to bo as follows in order of intensity: — 

(1 ) Personal popularity of candidates. 

(2) Efficient working of previous elected representatives. 

(3) Predominance of one caste. 

(4) General harmony in the village. 

(5) Traditional prestige of candidates. 

(li) General backwardness of people. 

(7) Mediation bj' social workers. 

(8) Einancial incentives provided by the Government. 

(U) .Fear of the candidates. 

5.60. It is noteworthy that financial incentives provided for unanimous 

elections occupy very low place of intensity in the factors responsible for 

unanimous elections. The factors which occupy place of high intensity are 
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personal influence and popularity of the candidate and predominance of 
caste groups. 

6.61. We aro, thorefotc, ot *Uo opinion timt provision of finencial 

ineenlivca docs not affect unanimity in any significant manner and no 
do not consider suoi. artificial incentive, necessary. 
shonia be most welcome if they Como spontancomiy and tl. ns 'J

CHAPTER VI 
GRAM SABHA 


Meaning and Role . _ -• ^ 

6.1. The itiucluu- of Pniu'lwyftti Raj dclaiicd in the preceding tnro 
Chapters Mould icYcal that mo cnviM-ge Gi.am S.abha to function .ns the 
popular base for the Panchayati R-nj set-up. The Panebayat at the village 
level should di.iM its authority fi oin and be re-iwnsible to the Grain Sabba 
Mhich in effect constitutes the people of the village 

6.2. The idea of a ceueral assembly of people is not alit n to our villages. 
\Vc have an ancient tradition in this u-spoot, M-hich during the course of 
time lost its vitality Revival of the pr.nctice of a general gathering in 
.systematic and lecnlar M'ay and as part of .in organic set-up will go a long 
May in enthusing tural masses. .\n .ictive Gram Sshha M’lll provide a 
modicum of direct democracy at the village level 

6.3. It is now being Mideh lecognised that Gram Sabha should have 
an important position and a meaninnful role in the Panehayati Raj. It 
.should function as the parent body at the basj and .should be developed ns 
an instrument foi vitalisation of the village life and stix-ngthening the roots 
of democracy. Gram Sabha should function as a forum M'herc people meet 
and discuss their day-to-dav p-.oblems In the G'ani Sabha public opinion 
on .all matters that affect them M ill get crystallired and a guide-line M'ill bo 
provided for the M'orking of the Gram Panebayat. It mIU also help the 
Panebayat to coinimmicatc information to the people. 

Present Position 

6.4. The Rajivsthan Panebayat Act, 1053 lays dorni that 'every 
Panebayat shall convene, in such manner and at such time and intervals 
as may be prescribed, a meeting of all adult residents of tho Panchay.at 
circle’. The Rajasthan Panebayat andNyaya Panebayat (General) Rules. 
1961 have cast the responsibility for holding the general meeting of adult 
i Midcnts, atlcast twice in a year in the months of May .and October on the 
. arpaneh or Up-Sarpanch. word Gram Sabha has noM-herc been used 
in the Act or Rules Tiie present provisions do not impart any st.atntory 
Aatus to the genei.al .assembly of adult residents.

Mode of Functioning 

6.8. The basis of functioning of the Gram Sablia should be the con- 
sciiMis of opinion. It should not be difficult to arrive at a consensus in 
the village body in mrtters of general interest to the village community. 
Tlicie I'hould not he fo-mal voting at the meetings of the Gram Sahha. Nor- _ 
mally the consensus of opinion in the in'etings of Gram Sihha should be 
evident. But in case of doubt the decision of the President announced 
at the meetinc should he df’cmed final. The conscn.sus expressed afc the 
G-'.am Bahha meetings should serve to guide the functioning of the Panchayat. . 
Thus, through the m“dium of Gram Sabha the voter will have an opportu- 
nity of influencing policy formulation and implementation. 

6.9. Necessary co-ordination between the Gram Sabba and Gram 
Panchayat will he provided h\- the Ssrpanch wlio is elected by the entire 
electorate of the Panchayat circle. The Panchay.at Secretary should func- 
tion as Seei clary of the Gram Sihha. Tt should be the duty of the Secre- 
tary to record the p-oceediugs of the Gram Sabha and follow up imple- 
mentation of the decisions under the guidance and supervision of the 
Savpanch. 

Powers and functions 

6.10. It svould be difficult to define, inpvcise terms, the powers and 

fnnetinns of a Gram Sabha. It is through the gradual process of working 
that conventions will be developed and tbe Gram Sabha will acquire a posi- 
tion of eminence from wliicli higher tiers of Panchayat i Raj- will draw sus- 
tenance and .strength. All matters of importance affecting the village 
life bhould be made .a Pubject-matter of discussions in the Gram Sabha- 
People must feel that the Gram Sabha is there to ensure their voice in the ' 
local (levclopment and to help in the redress of their grievances. The sub- 
jects which should he brought on the agenda of the meeting of the Gram. 
S.abha for general discussions arc; 

1. Budget of the P.uichayat. 

2. .\udit report of the Panchayat and its compliance.

6.11 Discussions in the Gram Sabha should not be limited only to 
the subjects included in the agenda. There should be a definite item on 
the agenda about public grievances. Onl3' specific grievances or comp- 
laints should he allowed to be discussed under this item; general or vague 
remarks do not offer any basis for discussions. Even if the complaints 
are beyond the powers of the local Panchajnit to be resolved, such comp- 
laints should be referred to the appropriate authority the Gram Panchayai 
on behalf of the Gram Sabha. It should be ensured that the references 
made by the Gram Panchayai to the higher level are replied in time. Thei-e 
should be a question hour in the beginning of the Gram Sabha meeting. 

Meetings of the Griam Sabha 

6.12. Meetings of the Gram Sabha should be held at least twice in a 
year in the montlis of May- June and September-October. Meetings maj’’ 
also be held on the Republic Daj^ Independence Day or any other festival 
of local importance. It should bo obligatory for the Sarpancli to call a 
meeting of the Gram Sabha, if requisitioned by at least 10% of the voters 
of the Panchayai circle in addition to these mectiugs. 

6.13. Besides the meetings of the Gram Sabha, provision should also 
be made for holding ward-meetings by the respective ward Panchas at 
least once in three months. Combined ward-meetings should be held so 
as to cover au entire Mohalla or a vilhige. The w'ard-meeting should 
•precede the meeting of the Gram Sabha. The Sarpaiich should try to 
attend atleast one of such w'ard-meotiugs in a year. 

6.14. As regards quorum at the Gram Sabha meeting, we are of the 
opinion that no quorum should be prescribed for tlie meeting. Gram Sabha 
should function tlu-ough conventions. 
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Vitalisation o! Gram Sabha 

6.16. Viiulistition of tlie Gram Sablm will depend OJi the nature ol 
business transacted nt the Gram Sabha meetings and the fnnctions and 
powers entrusted to tlie Gram rnnehayats. It is very necessary to make 
the meetings of Gram Sabha attiactive and purposefiil. Following sug- 
gestions are made for vitalising the Gram Sabha; — 

1. Gram Sabha should have statutoiy recognition. 

2 The duty of calling the minimum prescribed meetings of the Grani 
Sabha should be clearly cast on the Sarpnneh. Failure to comply 
with this obligation should be penalised. Pei'si.stent defaults 
should result in the removal of the Sarpianoh. 

3. It should be obligatory for the Sarpanch and ranehas to be present 
at the meeting of the Gram Sabha. 

■i The Panchayat .sliould place before the meeting of Gram Sabha 
tile reports and statements mentioned in para G.IO. 'Discussions 
should take place in the Gram Sabha on the.se documents add 
reports and other agenda items referred to above. 

5. Tliero should bo a regular follow-up of the suggestions of the 
Giara Sablia b\ tlie Panchayat and the progress about implemen- 
tation of decisions should be reported to the next meeting of' the 
Gram Sabha,

The Tehsildar and Naib Telvaildars if thej' attend the Gram Sabha 
meetings can be actively helped in the solution of these 
problems. 

10. All those activities vhich are bj' rules or convention required 
to be carried out in Majina-e-Aam (open assembly of people) 
should be as far as practicable carried out in the meeting of Giam 
Sabha. 

11. The Patvari should be required to read out all mutations affected 
during the previous six months in the meeting of the Gram Sabha, 
so that people have an oppoi tunity of knoudng about them and 
chances of mal-practices and forgeries are eliminated. The 
limitation period for filing of revievs and revisions against the 
orders of mutation should he counted from the date of the meetmg 
of the Gram Sabha at which it has been read out. 

12. Wide publicity should be given to the powers and functions of 
the Gram Pancha 3 mt and Gram Sabha. Folders and posters 
should be prepared in simple language and dist’ibuted to the 
villagers. 

13. The notice for the meeting of the Gram Sabha should be given 
due publicity. The notice should be issued ' atleast a fortmght 
before the date of the meeting and should be repeated again a 
week before. The date of the meeting of the Gram Sabha should 
alst) be announced by beat of drum in the village at leasl 
tirice before the day of, the meeting. 



CHAPTER VII 
PANCHAYAT 
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2. Lach of SecTcfarial assistance. — the absence of trained and 
\vhole-time Secretaries the Panchayats do not function conti- 
mionsly. There is some activity on the day of the meeting of 
tlie Panchayat once or twice in a month but for the remaining 
period, there is complete inactivity. 

3. Lack of adequate powers. — It has been stated that Panchayat-s 
have not been vested with ndeqaale powers in the sphere of local 
administration. 

4. Lack of co-operation fro7n revenue and police agency. — ^Despite 

, provisions in the Act, wlmle-hearted co-operation and support 

from the revenue and police agencies has not always been foi^th- 
coming. In many cases, decisions of the Panchayats were not 
executed for want of timely police assistance. This needs atten- 
tion of the Government. 

6. Lack of gitidance and supervision. — Continuous guidance and 
supervision is not being made available to Pancha 5 ’ots. There 
is a general feeling amongst the Pnnehas and Sarpanchas that 
no guidance is available to them from higher levels. 

<5. Apathy on the part of Panchas. — Panchas do not take interest 
in the affairs of Panchayats and leave everything to be done by 
the Sarpanch. 

7. Group factions. — ^After the introduction of the Panchayati Raj, 
it has been stated that group factions have considerably increas- 
ed. The bitterness arising out of elections vitiates the atmos- 
phere of the village and the rival groups liinder the smooth func- 
tioning of these institutions. 

S. Complexity of rules and procedures. — Complicated rules and pro- 
cedmos scare many a Sarpanch and Panchas from involving 
themselves fully in the work of the Panchayats. Some instances 
were cited where Sarpanchas got into trouble for committing 
mistakes without any malafides. 

9. Lack of timdy action against defaulters. — It was pointed out 
that generally action against the defaulters is delayed. If de- 
faulters are not brought to book promptly, people lose faith in 
the institutions and in the working of Panchayati Raj. 

10. Proximity of the Panchayat Samiti. — ^It has been stated that the 
proximity of a strong executive body like the Panchayat Samiti 
has dwarfed the initiative of the Panchaj^ats particularly in the 
field of development. 
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11- Importance of Sarpanch. —The Sarpanch as a member of the 
anchayat Samiti has assumed over-riding importance and 
has over-shadoved the Panchayat as an institution. Powers of 
Panohayat seem to have been concentrated in the Sarpanch. 

2. Gram S. 6 AU .--Gram Sabhas have not been active. The 

adu t ms,dents ot the village have not displayed an alert and 
. me interest in the functioning of Panchayat. 
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•1. Tlic nilps and proccdu ’es should be simidified. The rules should 
subservi’e tlic larger interests and not work ns a handicap in the 
smooth working of these institutions . The rules should be such 
as could he understood by the coninion man. 

5. Cooppratioii from revenue and poJice agencies mmt be ensured. 
A number of difficulties and problems of Panchayat arise due 
to lack of coope-ation and nasistance from the revenue and police 
agencies at the local level. 

6. Tile departments should develop a sense of oneness rather than 
apathj' with the.se institutions and consider development of thc.se 
institutions as their responsibility. 

7. ^listakes and irregularities should be prevented from occurring 
and bonafide mistakes should be dealt with .sj'mpa thetically. 

8. Strict and dcten'eiit action should be taken against defaulters, 
whether officials or non-officials.

This provision 
is hedged in by conditions of availability of funds and discretion lias been 
given to Panchayat to choose any functions from the schedule. Although 
the list is quite comprehensive, the provisions contained in section 24 are

Powers and Functions 

7.8. Prior to its amendment in 1960, the Rajasthan Pancha3*at Act 
provided for obligatory and optional functions of Panchayats. This dis- 
tinction was,' however, removed 63^ the Rajasthan Act 25 of 1960 and a 
comprehensive list of functions has been incorporated in Schedule LTJ of 
the Act. Section 24 of the Panchayat Act provides that the Panchayat 
shall make reasonable provision mthin the Panchayat circle in regard to 
all or in respect of the matters specified in the schedule. This provision 
is hedged in 63’^ conditions of availability of funds and discretion has been 
given to Pancha3’at to choose any functions from the schedule. Although 
the list is quite com2n-ehcnsive, the provisions contained in section 24 arc 
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vague and confusing. In our opinion, ceit.un .-.pocifie functions should Ik- 
made obligatory and Pancha.rat should he enabled to discharge the.se func- 
tions through adequate financial and legal Mqiport. In this way oidy. 
Panebayat will be able to make effetlive contribution in the spbcre.s that 
are assigned to it. Tfc may then lay doun that in addition to obligato-y 
fimctiona. Panoliayats can take up all, or any of other, functions also. e, 
theicfore, recommend that duties and jinuers of the Panebayat should be 
separately and specifically laid down. Bioadly. tlie function-- of the Pan- 
ebayat slionld be classified into the fidlowing categories; 

(i) Civic amenities; 

(it) Social welfare activities including velfaie of weaker sections; 
(if;) Local Administration; and 
(ik) Development. 


7.9. Wc append a list of duties and functions which .should be classi- 
fied a.s obligatory and optional (Appendix XXI). Provision should be 
made in the Act to enable the Government to niorlify this list by addition, 
witiuhawal or transfer of any items included therein. In case of Nagar 
Panebayats. the list of obligatory functions may include certain other items 
in addition to those of the Gram Panebayat. The Xagar Panebayats tvill 
have better financial resources and can take up more functions in respect 
of civic amenities and social services. 


7JL0. As regards developmental functions. P.ancbnyats should In 
addition to functioning as agencies of the Panebayat Samitis, take up, of 
their own accord, schemes for development of the area. Formulation of 
village and Panebayat plans and their implementation should be tlie princi- 
pal obligation of the Panebayats. A concerted attempt has been made by 
the State Government in getting the village production plans formulated. 
It was. however, fotmd that these village production plans are not backed 
bj financial assistance or timely and adequate supplies. We strongly feel 
that unless financial a.ssistance is secured and guaranteed and supply line 
is strengthened, the attempt to formnlate realistic village production' plans 

will contmue to he a fruitless effort. The village plan should eomsist of 
IJbe touo\^ing; — 
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7,11. . Broadly the x^lan^showld ronsist of two parts ; iTamcly. produc- 
tion progrmnmes and social amenities programmes. The Panchaja-t plan 
should be a consolidation of tlie village plans. 

Management of village pastures 

7.1S. Gracing lands have been transferred to tlie Pancliavats. Thet 
-are entitled to the income arising from natural growth on grazing land'! 
On the basis of onr tall^s unth the people dunng our visits to the di.st icts and 
the rephes received .to onr questioonaire wc found that people in general are 
not sati.sfied with the management of grazing lands, hy the Panchyats 
The following difficidties have been pointed ont : 

1. Grazing lands have not been properly demarcated. 

2, Encroaclunenls on grazmg land have po.sed a serious problem. 

, 7.13. The Pancha3'ats do not have any powers for removal of en- 

croachments and have to approach revenue authorities from whe-e tlier 
hardly get prompt redress. By the time, revenue authoritic.s start proceed- 
ings for removal of encroachments, the trespassers get firjiily entrenched 
and consolidate their i)0,sition. Effective action, thcrcfoie, i.s called fo- 
with r^ard to removal of encroachments from grazing land.s. A simple 
and prompt procedure should he laid down for dealing with encroachments 
•on grazing lands. It should also be ensured that Panchaj^ats get the'r 
income from the gi-azing areas. 

7.14. Encroachments on grazing lands as well as ahadi lands 
constitute a ver^’’ serious problem. To deal with encroachments, Pancha3’'ats 
.should' he empowered to impose fine of Re, 1/- per day till the 
encroachment continues after the order of vacation b3' the Pancha3'’at. 
The Panchayat should, of course, hear the part3’- and take necessaiy evi* 
dence before passing the order of vacation. 

Village Forests 

7.15. Panchayals have been given responsibility to maintain and grow 
village forests. But this programme has not made much lieadwaA'. The 
grant-imaid given at the rate of Rs. 25/- per acre to raise forests is extremefv 
meagre. We are quite confident that Panchayats will come forward to 
take up this programme with vigour, if adequate financial assistance is given 
to them and necessary administrative assistance and technical guidance 
IS provided. 

Development o£ Panchayat Land 

7.16. The State Government have issued instructions that cve!3‘ 
Panchayat should be allotted 15 highas of land. Some Pancha3'ats, have

Panchn 5 *at Samiti.s should be au- 
thorised to p.’ei>are proper development plans of these villages and should 
haA^e authoritA' to effect sale of land after approval of the plan b}* the com- 
petent authorit 3 " at the District IcA'el. 90% of the sale proceeds of abadi 
lands ma}’- be given to jurisdictional Pancha 3 ’als. 

7.20. Under the law, artisans arc entitled to free house sites. Un- 
fortunately this provision has not been implemented in full. Steps should 
he taken by the Panchaj'at Samiti to explain the existing proAusions and to 
ensure that artisans get the adA-antnges thcA^ have been entitled to under the 
proA'isions of laAA-. 

Development oi abadi 

7.21. Development of abadi is an important function of the Panchayat. 
Regulation of noAV constructions, therefore, natural I 3 ' falls Avithin the juirvicAA- 
of Panoha 3 'ats. The existing laAv provides for regulation of construction 
b}' Pancha 3 ’ats but the rules on the subject are totally inadequate. It has 
been expressed before us that the orders of the Pancha 3 ’at in respect of 
ncAv constructions have been flouted and that nobody cares to seek permis- 
sion of the Pancha 3 ’'at before starting construction. We, therefore, recom- 
mend the following measures to enable the Pancha 3 ^ats to discharge this 
function effectively : 

(1) The constructions should be regulated by suitable b 3 ’-e-]aAA's. State 

Government should circulate model b 3 "e-laAA'^s for the guidance 
of Pancha 3 mts. 

(2) Pancba 5 ’'at should be empoAA'ered to issue order for stay of cons- 

truction in case of Ainauthoriscd construction. 

(3) Panchayat should have poAA-ers to reinoA'’e or demolish the unau- 

thorised structure. But this power of the Panclia 3 '^at should be 
subject to prior approval of the District Tribunal AA-hich aa’g are 
proposing to be constituted. The Paneba 3 'at raaA*, hoAA’ever-, re- 
gularise an unauthorised construction on payment of a j)onalt 3 ' 
not exceeding the prescribed limits b 3 ^ the defaulter.

8.2S. The annual confidential lepoid of the Vikas Adhikari at present 
is \\ ritten bv the Collector. The Pradhan sends a rejwrt of the tvoTk of ^ ikas 
A.dhikari dui’iim the year to the Collector ■which is enclosed with and ionns 
a part of the confidential record. Thi.s .system has been devised to giti'o 
.a say to the Pradhan in the assessment of the work of Vika.s Adhikari, but 
at the same time avoid the requirement of filling in the detailed forrn of the 
confidential report, which requires minute asses-sment about different asjiects 
of adminislrative capabilities of tlie officer. There can he no doubt about 
the piinciple that- the Pradhan as the head of the Pancliayat Saniili must 
have an ojiportunity of commenting iqxin the ivork of Vika.s Adliikari. 
Tile pre.sent provisions about the annual report of Vikas Adliikari bt' the 
Pradhan ensures this ojiportunity. Tlic present sy.stem should, therefore, 
continue. But, instead of the Collector, the report of Vikas Adhikari should 
be initiated by the Chief Executive Officer of the Zila Parbdiad and sent to 
the Government. 

8.29. The Chief Executive Officer of the Zila Parishad or the 
I'ikas Adliikari has to secure co-ordinated work from his team of 
extension staff. He can ' .successfully impkmeni tJie decisions of 
the Pancliayat Samiti and can do effective work for the dcvelojimcnt 
of the aica only if he lias complete control over the extension Jind 
the Pancliayat Samiti staff. Discipline and efficiency of the staff 
in the Pancliayat Samiti will be directly proportional to Hie effectiveness 
of the control of the Vikas Adhikari over them. The position in tliis respect 
at present is not .'satisfactory and has compromised the position of the Vikas 
Adhikari in the matter of discipline and administration. In order to-achieve 
the desired results, it is necessary to ensure unity of command. Drarchydn 
nurttei-s of discipline invariably blurs the line of control and has ah adverse 
effect on cfnciency. We would, therefore, recommend that Hie Vikas Adhi- 
kari should have complete control over the team of Extension Officers and tho 
I’anchayat Samiti staff. The line of control should be that Hie Pradhan 
will exercise adminit^aH've -control over the Vikas Adhikari and the Vikas 
Adhilcari will exercisk administrative and disciplinary control { to the pres- 
cribed extent) over tnJs Extension Officers anS -the staff. , 

8.30. Disciplinary ^ntrol of the Vikas Adliikari over the extension 
workers and the Pancha;^ Samiti staff should be concrete and effective. 
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CHAPTER IX 
ZILA PARISHAD 


9.1. The ZUa Parishad is the highest tier of Pnnohnyati Bnj. The 
],K.\\crs and functions of tlie Zila Pnrishad have heen given in section 57 of 
the Rajasthan Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1959. The 
principal role of the Zila Parishad is to co-ordinate the activities of Pancha- 
j-ats and Panchayat Samitis and exercise general snpervision Over the 
functioning of the Panchayat Samitis in the district. It has also heen 
charged nlth the responsibility' of advising the State Govemraent on matter 
concerning the activities of Panchayats and Panchayat Samitis and on the 
implementation nilbin the district cf the various schemes under the live 
Tear Plan. It is expected to rvatch the agricultural and other production 
progranunes, construction programmes, employ’ment and other targets 
laid domn for the district; ensure their proper implementation and under- 
take a revieu at least tuice a year, of the progress of snch programme.s 
and targets. Under the existing provisions Zila Parishads do not have 
any executive functions. The role assigned to Zila Parishads is hy no means 
unimportant and, if effectively exercised, can make the Zila Parishad an 
instrument of change and healthy influence in the frame-work of Panchayat! 
Raj institutions. 

9.2. Prom the information received through the questionnaire and 
the interviews we have held and our visits to the districts, our general 
impression about the functioning of Zila Parisliad is that it has not heen 
able to fulfil tbe rote assigned to it for variety of reasons. There arc a few 
Zila Parishads uhich made a serious effort to discharge their role and have 
been able to secure harmonious working in the Panchayat Samitis by their 
advice and guidance. Our broad conclusion, however, is that in the present 
fonn Zila Parishad rs an institution has not made any impact on the develop- 
ment programme. If this institution has to ’serve any useful purpose in the 
scheme of Panchayati Raj, it has to be made active and effective. 

9.3. forking of the Zila Parishad can ho studied from two aspects 
> iz. (0 from the point of view of Zila Parishad; and (ft) from the point of 
view of the Panchayat Samiti. It has been argued on behalf of the ZOa 
ParishadB that they have not been effective because ' they have uo power

9.4. As iVjrnrds the fuitctions of advi>-ing the .S(a(<' (iovcrnincnt 
on matters relating to inijdementntion of tlie Five Year Plans in the district. 
It may be stated that tiie roie F- jjol very preei-'c and mKloid)lcdly diffi- 
The Zita Pari>.hads liavt^ iti tlteir ottn nay tried to comniunicate 
the position of tiie district to the Stale liciulqiiarlers. Pad, for reasons of 
niietuating position of Slate jdan ceilings and rigidity in the pattern of 
.•■chomet.. perlmj>s advice tendered by tlie Zila Parisliads lias iiad no 
discernible impact on tiie States’ planning pocess. Tlie role of Zila Pari- 
tshad in tin’s respect cannot be ox]»cetcd to be aeconipfishcd fully over a 
short period. It has to grow with the giondh in the st^diire of Zila Pari- 
shads. In fact the role of Zila I’arFhads hero nil! follow (heir effective 
role in other spliorcs. It Mas stated that the State Govcniinent do not 
attach due importance to the advice and recommendation of tlie Zila Pari- 
slmds even on small matters wliioh has a very (bshcarfoning effect on the 
prestige of the institution. 

9.5. Zila Parishads receive budgets of the Paneliayat Samitis and 
are cinpoMercd to suggest modifications M'hicli the Panchnyat Samitis 
M'oiild consider. TJic scrutitu’ of budget of Paneliayat Samitis is made 
hy the District Development Officer. The budget is then discussed in the 
Zila Parisliad. Due to certain limitations the entire jiroccss of scrutim' 
lias not been of much rnlue. Following general observations in respect 
of this function of Zila Parishad m'ouH he relevant: — 


.1 aj^jBudgets arc not submitted in time. They arc nleo not returned 
in time due to their initial late submission,' delay in examination 
by the District Development Officer and delay in consideration 
of the Zila Parishad. 

2. Zila Parisliads do not liave jjoM'crs to make any change; theA* 
can only make siiggc,‘=tion M'hich a Paneliayat Samifi is not 
bound to accept.

9.14. In the sphere of cduce.tion, we have recommended in the last

Tor leasons indicated in the last chapter v.e recommend that the control 
of the cadre of teachers should he at the district level. 

9.15. Jlost of the secd-inultiplication farms handed-over to Panchayat 
Samiti, by the Agriculture Department were not fully developed and were 
at initial stages of development. They did not have even the casentinl 
pre-requisities sir,, tractor, irrigation-well etc. With their transfer to Zda 
Parisliad it will be easier to cojw with those difficulties and cnstirc hotter 
tcclmical control and supervision. Besides, seed-multiplication farms are 
meant for the benefit of bigger area cxteudinc over two or more Panchaj at 
Samitis and in some cases the entire district. It would, therefore, he 
more appropriate to transfer the E(«id-multiplicatiou farms to Zila Parishad 

Supply Service 

SAG. We have recommended that Zila Pnrishad should ho responsible 
for organising the facilities of supply of seeds, fertilizers, improved implements, 
improved breed of cattle and poultrv' and also for organising repair servics- 
for the agricidtural implements. Wc want to emphasise the importance 
of an efficient supply service at llic district level. The aim of the supply, 
errira should he to ensure that the agriculturists get right kind of seeds 
ertUizers and implements in time. It is immaterial to them as to what 
' e machinery for the supply arrangements. Wlint is important is a

9.18. An efficient repair service is equally important. Tlie workshop 
at the Zila Parishacl should be in a jiosition to undertake repairs and servic- 
ing of the Pancha^yat Saraiti vehicles, p’impins sets, tractore etc. At present 
a lot of difficulty is being expei’ienced in this connection, specially in . smaller 
disti'icts. Vehicles of the Panchayat Samiti have to bo sent to di.stant cities 
for repairs and servicing, resulting in mncli 1 ss of time and mono}". The 
position is still more difficult f.>r agricult m-hts. In many case.s the agi’icul- 
tarist would not lilce to go in for a tractor Ijccaus" there are no repair and 
servicing facilities available. 

9.19. Separate vehicles will have to be allotted to the Zila Parishad 
for use of the Pramukh, the Chief Executive Officer and District Level 
Officers. 

District Plans : Formation and Review 

9.20. As has been previously indicated, the district is an important 
unit of planning both from the point of view of administration ns veil ns 
economic r. sources. Planning at the district level lias to be viewed in two 
different aspects viz.. (;) as part of the State plan; and (2) ns a process 
of integration of local plans based on local requirements and resources. 
Both th se aspects are essentially complomcntar}-. The Zila Pari«hacls 
will pla3’- an important role in the process of planning at the district level 
in the following manner: — 

1. Adriee of the Zila Parishad based on local conditions, require- 
ments and resources .should carrj- weight in determining the 
break-np of the State plan. 

,, 2. The principles and priorities in the .splicre of planning will be 

made applicable to the Panchaj^ati Raj institutions through the 
Zila Parishad. 

. 3. The integration of local plans will have to be undertaken at the 

Zila Parishad level as a part of the continuous planning 
proc ss. The tw'o aspects of planning i.c. one from the State 
level and the other irom the local levels will merge at the Zila 
Parishad. 

9.21. Zila Parishads at present are entrusted with the responsibility 
of formulation and review' of plans. But, as observed in the foregoing pa- 
ragraphs, thej' have not been verj' effective in this role. With entrusting 
of executive and original functions to the Zila Parishad and with stream-

approach of planninc and exenttj.-^n is ncc- ssarv and in tbc.se spheres these 
institutions should rre'oive advice and guidance from higher levels and 
should hunt tlicir disorotiou to that extent. All the institutions should 
•noth as pitta of .in uitograted !."l-up. It has to he seen that local initiative 
and discretion is not marred. At the s^ime time it should be easured that 
broad principles of jdanning and priorilie> are observed and the objective 
of an integrated and nniform approach in local development is kept in vieiv. 
The Zila Parishad v ill ha\ e to play an important role in securing a balance 
bct’aeen these two ohjeotives. This can bo achieved through a system 
of contmuou-s advice and guidance. 

9.23. The ad\ ic" and guidance from the Zila Pari«had will he extended 
to the institutions at lower level through the agency of its official and non- 
official functionaries li:., ihc Pranmkh, the Chief E.vccutive Officer and 
District Level Officers and the Pinance Officer. \Yc do not think it necessary 
to make the advice of Zila Parishad statutorily binding on the Panchayat 
Samitis. Healthy conventions should he allowed to develop in ' respect of 
advice and guidance. The new role of the Zila Parishad, we arc sure, will 
be conducive to development of healthy traditions in which the advice 
tendered by the Zila Parhhad will be welcome by Panchayat Samitis. 
In some spheres like ohsen-ation of plan priorities and schemes affecling 
weaker sections, the advice given by tlic Zila Parishad should Iw binding. 
This should he seemred through laying doum definite terms and conditions 
in the .>^ehemfs. ’ 


The Administrative Set-np 

924. The successful fimclioning of an institution depends in a large 
measure on the adequacy and efficiency of its administrative machinery. 
Till recently au officer from the Eajasthan Tehsildar Service used to be the 
Pmhhad. Ecctutly ihe Government have appointed 
the DepUy District Development Officer (from the Rajasthan Administrit- 
.V. ^ervree to wor.i as ex-officio Secretary of the Zila Parishad. This officer 
'wc ions as eputy District Development Offic-er and is also . responsible 
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to the Collector and District Development Officer. The dual control 
ove^ this officer, vhich is of an immediate nature, has not worked vcn. 

9.25. The Zila Parishad at present has no administrative control 
over the District Ixvel Officers. This too has been a subject of advers 
comment by these bodies. It has been stated 
Officers are linked witli the Zila Panshad m a acij %a„ 
of relationship and that, therefore, the contribution o is ric 
eers in respect of guidance and supoi-vision of activities relating to 
sphere could not be significantly helpful. 

9.26. In the new picture which we have drawn for the Zila I arisl a^^ 
this institution will have certain original executive f«»ctions. csi ^ 
„,e ofadvicoaM guidance. Wc feel .W U.c Zda Pans .ad ^ 
hare a senior officer of softicienl authority and datus and that 
have a dotinite control over tho District Level Officers concerned v.th 
activities transferred to the Panchayati Raj sector. 


Chief Executive Officer • 

9.27. Tho Chief Executive Officer of the Zila Parishad 
most important official functionary. On the one hand he c ion 
to command confidence of the Pramukh and members of the i c c 
by his objective advice and efficient discharge of duties. On the ot 
hand he should bo able to secure efficient execution of the decisions o 
Zila Parishad tlirough his team of officers and the sta . moo 
successful working of tho ZUa Parishad will to a 
depend on the administrative and executive ability of the Que - 
Officer. He should be of a sufficiently high calibre and status to e a 
to advise the elected representatives without any rt scrvatious, ear or 
favour as also to secure duo obedience and co-ordination 
District Level Officers and Vikas Adliilearis. 


9.28. Of the different alternatives suggested, two altematwes viz., 
(1) making the Collector, Chief Executive Officer of the Zila Parislia , 
and (2) appointing a separate whole-time senior officer on the post, have 
claimed our serious and careful consideration. There are e ini ® 
distinct advantages in making the Collector, Chief Executive Officer of the 
Zila Parishad. The Collector can make use of his status andposdionm 
securing co-ordmation in the working of different departments. -He can 
also prove effective in securing co-ordination from the reven 
police agencies in the working of Panchayati Raj institutions. As head o 
the District Administration, the Collector can prove more effcctne 
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M.eful to the Z'la Pan.-lual. Bin llie'o ari;inm'ntfc hi favo-.ir of tins altcina- 
tive are far out«ei;ilied liy tie f..ilo^^il>g consKleratioiis;

(in] It Mill he hOter to keep the Collector as an impartial ohscrvcr 
in the di-triet on liehalf of the Government lather than in^ol 
him in the o.vecutive fnnet ons of the Zila Parishad cspcciall} 
vhen he is already overburdened ivilh nnmerons functions and 
ihitics. The Collector can he entrusted with certain supervisory 
and regulatory function.s in relation to Panchajati Kaj 
Institutions. 


(/!') Giieii the right type of attitude and dircclions from the State 
Gui crnuicnt the Colkctor can prove more helpful to the Zila 
Parishad from outside than ns Chief Executive Officer. 

(i ) In the present context wlien problems of general administration 
viz., civil supplie.s. emergency, scarcity, high prices etc. arc to 
he dealt iiith high priority. Collector’s • energies will have to 
be devoted primarily to these prohlcins. 


9.29. Weighing all these considerations wo feel that it would he 
inappropriate to make the Collector. Qiief Executive Officer of the Zila 
Parishad. We arc of the view that the best course would he to apipoint a 
separate wliolc-tiuie officer as Chief Executive Officer of the Zila Parishad. 


9.30. The, Chief Executive Officer will have to he a senior officer 
with sufficient experience of administration and development work. He 
sliould he neither too young, nor too old. At present Vikas Adliikaris of 
Panchayat Samitis in the Stat-> are drami fro’m the R.A.S. (Rajasthan Ad- 
ministrative Service). We recommend that Chief Executive Officers of the 
Zila Parishad should ho appointed from the senior or selection scale of the 
Rajabhan Adniinstr.itive Serrije. Officers Iri>vn from Indian Admiiis- 
trative Service could also he appointed as Chief Executive Officers of the 
Zila - Parishad. 
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9.31. Even after transfer of development- activities to tlie Pancliaj'ati 
Eaj sector at the Zila Parislmd or Panchayat Samiti level, there will be -a 
number of acthntics wliich will remain outside the purview of Panchayati 
' Eaj. Some of the District Level Officers will also continue to function 
outside the Zila Parishad. The Collector, in view of his position in the 
District, will prove to be an effective link between the Zila Parishad and 
other dejDartments and institutions at the district level. It will be bis res- 
ponsibility to see that the State and National priorities are being adhered to. 
He will also be instrumental in ensuring requisite co-operation to Panchayati 
Eaj bodies froui the revenue, forest and police departments. 

- District Level Officers 

9.32. At present the District Level Officers of different depart- 
ments function as independent Heads of Offices at the district level. The 
Zila Parishad docs not have any administrative control over them. Tlie.v 
attend the meetings of the Zila Parishad and Panchaj-at Samitis and carry 
out their functions of technical guidance and supervision. Certain executive 
instructions have been issued by the Government and the Heads of the De- 
partments to associate the District Level Officers with Panchayat Eaj 
uistitutions in a more definite manner. They have to send their tour pro- 
grammes to the Collector (District Development Officer). The District 
Development Officer makes assessment of the work of District Level 
Officers at the time of uTiting annual confidential report. The District 
Level Officers have to submit periodical statements and retmns to the Zila 
Parishad and District Development Officer about progress of development 
programme m their spheres. The over-all impression, however, is that the 
District Level Officers have not functioned effectively after introduction 
of Panchayati Eaj and that they have not been able to render useful gui- 
dance and assistance in the execution of schemes. 

9.33. We have enrisaged a fairly good range of activities to be caixied 
out under the Zila Parishad in the now set-up. We, therefore, feel that it 
vtII be necessarA'^ to place all those District Level Officers under the Zila 
Parishad whose activities are transferred to the Zila Parishad. We recom- 
mend, therefore, that the following District Level Officers should fimc- 
tion under the Zila Parishad: — 

1. District Agriculture Officer. 

2. District Animal Husbandry Officer, 

3. Dy. InsiJector of Schools. 

4. District Social Welfare Officer. 

5. Executive Engineer/Assistant Engineer. 



9.35. Nearly all of ilic nril'iitirs iir ilie sphere of agriciiltriro and 
nn...ial husbandry rx ill no^^ be in the Panchayati Raj acetor. The District 
Apriailhire Offieor end Di-^tntt Animal Hushandrr- Officer, therefore, 
n-ith their sfafi riiould rvoik under the Zila Pnririiad. There may to 
appointed Additional Dhtnit AciiciiltHrc Officer and District Animal 
Hn.baud.r Ofticei in nrlain di-trRt« if the volume of extension work so 
ffan-ant^. Theic are tdditional Dbtrict Apriculturc Officers in some of 
the districts already. 

9.3o. Pruuarv Schools and Jhd lie Schools will ho in Panchaj'ati Raj 
sector. Tlie Dy. Tn=peet,jr of Scho .R, therefore, should work under the 
Z'ha Paudiad. In order to lookafler girls education and the women’s pro- 
gramme there shoidd he a Dy. Inspectres-, of Schools in each Zila Parishacl. 
In smaller districts, this post may bo held by a s-enior Lady Education 
Extens on OffiC'r. 

9.36 i\s all acthuks of the Social IPclfarc Department at district 
level hare been recommended to be entrusted to the Zila Parishad, the Dist- 
rict Social WedCaro Officer should naturally be tr.msfcxrcd to Zila Parishad. 

9.37. There is already one Assistant Engineer at the district level 
inoharge of construction worlvS in the Panchnyati Raj institutions. He 
should he placed under the Zila Parishad. In bigger districts where work 
load warrants, an Executive Engineer can ho appointed. 

Finance and Acconnts Officer 

9.38. The Zila Parishad in its new role rvill have coiisiderahle resources. 
It is very necessary that the financial aspect of the administration in Pan- 
chaj-ati Raj is given due importance and the aecoiinls of income and 
expenditure arc properly and completely maintained. At present, it is a 
frequent complaint that the accounts of Pniichayati Raj institutions have 
not been veil maintained. Resides maintenance of proper accounts, the 
other and perhaps, more important aspects in financial administration 
relate to close v at eh on resources position, assessment of resources, vigilance 
about recovery of loans, advancfs and clues and organisation of an efficient 
system of internal check. Having regard to the volume of administrative 
and executive work which the Chief Executive Officer of tho Zila Parishad 
will have to .shoulder, and the nature of his tramihg and experience, we are of 
the view that it vill not he possible for him to look after the finance and 
accounting aspects efficiently. Wc, therefore, recommend that a separate 
vl, ole-tune officer from the Rajasthan Accounts Sendee or Junior Accounts 
Service shm.ld he apiioinled as the Finance and Accounts Officer of the 
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Ma Parishad. His duties uill include the i)reparalion of budget of 
Zila Parishad, helping the Chief Executive Officer in seniliny of budgets 
of Panchayat. Samitis, luaintcnancc of accounts of income and expenditure, 
■vvatclunc the resources position of Zila Parishad, inspection of the accounts 
of Panchayat Samitis and Panchaj'ats and organisation of an efficient 
internal check system for the Panchayati Raj institutions. He Mould 
also be responsible for reconciliation of accounts and dealing with inspccs 
tions and audit reports. He would function as District Lex el Officei in 
respect of accountant and accounts clerks in Panchayat Samitis and Zila 
Parishads. In small 'r districts one officer can be appointed for tw o Zila 
Parishads. 


Office Establishment 

9.39. The Zila Parishads at present have a small office estabhslunent. 
With enlarged scope of functions of the Zila Parishads and with placing 
of District Level Officers under the Zila Parishad, the office establishment 
- of tlie Zila Parishad will considerably increase. The staff of the District 
Level Officers will be transferred to the Panchayati Raj cadre. The 
offices of the District Level Officers will be component units of the Zila 
Parishad which xvill function under the ox’er-all control of the Chief Execu- 
tive Officer For the purpose of staffing pattern in Zila Parishads, the 

various districts have been categorised as in AppencILx XXIV. The pro- 

posed staffing pattern is given at Appendix XXV. 

9 40 In order to look after the office routine and the mattem of office 
establislimcnt. there should be an Administrative Officer in each Zila Pari- 
shad who may be an officer of the Rajasthan Tehsildar Serxuce cach-e. 


Line o£ Control 

9.41. Tbe Chief Eseciitivc Officer of the Zilo Parishad mil be m 
ovet-oU charge of the administotire aod orieeutiro funet.ons of the Zjta 
Parishad. He stall naturally be anstterable f 

ntaintaining efficient administration and for speedy and eH.e.eut eae^t.ou 
of the decisions of Zila Pariahad. Ho trill be rmpons.ble for suc^ssM 
hnpWntation of the development programme.

9.42. As fliscussccl in the j^ir< ceding CJnipter, it i=: nn-c-.^ary to %'esb 
effective po\\ers in the Chief Executive Officer in onler to nmintnin tlisci- 
plino amongst the staff and to secure nork from them. The Chief Exccutivo 
Officer of the Zila Parishad, therefore, .should have aciniinistintive control 
over the staff of the Zda Parisluid and the District Ix-vel Officers. He 
bhould have complete disciplinary powers in respect of staff of tlvo Zila 
-Parishad. A statement of disciplinary x> 0 "ers and appc.iis etc., is given 
at Appendix XL. 

9.48. The Annual Confidential I?e{jorts of the staff should be initia- 
ted h\ the immediate officer under nhom the officials .are workinti and 
should be submitted to the Chief Executive Officer who will add his com- 
ments (ViWc Appendix XL). 

Meetings o! the Zila Parishad 

9.44. Mceting.s of the ZUa Parisliad .should he held once in three 
months for a continuous period of at least three days. It is better to have 
the meetings once m three months for contimions period of 3 daa-s rather 
than hold monthly meetings for a day. The arrangements of 3 dnvs 
meetings will help deliberations and decisions. The continuity in function- 
ing will be provided by the Committees of the Parishad which can meet 
at shorter intervals.

CHAPTER X 
COMMITTEES 


10 . 1 . Fnnct/ioning tJirough comniiUccs is a Avcli-recognisDrl principle 
in local government institutions. The largo rcprescnlative bodies cannot 
function effectivol3'’ except through committees. Tlie general body laj's 
down the broad policj’’, and principles and the implementation of polic3>- is 
left to the committees. Tlic committees function in respect of different 
subjects within the sphere of authority deleg.atcd to them. They 
p’ovido continuity in the functioning of the institutions and facilitate 
smooth and efficient work on the basis of division of work. Active par- 
ticipation of members is also .secured tiirough the commiltccs. Tliat 
is M'h3’, local government in the United Kingdom Ins been described as 
‘Government b3'’ and tlirougli committees’, “ft is in the Committees that 
polic3' is roall3' made, it is in the committees also that supervision of its 
execution is rcall3' effected.”* 

Functioning of Standing Committees and Sub-Committees 

lO.S. At present tlierc arc statutory committees 00)3^ in tlic Pancha3’at 
Samiti. There are no provisions for statutory committees in the Panoliayat 
and Zila Parishad. Provisions, however, exist that a Zila Parishad may 
constitute sub-conimittccs and in practice most of tlie Zila Pariahads liavc 
constituted snb-comraittees on diffc;cnt subjects. Tliougli there a.’o no 
provisions in the law for constitution of commiUces in the Pancbayaf.s, 
tb.c State Government have issued administrative insti-uctious for the for- 
mation of committees by Paiichayats .also. Commitle s on production 
and education have bee.n constituted in several Panchay vis. Some of the 
Panebayats have constituted Nil man Committees also for supervision of 
const.-uction works. 

10 . 3 . Tlio Rajasthan Panehayat Sainilis and Zila Pa'ishads Act, 1959 
provides that every Panehayat Samiti mu.st have at least throe Standing 
Committees for (i) Production (ii) Social Services and (iii) Adminir-lrvtion 
a,nd Finance. The Pancl>a3’at Saaniti mav’ constitute one or more Standing 
Committees for other subjects. There i.4 no nia.vimum limit pre.serihed for 
the Standing Committees uiiich can be constituteil in a Paneba,vat Samiti.

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7. The minorltj" group in the Panchayat Saraiti generally does not 
get representation on the Standing Committees, and has been 
often neglected in distribution of benefits. 

Committees o£ Panchayat 

10.6. Wc have already indicated the importance of cominittee.s in 
the functioning of institutions. The Panchayat is the basic institution of 
Pancbaj\ati Raj and i.s nca'rcst to the people. .Alaximum possible number 
of persons should.bc associated avitb its functioning, so that more and more 
persons, and tbrougli them the people, get interested in the uorlcing of lan- 
chayats. 

10.7. We, therefore, recommend that there should he statutory jirn- 
vision for constitution of committees at the Pancliaj'at level. T!ii-> we 
believe, will he a good device for activising the 1 anchas and for euMiring 
greater participation of people in the tnnetioning of Pancha 3 ’at. 

. 10.8. The .size of Panchayat is not unwieldy and a Panchayat being 
the local institution can meet more frequently. The objective of constitution 
of committees of Panchat'at is. llicreforc, to widen the scope association 
of more people unlike the committees of Panchayat Samiti or Zila Parishad 
where the objective is to constitute smaller bodies for convenient and 
continuous working. 

10.9. The Gram Panchayat and jSTagar Panchayat should have powers 
to constitute both rd-hoc and regular committees, ad hoc committees 
may be constituted by a Panchayat consisting of both Panclias and pemons 
from the village' for some specific wurk or purpose, and such committees 
would stand terminated as soon as the purpose is accompli-hed or work is 
completed. Regular committees of the Panchaj'at should be constituted 
for the term of the Panchayat; hut the committees should be reconstituted 
after 2 years in order to ensure rotation of persons on the committees. 

10.10. The statute should provide for compulsory constitution of tlu-ce 
committees every Panchayat viz.. 

1. Committee on Production and Resources. 

2. Committees on Education and Social Education. 

.3. Committee on Social Amenities and Welfare of Weaker Sections. 

The Nagar Panchayat shall constitute a separate committee to deal 
with finance, taxation and resources. In case of Nagar Panchajwt the 
Committee on Production will deal exclusively with production programmes. 
Tims the minimum number of committees to he constituted vill he tliree 
in a Gram Panchayat and four in a Nagar Panchayat. A Gram Panchayat 
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or Napar Pnnchayat may constitute one more, committee nhere the voiume 
of "work wfiirnni^ nnd iillot to it ony nulijcct. 

10.11. Tlie rolo of committees of Panclmynt •svi)! tw nclvi.=ory onh. 

All policy clcctsions, sanction ofloans anil grants, decisions ftl>Out <V,..po-al 
of Pnnchayat properly and decisions about sale of abadi land should he 
taken by the parent body. 

10.12. Membership of each committee of tfio Panchaynt should con-d.st 
of 5 persons of whom three members should be from .amongst tbo Paneh.'H 
and tvro members from outside the Pnnchnj’at from amongst the e1eetor.ate 
of the Pandiayat Circle. Besides these members, tbo Head Mn.stcr of 
the Sdsool at the Panchayat Headquarter should bo an cx-officio meniljcr 
of the committee on education. The Cliairman of the committee should be 
elected by the members from amongst, the Panch members of the committee, 

A Panch should not be eligible to become member of more than two commit- 
tees and to become Chairman of more than one committee. The member..^ 
of the committee should bo appointed by the Panchayat. 

Committees of Panchayat Samiti 

10.13. Tlie Panchayat Samiti should have committees on different 
subjects ns at present. Tlio present provisions in law have prcscribotl the 
minimum number of Standing Committees which a Panchayat Samiti mu-Jt 
constitute ns 3; but the maximum number lias not lioen proscribed. A 
Panchaj'at Samiti at present can constitute any number of committees 
and some of the Panchayat Samilis in the State have constituted up to 
9 committees. We fed that the maximum limit to the number of commit- 
tees which may be constituted should also be laid down in order to avoid 
tbo tendency of multiplication of committees with little business to transact. 

10.14. The majority of opinions expressed before us favoured the 
maximum number of committees to be limited to five. At present thor.^ are 
compulsory committees for Administration, Production and Social Sermcixs 
No separate committee has been provided for Education. Education i.s 
an important activity and in terms of funds a Panchayat Samiti spends 
about 40% of its resources on education alone. Tlie subject of social 
education lias not so far received the emxihasis and atteulioii it deserve ■ 
We fed that education should be the subject of a separate eomniiltee. Tlie\ ! 
fore, we recommend that it should be compulsory for a Pauehay.it Samiti 
to eonstitute four committees on the following subjects;— 

1. Committee on Administration, Finance and Taxation. 
■Welfare of Weaker sections and backward areas should be the 
specific responsibility of this committee. 
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2. Committee on Production. 

3. Committee on Education including Social Education. 

4. Committee on Social and Welfare Services. 


10.15. The Panchayat Samiti may, if considered necessaiy, constitute 
one more committee and allot to it a subj''ct from it-s functions. Besides 
these icgular committees, the Panchayat Samiti should have powere to 
constitute ad-hoc committees for specific purposes, for a period not exceeding 
six montlis. 


Committees of Zila Farishad 

10.16. Wc envisage that the Zila Parishads will have executive func- 
tions at the district level. We, therefore, recommend that there should 
be statutory provisions for constitution of committees in Zila Parishad 
also. It should be compulsory for the Zila Parishad to coiiStitute at least 
four committees as indicated above in case of Panchaj'at Samitis. The 
Zila Parishad may constitute one more committee and allot to it a subject 
fiom its functions. Like Panchayat Samitis, Zila Parishads also should 
have powers to constitute ad-hoc committees. 


Membership and Consiittition 


10.17. The membersyp of a committee of Panchayat Samiti or Zila 
Parishad should be limited to five, including the cx-oificio nicmbeis, if any. 
The election of members to the committee should be by method of proper 
tional representation in order to provide representation to the minoiilj 
group. Election should be held by all members of the Panchayat Samiti 
01 Zila Pa'dshad from among themselves. In other words, the associate 
Olid co-opted members of the Panchayat Samiti or Zila Parishad shoul a so 
have a right to vote for and get elected to committees. 


10.18. At least, one member of Scheduled Caste and one member of 
eduled Tribe, if there is one in the institution, should be ° 

amittee on Social and Welfare Services. At least one woman s i 
icrnbcr of the Committee on Education as also the Commit ee ^ 

Welfare Services. No person should be permitted to become 

more than two Committees. Two persons having 
icefc may be co-opted to each Committee (except the Edu 
for which we arc recommending special pattern o

Eetircment of Members and Reconstitution ol Committees 
, 10.20. Under the piesent provi.sions of the R.ijnsthan Panehay.tt 
Saiuitib and Zilii Pai ishads Act, asiieaely as pos.sihlo onc-tSiiid nicnibet.s of 
(be Standing Coiundtlecs are u-quired to retire ovci^' year. The provision 
about icUrcraenl of menibcis ha.s not been very useful and in practice has 
not fulfilled the objective in view; bcc.ausc it lia.s been noticed tlial the re- 
tiring incinbers aie invariably rc-clccted. The pioccvs of letivenient eveiy 
yeiu i. not being followed uietieuloiisly in Uic Pancliayat Samitis. It un- 
necessai ily introduces an elciiicnt of imccrlainty . Wo, therefore, recommend 
that tlieic need not be any retirement of members of llie committees of 
Pancliayat Samiti and Zila Parisliad and instead, the comraiftee.s may bo 
icconslitutcd aftei cvciy two years. Tliis would ensure necc.ssary change 
in the mcinbcisliip of the committees. 

Bleetings and Decisions 

10.21. Tlic coiumittec.s of Zila Parisbad/P.rncliayat Sainiti mav meet 
as ficqucnlte as necessary. As the meetings of tlie parent body (I'/j., Pan- 
chayat Samiti/Zila Paiishad) will be at loiigei intervals, the committees 
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may luwe to mccl more frequently according to the business to bo trans- 
acted. Tt would, however, be necessary lliat the Cominittees meet and 
dispose of business before the meeting of the general body so that decisions 
could be placed for information of all members of the body. 

The decisions taken by the Committees should be read out in tlie 
meeting of the institution. List of loans and grants sanctioned should also 
be placed before the general body. The general body should have powers 
to revoke or modify the decisions of the Committees mo molu oi' al the 
instance of any member. The ahnual plan and the annual budget should 
bo passed by the general body ahtl powci-s in rc.spcct tliereof sliotild not 
bo delegated to the CjmmittebS. Committee concerned should d'libci-atc 
on the annual plan and annual budget prcp.rrcd by the Vikas -\.d:iikari or 
Chief Executive Officer and submit to the parent body for passing tlie same. 


Secretary of Committees 

10 The Pauchayat Secretary will function as Secretaiy to tlie Goin- 
mittels of the Panchayat. Similarly, the Vikas Adhikari of the Panchayat 
Samiti and the C.iief Executive Officer of the Zila Parishad will work as 
Secretaries of the Committees of these institutions. Tiie concerned Exten- 
sion Officer of the Panchayat Samiti and the conceiaied District Level 
Officer of the Zila Parishad will be the additional secretary of the Commit- 
tees of their subject. They will attend the meetings of the respective com- 
mittees and assist the Secretary in drawing up the proceedings and ensuring 
implementation of the decisions. The Vikas Adhikari and Chief Executive 
Officer will divide the secretarial work of the Committees beta con 
them and the Extension Officers and District Level Officers in a way to 
suit the nature of works and their other assignments. 


CHAPTER XI 

NYAYA PANCHAYAT- 


11.1. r.kiuhivy.us; rcji.o^cnt Iho judiciai uin^ol’ liie )’.vni-lu\vat»

11,2. T.iuimiu UncoofNyayaPaucUayatahas in b'^ vioav.l in tb" 
of til,- follow ing:—

penditure on travelling and counsel's fees. 

2 Justice .should be speedy and inexpensive. Litigation in regular 
Oouits lends to be piotvaetcd and is very I’ostly and in most of lite 
eases brings in fiuaucial luiu to both tlie pattie.s, s^K'ciaily when 
the\ happen to be un-sophisiicated simple village people and the 
stake.s involved aic not at all eoininensurate with tlie expenses 
involved. 

3. I’he membcis of Hie Nyaya Pauehayat come from the s,inic 
•area and the same strata .of society. The litigants, the e.ausc and 
the details of disputes arc, generally knoun to them. Justice in 
sueh cii cuiustauccs becomes easy and prompt. 

11.3. There is. therefore, no doubt that Xyaya P.ineluvyai.s .aie dr.stin- 
ed to s'.’n’c the real felt need of the village people by administering ex- 
peditious and inexpensive justice. 

Nyaya Panchayats in Rajasthan 

11.4. Till lOGO there was no separation of the. executive and judicial 
functions of village Panchayats. The village Pancliayals were invested with 
ceitain judicial poucis. Thus. Panebayat was functioning both as an ad- 
minisliative agency as well as a village couit. 

11.5. As a result of ihc cotnpielicnsive ameudment.s in the Rajasthan 
T>anchayat Act. 1033, undertaken in 19.30, judicial functions were separated 
.0111 e.Neculive fuiiolious and separate Nyaya P.mehayats, as distinguished 
om Giaui Panchayat.s, ucie provided for admiuistiaiioii of jubtiee'^at the 
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village level, A Nyayn Paiiclinyai was constilnted for a nnniher of conti- 
gnous Pancliayat' circle.s not being leas Ilian five, or more than seven in 
number. 'The State Government had the power to constitute Nya_va Pan- 
ebayat for a smaller’ number of Ponebavat circles also in special cases. 

11.6. Each Gram Pancliayat within the Nyaya Pancha.vat circle elects 
one member to be a Panch of the Nyaya Pancliayat. The Panclias of N’ya.ya 
Pancliayat elect a Ohainnan from amongst themselves. No member of 
any Panchayati .Raj institutions (including M.P.’s and M.L.A.’s) can become 
or continue to bo a member of the Nj'aya Pancliayat until he i-esign.® such 
office. 

11.7. There arc at pre.scnf 1360 Nyaya Panchayats functionin!? in 

the State. Nyaya Panchayats are empowered to entertain and dispose cri- 
minal case.s of simple nature and civil .suits up to the value of Rs. In 

cxcrci.se of its criminal jurisdiction, a Nyaya Pancliayat can pass a sentence of 
fine not exceeding Rs. 50. 

Functioning of Nyaya Panchayats 

11.8. On the basis of our di.scus-sions with persons in different posi- 
tions at the time of our visits to the Districts as also tlic information recei- 
ved through replies to the questionnaire, we arc of the opinion that Nyaya 
Panchayats in the villages a-o functioning satisflxcto •il 3 ' within the existing 
limitations. An average citizen of the village i.s happ.y about this source of 
easy redress of his grievances. The N 3 ’'a 3 ’a Pnncha_vats have, in general 
been acclaimed as doing useful work by the inspecting authorities also. 

11.9. As regards speedy justice, there are mixed reactions in the pub- 
lic about the performance of Nj'ax'a Panchaj^ats. It has been slated that 
justice though .speedier as compared to regular com-ts, has not been as ex- 
peditious as expected of the village courts. Cases get protracte I for variety 
of reasons. The Panclias do not attend the meetings regularly and, there- 
fore, benches cannot be constituted. Other rc.as.ons for delax^ in disposal a’-e ; 

1. inadequate understanding of procedn-e bx' Pianohas, 

2. inadequate secretarial assistance, 

3. dclaj'^ in service of summons and notices, 

d. local influences on the Panclias, 

5. irregular attendance of meetings by Nvaya Panclias (they do not 
get any travelling allowance, though they have to travel long 
distances). 
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11.10. Dis))n.s.xl of c.Tsos by llio Ny.'iya Pnncbtvyals baa bopii rcportcf’. 
to 1)1' impartial in majority of oasos. Tlio dpcisiona aro moatly aoitnrl. In 
majority of rovi-iions proferrorl against the docisiona of (be Xyaya Pattcbayat. 
tbcir docisiona wcio up-bokl by tlip rpviaional .auiboritj-. It baa, bowovar, 
boon afatod that in sonip oasos local infinonoos atid giotip intoro.sts bogin 
to oppiato and bavo tl)o offoot of citbor prolonging tbo oases or prejudicing 
too judicial discretion. This tendency has got to bo effectively countered. 


11.11. Host of tbo Nyaya Panebayats do not bavo adequate Koeret-arial 
assistance. This hampers tbo regular maitifenance of record.s and files. 
Inspecting autho itio.s have pointed out this drawbaeb time and aeain. 

11.12. Tlie Nyaya Panebayats suffer from another drawback in 
e. peef of financial resources. The present practice about contribution 
)y Gram Panebayats towards the e.vpon.ses of tlic Nyaya Panebayats has 
not worked well. The Panebayats in majority of cases fail to make the 
icquued contribution with the result that the Nyaya Paiicbavats are unable 
to manage the office efficiently 


Constitution of Nyaya Panebayats 

11.13. The present constitution of the Nyaya ciicle.s and Nvaya 
i a chayats. we feel, is working quite well and we do not consider anv dras'tie 
anges are necessary. That is to say. the present position ahout’a group

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11.16. Wc liavo considorcrl the qiio^ilion of co-option of n-omen and 
members of Scbcclnlcd Castes and .Scbedided Ti ibes in the Nyaya Paneba3mts. 
Co-option, as wc have stated in an earlier chapter, is dilution of the proces.s 
of democracy and has to be resorted to oidy as an intermediate step till 
there is sufficient representation to these classes through the ordinary 
pi’ocess of elections. We do not lecommend co-option to Nyaya Panchayats 
for the following reasons: — 

(i) Co-option^ if introduced in Nyava Pancha_vats, will imnecessaril.v 
complicate the strneture. 

(?Y) Co-option obvionsl^y on the basis of sex and caste will not be de- 
sirable in case of jiidicial bodies. Tliese bodies are expected ' 
to impart justice on merit of each case without consideration 
based on sex, caste or class. 

(Hi) There have beeji jio j'eports or complaints about discrimination 
in administering justice on the ground of sex, class or caste in 
N3'<aya Panchayats. 

. (iv) It is undesirable to limit the scojie of choice in respect of members 
of a bod3'^ which is expected to administer justice without fear 
or favour. 

Secretarial Assistance 

11.17. It is ver3’^ essential that ever3’ N3'a3*a Pancha3’at has adequan' 
and efficient secretarial assistance. A general obseivation b3’’ inspecting 
authorities of N3^a3^a Pancha3’’ats is that the files and records are not properl3' 
maintained by them. Tliis is obvioush* due to lack of proper 
.secretarial assistance. Evei^"^ K'3'^a3'a Pancha3nt sliould, the ’efo.'c.j have a 
t.rained Secrctaiy or N3'a3’a Lipik. 

11.18. Emplo3mient of a full time Secretar3’^ means an o.xpenditurc of 
at least 1000 to 1500 rupees per annum which, perhaps, is a large sura in view 
of the fact that a Secretary will not have enough work to keep him bus3' 
throughout the month. The benches of Nyaya Panchayat meet onl3^ at 
fixed intervals. With the introduction of a separate system of secretarial 
assistance from Gram Panchayats, we arc of the view that the S3>'st m of 
group Secretaries provides the best solution of the problem in case of N3’’aya 
Pancha3mts. A Secrctar3’’ may be appointed for two to three contiguous 
Nya3'a Panchayats. 

11.19. The group Secretaries of t.ho Nyaya Panchayats .should belong 
to a separate cadre. The post should be in the scale of a Tx»wer Divi- 
sion Clerk with a convc3%anco allowance of Ps. 10 per month. The cadre 
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slionUl bclons: (o the Fanclmynft Kaj Fcn'iccnnd ‘■Imuld. in tlip 1>Pinnritmr, 
br const itiitpd ns follo'ivs ; — 

(1) Existing SccretoTica vroTking in Kynyn Pnnrlinpts, vrkctticr fiiU 
time or part-time, should have the option to join the cadre provi- 
ded they fulfil the follominc qnnlificntions : 

{a) arc below 4") year? of ace ; 

(b) have passed at least the Middle f-chool Examination'. 

{c) have not been convicted of nn offence involvinc; moral ttir- 
pitnde ; 

(d) have worked as a Kyaya Lipik (clcrkl at least for aperiod of 
2 years. 

(21 Tlmy vrill start at the minimum of the scale of a T/iwcr 
Division Clerk. But a hicher fixation up to three grade incre- 
ments could be allowed in case of candidates who are mntricnlate« 
and liave experience. 

(o) Tliose who are not already trained will have to co for training for 
three months, during which period they will bo paid only a 
stipend of Bs. 40 p.m. 

(4) Eresb appointments should be made by tbo Cliicf Executive Offi- 
cer from a list of selected candidatc.s. Selection of candidates 
sbonld be by the Di.strict Selection Committee. 

(-5) Qualifications for fresb appointment.s should be a Tligb Sebool or 
Higher Secondary Examination. Tlie age limit which should he 
. 2o, should be rclaxablc by 10 years in cases where siutable candi- 
dates are not available. This is meant to utilise the services of 
local persons who possess the minimum prescribed edvrcational 
qualifications. 

(ft) Temporary ajtpointmcnts till selected candidates arc available 
or for six months whichever is earhor can be made by Xyaya 
Panebayat after seeking prior approval of the Chief Executive 
Officer, provided the candidate so proposed to be appointed ful- 
fils tbo prescribed qualifications. In case of C-Xtension beyond 
six months approval of the District Selection Committee will be 
necessary. 

11.20. The Nyaya Lipik or Panchaj-at Secretary will work under the 
administrative control of the Chairman of Eyaya Panchayat. Diseiplinarv 
control of the Secretary will also vest in the Nj-aya Panchayat up to minor 
penalties. Tlie Ifyaya Panchaj-at coneenicd shall have ixiwcrs to inflict 
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minor punisliments on the Secretary. Major penalties can be imposed by the 
Chief Executive Officer. Appeal from disciplinary orders of the Nyaya Pan- 
chayat should lie to Chief Executive Officer and to the District Tiibimal 
in case of orders passed by the Chief Executive Officer. 

Fmaneial resources: Fees and Fines 

11.21. Finance has been cited as the most serious handicap in the re- 
gular and continuous functioning of Nyaj’a Panchayats. The jireseut prac- 
tice of approval of budget of Nyaya Panchayat by the Panchayat Samiti and 
contribution to the expenses by Gram Panchayats is rather cumbersome and 
has not worked well. It is very essential that the Nyaya Panchayat gets 
full grant of its expenses without much formality. We, therefore, propose , 
that an amount covering total expenses of a Nyaya Panchayat should be 
made available by the Panchayat Samiti. The Panchayat Samitis should 
be given financial grant by the Government to cover the eiqienses on Nyaya 
Panchayats at the rate of Rs. 1,000 per Nya 3 ’a Panchayat. The amount 
of Rs. 1,000 has been arrived at as follows : —

11.S2. Expenditure over and above this average of Rs. 1,000 per 
Nyaj’a Panchaj’at should be met by the Panchayat Samiti and should be 
re-imbinsible by the Government in the next financial year. Similarly 
savings should be adjusted in the next j^ear’s grant. ^Wc believe that ex- 
penditure in Nyaya Panchayats will be met out of the sale proceeds of stamps 
or court fees and fines. 

11.23. The Nyaya Panchayat should send its budget (which will bo 
only a statement of expenditure) to the Panchayat Samiti for approval. 
After approval the Panchayat Samiti will make the funds (excluding pay of 
Group Sccretarj^) available to the Nymya Panchayat on quarterly basis, 
at the begimiing of each quarhr. The Group Secretary should get Ins pay 
from the Panchayat Samiti office. 

11.24. The Group Secretary should also work as Cashier of the Nyajn 
Panchaj'at and should be required to furnisli a security of Rs. 1,000. 
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11.25. Couil ftc ill llic Nyaya r.iueh.nali! at ji paid in 

cash. Jt is suggested that court, fco slioidd bo iiaitl in the sliape of .slainiis, 
as in other courts. Government should make available court fee stamjis 
embossed m itli ‘Panclmyati llaj’ thereon. AiTangemciits should be made for 
selling court fee stamps at every Pauchaj'ut headquarter. The income from 
sale of coiut fee stamps shoidd go to the State Goveniinenl. 


11.26. Fines should be realised by the Groiqi Secretary. The receipts 
for amomit should bo signed by the Secretaiy and countersigned by tlic 
Ghairmau of Itinehayat. At the beguniiiig oi every month the Sec- 

retary shoidd visit the Tanchayat Samiti headquarter to receive his salary 
for the previous mouth and to deposit the fines realised during the prcccd- 
mg month in the sub-treasury. The income from fhies should belong to the 
Government. 


Improvements in working 

11.27. It has been observed that the Nyaya Panchayat do not meet 
regularly and the benches arc not constituted due to absence of the Is’yaya 
Panchas. One reason for this irregularity in attendance is that no T.A. 
or D.A. is given to them. No one has suggested that salary bo paid to the 
membei-s and Chahman of Nyaya Panchayat. The dignity of holdinc^ the 
office is co^idered as a reward in itself. It is, however, felt 1110^ the 
members of Nyaya Panchayat should not be required to bear the c:rpoa«es 
meurred by them on travelling for attending the meetings, and that it is 
necessary to reimbur.=e them for such expenses. We, therefore simrrcst 
that the members and Chairman of the Nyaya Panchayat should be paid 
travellmg allowance from their usual place of residence to the headquarter 
of the Njaya Panchayat if the distance is more than 5 miles and also daUy 
aUowance for the meeting. The rates of T.A./D. A. may be the same as for 
the members of the Panchayat Samiti. ’

11.30. Evcr 3 ’^ Nyaya Pancha 3 'at must have a suitable placo for holding 
its sittings and for keeping the records etc. Ordinarily the Pancha 3 ’at Ghar 
should be available to the Nyaya Panchayats. A small room or almirah 
may be earmarked for use of the Nyaya Panchayat. While constructing 
new Panchayat Ghars, the requirements of Nyaya Pnachayats may be kept 
in view. Wierever possible, a small room should be added to the old Pan- 
clia 3 'at Ghars which do not have tin extra room for the Nyaya Panchayat. 

11.31. Pullest co-operation should be extended to N 3 \a 3 'a Pancha 3 'ats 
b 3 ’^ the revenue agency, the Gram Panchayats and the Police. The members 
and Chairman of the Nyaya Panchayat should be extended courtesies and 
respect due to members of a judicial body. During the course of our visits 
it was reported to us that in some cases the Mun .if Magistrates were requir- 
ing the Chairman of the -Nyaya Panchayat to appear before them in revi- 
sions filed against the judgements of Nyaya Panchayat. This is obviously 
a wTong inactice. It was also reported that the Nyaya Panchas and Chair- 
men of Nyaya Panchayats were 'not bemg extended due courtesies even in 
their official capacity. Instances were cited when they were made to wait 
in offices and courts throughout the day. We definitely feel that there is 
need for better appreciation of the status and position of the village courts 
and their members. 

11.32. No definite principles can be laid doivn for better treatment 
and conduct. It can bo only broadly emphasized that the members of these 
bodies need to be held in due regard. Cases of lapses in this connect! m should 
he viewed seriously by the Government and the High Court. 

11.33. The Nyaya Panchayats generally complain about the difficul- 
ty in service of summonses and notices. It has been stated that-Magistrates 
do not always pay attention to their request for issue of warrants and in 
case warrants are issued, the Police do not generally compty. The situation 
needs improvement. In such cases the Nyaya Panchayats should give 
sufficiently long dates and the Magistrates must ensure issue of requisite 
proces.s and its compliance before the due date. A quarterly statement of 
imserved warrants should be sent by the Nyaya Panchayats to the District 
Magistrate. 

11.34. The Nyaya Panchayats are facing difficulty in recoverj of fines 
imposed. Prompt action is not taken by the Sub-Divisional Magistrate^ 
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on tlie rcqiust.s of Nyaya Pancli.iyals for lorovny ot fiiits ns if t!r y were 
fines impeded by their courts a.-, provided m der ^M•t ion b, I of the Bajasthnn 
PniKharat Act. This affects the ptesii"e of the Xyata Finiflmvat beennsf an 
inpics-ii! eoe.s rniiTid tliat the fines hiipo-ed hw A'yaya Pnnehayat can b*' 
coineniuitly e\adrd. lieio ali-o piompi action oii the part of both the Xynya 
Panchajat and the «id) Divisional iJage irate is ntteo ary.

11.36. An important argument advanced against conferring exclusive 

jurisdiction on Kj'aya Panchayats in respicct of eiiininal offences is that it 
nould have the effect of dUuting or down-grading the offences in tho Indian 
Icnal Code because tlic Nj^aya Pancliaj-als have powers to imjiosc penalty 
of fine only and that too up to a certain limit. This argument i-an bo easily 
met when we sec that only petty and non-scrious offences have been I'iven 
t6 Nyaya Panchayats and that in these offences the penalties “even 
m regular courts of law do not goueraUy go beyond fine.

Constitution of Benches 

11.50. The Rajasthan Pancliaj'at Act (section 27F) lays down certain 
restrictions about constitution of benches for hearing and disposal of case.=/ 
suits. Section 27F (i) lays down that no member of a Nyaj\a Panchaj'at 
shall hear or dispose of a suit or case arising in the Panchaj’at circle of the 
Panchayat winch elected him. This is in conformitj’ with the recommen- 
dations of the Law Commission. But the Studj* Team on i^j'aj’a Panchayat 
departing from the recommendations of the Law Commission, have recom- 
mended tliat the liyaj’a Pauclias representing a particular village or Pan- 
chajat circle should find a place in the bench for the disposal of cases arising 
fiom their area. Tlie argument in favour of as.sociating local Xynya Panchas 
w ith the benches for disposal of case' of their area are : — 

(1) They have personal Icnowledgc about the persons, circumsta'nces 

and witnesses. 

(2) Thej- can jirove of valuable as.sistance in eliciting the facts of the 

ca.'e and also in arriving at compromises. 


11.51. On the other hand the arguments for excluding them from 
the benches dealing with the cases or suits of their area are ; — 

(1) Decisions or convictions cannot be and should not be based on 
personal knowledge only. 


(2) The Nyaya Pancha.s coming from the same village or 
Panchayat circle may find it emba assiiig.to adjudicate in the 
matter duo to near acquaintance with parties. They may find 
it difficult to function without reservations. 


(3) era ices of the local Kyaya Panchas can he utilised for effecting 
compromio without associating them with the benches consti- 
tuted for disposal of cases and suits. In fact they will be able to 
kc- efforts for conciliation with much more cfTcctivcnc.ss and 
u.ll.'out rcs-ervaWs if they arc not associated with the benches 
c. nstitufed for disposal of the case or suit. This also meets the 
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possible objection to attempts at conciliation by Nyaya Panchaj’ats 
themselves on tho groimd tliat a body winch sits in adjudication 
should not directly try for compromise. If the local Paachas 
who make attempts for conciliation are excluded from tho bench 
constituted for disposal ,of the case or suit, no question of pre- 
judice due to failure of attempts for conciliation Avould arise. 

11.62. On weighing the two sets of. arguments we are of tho view 
tliat the present prv^visions about exclusion of Nya 3 ^a Panchas coming 
from a particular Panchayat circle from the benches constituted for disposal 
of cases and suits of that area should continue. Their local knowledge, 
about parties and circumstances etc. can be effectively made use of iu con- 
ciliation and compromise without such association uith the benches. 



CHAPTER Xll 
TRANSFERRED SCHEMES 

12.1. The Panclnyat. SamiU-^ in HajasUi.an av< esofulive tK)(hc| 
«lueh aio entrusled with exeeution of iwlahi sche.n.s, Ke.if.-.dly nMO-u-a 
to as transferred schemes, whieh nere ireviously implemented by tlr- 
different departments of the Government. A stn-ement ->vmg m h uu 
the details about the schemes so far transferred to tlie Itinehayat SamilH 
is given in Appendix XXVI. Funds for the transferred selicmes a-e allotted 
to the Panchtyat Samitis and the Panchayat Saraitis have to execute the 
schemes according to the terms and conditions preso.-ibed by the eunrcriicd 
deparlmont of the Government. Technical guidance and .supe. vision in 
respect of the transferred schemes remain the rc.-iponsibihty of the eoneerned 
department and are provided to the Panchayat Samitis through the Disl mt 
Level Officers. The Extension Officers in the Panchayat Sam it i wlio n-e 
on deputation from the State Government arc rcspon.siblc for looking after 
the execution of the sohoracs and to ensure technical quality. 


12.2. On the basis of the interviews we have had with tho different 
persons and with the Heads of the Departments, and tho replies received 
from different respondents to tho questionnaire issued by the Study Team, 
wo have forractl an opinion that the transferred schemes have hccii imple- 
mented by Panchayat Samitis according to tho terms and conditions but 
they have not been implemented with tho desired speed and efficiency. 
There seems to have been a slowing down in the tempo of work. It has 
been reported that funds are lying un-ntilised in case of some schemes for 
vadetv of reasons. Tho -work has, however, progressed well wlicre the 
Pradhan and tho Vikas Adhikari and Sarpanch have worked with enthu- 
siasm and have been able to seouro team-work from the extension staff. 

Execution of Schemes 

12.3. There is a near unanimity of opinion in all quarters that it has 
not been possible fer tho Panchayat Samitis to implcniout tho transferred 
schemes according to tho prescribed time-schedule. Tho delay has been 
more prominent in case of construction and minor irrigation worlrs and cer- 
tain other schemes. Several difficulties have been responsible for this 
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Failure on tire part of the Panchayirt Samitis to complete the execution of 
Kchcraes in time : — 

1. People’s participation in some cases is not forthcoming to the 
desired extent. We have dealt vith the aspect of people’s parti- 
cipation in a separate chapter. 

2. It has been expressed that there is lack of timely and adequate 
guidance from the technical and supervisor}' personnel. 

3. Funds for transferred schemes are not ahvays allotted in time. 
Several ’rksome procedural foi-malitics liave to be gone into before 
payment of money. 

4. In the construction programme, supply of construction material 
fh,, cement, iron and G.C. Sheets etc. has posed a sc ious problem. 
We rvore told that in many Panchayat Samiiis the programme of 
constiniction of irrigation veils could not be taken up inspite of 
availability of funds simply because of the non-availability of 
requisite quantity of cement in time. In case of other works 
also the supply line has been weak a'od has presented considerable 
difficulties. For instance, in case of improved seeds and fertilizers, 
the supplies do not reach the villagers wlicn tlic}' want the same. 
In some cases supplies arc dumped in the villages not according 
to the requirements of the people bitt as a part of an ill-planned 
distribution programme. 

6. The terms and conditions of the schemes have been' laid down 
without due regard to local conditions and circumstances and 
it becomes difficult to comply with such terms and conditions. 

6. Some Sarpanchas and members of the Panchayat do not show 
continued interest in the schemes. It has been stated that a 
Sarpanch is generally keen to have a work or scheme allotted to 
the Panchayat and have it started but is not always particular 
about its completion. 

7. In some cases the works and schemes got stranded due to mis- 
utilisation or.mis-appropi'iation of the funds allotted. 

8. Au important liandicap in execution of works is about the schedule 
of rates of construction. It has been stated, and rightly too, 
that P. W. D. rates should not be applicable to works lying in 
,the interior areas. 

9. Extension effort has not come up to the mark. 
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Teclinical Gnidance and Supervision 

1S.4. There is almost a unanimity of view that proper giiitlancc anrT 
advice 1ms not been made available to Pnnebayat Saniitis in respect of 
transferred schemes. The District Ix-vel Officers seem to have adopted a 
somewlmt detached attitude. They do not consider the iirograrame.as 
thoir own. There was a general impre.ssion amongst the District Level Offi- 
cers that their duty was to c.vtend technical guidance and su]>ervi.sion when 
sought for and that it was none of their job to look to .succe.ssful implemen- 
tation of these sebeme.s. The State Government have issued in.strnclions 
from time to time clarifying the position and role of the District Level Offi- 
cers and fi.ving their rc.sponsihility for .successful c.vecution of schemes, 
but there has not been any .significant improvement in their general attitude. 

12.5. The following reasons l.ave been advanced for tlds lack oi

Trained Personnel . . , 

12.8. Availability of trained personnel is a necessary 
successful implementation of the transferred sc lemes. .

12.9. The following difficulties have been expeiienced m 
connection : — 

(1) Raw and inex-perienced hands are generally posted by the 

ments in the Pencheyat Samitis. They do not have even basic 
knowledge about the transferred schemes. 

(2) Some-times inefficient persons are deputed to the Panchayat Samitis 

as a punishment by the dcpaitments. 

(3) In far-flung area'!, specially desert and hilly areas, people a^ le 

luctant to go. and so posts remain vacant for long inteiwals. Even 
if they are posted, they manage to get transferred. 

(4) There is no training reserve sanctioned. For long durations posts 
remain vacant due to incumbents going on training. 

12.10. The net result is that work suffers. Specific instances have been 
cited before us by the Pradlians and Vikas Adhikaris to drive home tliese 
points. We- feel this is not a happy situation and the Government Depart- 
ments should take suitable measures. 


Allotment o£ Funds 

12.11. The execution of schemes camiot be carried out successfully 
without timely allocation of adequate funds. Instances were cited to show 
that even for the maintenance of sanctioned staff and transferred institutions 
(specially schools) adequate funds are not transfen-ed in time. Intimation ot 
allotments is generally delayed and the Panchayat Samitis are vcp specu 
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lating about the availabilit 3 - of funds. Heav^' transfers of funds arc sorae- 
times made at the end of the financial j-car. This upsets the planning and 
proper utilisation of funds. It has also been pointed out that allotment 
of funds is verj’ often according to a gcncial pattem and local conditions 
are not taken into account. The Pancha_vat Samilis do not have i)OWCi-s 
to re-appropriate the amounts allocated for different schcmc.s. Tlie rcsiult 
sometiinc.s is that instances occur simultancou.slj' of inadequate and surplus 
funds in different Pancha 3 'at Samitis and in the same Panch.a 3 'at Samiti in 
icspect of different schemes. 


Community Development Programme 

12.12. Under the Cammunit 3 r Development programme, funds arc 
allotted according to tho schematic budget. The schematic budget is di- 
vided into four major group.s i.c. (1) Block Headquarters. (2) Agricultural 
Development, (3) Eu"al Arts and Crafts and Indu.stries and (4) Amenities. 
A special staffing pattern has also been pro.scribed. 

12.13. The Communit 3 ' Development pattern providc.s for four stages 
of development : 

1. Pre-E.vtension (One Year). 

2. First Stage (Five Ycar.s). 

3. Second Stage (Five Years). 

4. Post Second Stage 

During the Pre-extension stage, a survey of the block area is undertaken 
and a nucleus machinery of development is set-up. Tho financial allotments 
in First Stage and Second Stage blocks are as follows

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12.14. Since comnnmity development programme provides a core of 
the development programme in the Pancha}'at Samitis, \re have made a 
close study of the vrorking of this programme. From our scrutiny follow- 
ing broad conclusions emerge: 

1. There is much more expenditure on staff than originall 3 ’- provided 

in the' schematic budget. Due to revised paj’-scales and the 
annual increments that accrue from year to year, the expendi- 
ture on the staff is progressively on the increase. 

2. The uniformity in the staffing pattern has resulted in higher 

establishment costs inespectivc of local needs. 

3. The presumption that after a period of 5 3 'ears, when the Block 
• enters the Second Stage, an intensive development of the area 

■would have taken place, has not come true. The annual per 
- capita expenditure hardly comes to about Rs. 3.5. This is too 
small an investment on a problem of so vast a magnitude to have 
any lasting impact. 

4. Tlie programme comprehends all items of development ■without 
adequate financial provisions. 

5. In the Second Stage and Post Second Stage the situation becomes 
more precarious. With the limitation of State ceilings, even 
the prescribed funds are not available. In the final shape it 
seems the C. D. pattern ■null at best be a staffing pattern onH'. 
We have already recommended revision of staffing pattern. In 
the. Chapter on ‘Panchayati Raj Finance’ we have dealt ■with 
these aspects and have recommended a revised financial structure 
by pooling of funds. 

Village Laboratories 

12.15. The Village Laboratories Programme was initiated in the State 
in 1960 with a view to establish small experimental stations at village level 
where District Level Officers, inebarge of development work, could meet, 
discuss the difficulties experienced and pro^vide solutions through their 
higher technical knowledge and experience. These villages were designed 
to be venue of exchange of expert knowledge on the one side and practical 
difficulties on the other. The programme is mainly confined to activities 
of the Agriculture, Animal Husbandry and Co-operative Departments. 
The responsibility for implementing this programme has been entrusted 
to the District Level _ Officers, with the help of the Vikas Adhikari and the 
Extension Officers and V. L. W’s. Two villages in each block are selected 
for this programme on the basis of certain prescribed criteria. The pro- 
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7. TTlie District Level Officers have expressed that in certain cases 
they did not get due co-operation from the Pradlians, Vikas Adhk 
karis jmd the Barpanchas in the scheme. 

"S. Tliere is some confusion about the concept of this scheme amongst 
the Distinct Level Officers and fhe Panchayat Samitis, though 
there are clear 4md pacific instructions 'On flie subject from the 
Goverament, 

'9. The number of Laboratorj* Villages ([at the rate of tTto villages 
per Llock) Toecomes too large in some of the bigger districts and 
it becomes impossible for District Level Officers to visit tiiem 
all regularly for follow-up. 

TS.17. The scheme of Village Laboratory is a very well-thought scheme 
vrhich, if implemented effectively, can prove of considerable benefit to the 
octension agencj* at the field level. The Laboratory Villages should serve 
as nerve centres of village development, specially for pinpose of detnonstra- 
tion and dissemination of information. It is unfortunate that the scheme 
could not make a significant progress; but we are convinced, the scheme 
can be made effective by adopting certain measmes to remove difficulties 
and drawbacks. We suggest following steps for this purpose:— 

1. The number of villages to be selected should be left at the dis- 
cretion of the Chief Executive Officer of Zila Pnrishad and Dist- 
rict Level Officers, Minimum prescribed sliouH be one village 
per block, 

2. In the new set-up which we have recommended 2ila Parishad 
will have executive functions and its own resources also. Zila 
Parishad should he able to provide better facilities to the Dist- 
rict Level Officers now for their touring etc. The C. E. O. of 
the Zila Parishad should visit Laboratory Villages while on tour. 

S. Preference should be accorded to Laboratory Villages by the Pan- 
chayat Samiti in allotment of works, schemes, grants etc. 

•i. Normally the Laboratory Village Programme should be imple- 
mented tlrrougli ordinary resources available with the Panchaj'at 
Samiti. But the Zila Paiishad should be able to allot funds from 
its own budget for special projects recommended by D. L. O’s. 

S. The most important step for the success of the programme is to 
enthuse the D.LO’.s about its efficacy and importance. The 
D.LD’.s should be made personally responsible to make the scheme 
successful. Instead of entrusting demonstrations etc, to the 
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to be seen ilial impvovccl seed reaches tiic cultivalors at tlic appropriate 
time. The other difficidtics faced in connection -with seed distribution 
relates to lack of storage facilities and loss of intei'cst to the Pancha3uat 
Samitis due to tlie time-lag between procurement and distribution of seed 
requirements. The schemes relating to soil-consereation and reclamation 
of land also have not made progress to the dc'sired extent because of lack 
of adequate technical guidance. 

12.20. In the sphere of Animal Husbandly good progress lias been 
made in the Western Districts of Rajasthan in resiiect of .siqiplies of im- 
proved breed of animals.. The schtMne of poultiy development, however, 
has not made much hcadwaj’' so far. This scheme, we are told has been 
taken up on a more regular basis now in some Panelia^-at Samitis. Tlie State 
Govci'nment have started a separate Directorate of Slieep and Wool \iliich 
is implementing the integrated plan for the development of Sheep and 
Wool according to phased programme in different districts of Rajasthan. 
Certain difficulties were faced with regard to the terras of loans and .subsi- 
dies in respect of cattle-breeding and poultri'-farms. These terms have 
since been liberalised and the private breeders a-e non- coming forM’a’'d in 
increasmglj’’ largo numbers to take advantage of the schemes. Animal 
Husbandly programme in the hilly areas, hovever, does not seem to have 
made a significant impact. Dairy-farming and dairj'-pioducts have also 
lagged behind. More consistent efforts arc ncccssaiy in this direction. 

12.21. People in the rural areas are getting more and more familiar 
with the principles of co-ojicration and Service Co-operatives have been 
organised in most of the Panchayats. The Co-operative movement, however, 
has not j’^et gained momentum in all the districts. S rvice Co-operatives have 
mostly worked as credit societies and have not fidly attended to service 
functions. This is because, there is a lack of credit facilities. There are 
certain districts^in the Eastern parts of the State where service co-operiitives 
have made a satisfactory impact in the rural areas but in the Western parts 
of the State much remains to be done in the sphere of co-operation. A beg- 
inning has been" made in the direction of organisation of breeders’ co-opera- 
tives now. The Co-operative Department has launclied a drive for revitali- 
sation of societies and liquidation of defunct societies that is why the number 
of Co-operative Societies registered has shown a declining trend. An adverse 
factor- with regard to co-operatives is the constaiitlj’- mounting-up ovcrducs. 
The reason has been that no adequate attention was iiaicl in the past j'cars 
on recovery of loans and advances and efforts were concentrated mostly on 
expansion aspects. The recm’ring scarcity conditions also led to increased 
ovordues. The Department has now taken up the recovery programme in 
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a s3stcmatic manner. \^e suggest that the recover^' progrnniinc should he 
taken up in rcsi>ect of arrears and current duos .‘Jimultaneously eo that the 
position of current dues replacing the old ones does not appear. The State 
Go\emnient have alreadj* taken a decision about withdrawal of recovery 
staff from the Panchayat Samitis. This would leave the Panchayat Samitis 
^Mlh promotional and cxtensional activities and recovery Mill be the respon- 
sibility of the department and the bank. 


12.22. Formulation of production programme is an important part 
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by the clepfxrt.Tnent in n Rustainerl manner. The Iwo rural industrialisation 
projects started in two districts as ex]Jerimental measure for intensive indus- 
trialisation are stiil in tlie initial stage. Various schemes have been started 
by the Khadi and Village Industries Board, but there is no effective co-or- 
dination between the Board and the industries programme taken up by the 
Panchayat samitis. Since the Panchoj'at samitisaie the agencies of local 
development in their areas, tliis co-ordination is called for not only for greater 
effect iveness, but also to avoid duplication. The programme of .setting-up of 
new industries in the rural areas and the revival of old arts and crafts is of 
vital significance in view of their employment potentialities and with a view 
to preserve traditional sldlls which are fast disappearing. Effective su- 
pervision of the schemes and organisational arrangements to meet the diffi- 
culties of the industries in rural areas specially those relating to raw materials, 
finance and marketing are necessary. Much hcadwaj' is to be made in these 
directions before the programme of industries in the Pancha3^ati Samitis can 
prove really fruitful. We understand that evaluation of certain schemes 
undertaken so far is being done by the department and also by a 
committee set-up bj' the Government. We are of the view that the 
Working Group set up-by the State Government for making proposals 
for the 4th. Five Year Plan may thoroughly examine the existing 
programme with a view to find o\it the reasons for their lack of 
success and suggest ways and means as to how the schemes can be 
made to yield better results in future. This will mean that the quality 
of staff, both in the field and at supervisory levels, should be of a higher 
order and should possess the requisite technical and commercial background. 

Education 


18.25. Primary Schools have been transferred to the panchayat sa- 
mitis. There has been discernible improvement in the worldng of Primary 
Schools after Panchayati Raj in respect of enrolment of students, attendance 
of teachers as well as students in the schools and effective supervision. 
The enrolment of students has increased during the last tlirec j’ears and the 
local panchas and sarpanchas and other leaders have taken good interest 
in the enrolment drives organised by the Department. Due to proximitj’ 
of supervision, the teachers are now regular in their attendance. The atten- 
dance of students also has improved. The village primary schools which 
were formerly being supervised from the district level are now being super- 
vised in a better way from the block level. People’s participation, for school 
buildings and for arranging equipment for schools has been forthcoming 
with the same enthusiasm, 
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level has been designated as Education Extension Officer. Additional Edu- 
cation Extcii.sion Officer is pro\ ided in a i'anchayat Sainiti wlien tlie number 
of schools c.xceeds 40. This combination was made with u view to develop 
integrated programme of social edneation tljrough the village primaiy School. 
Instead of two functionaries approaching the School, it was envisaged tliat 
only one functionary would deal with both education and Social Education 
programme. With this combination tlie charge of the Social Education 
Officer was loduced to nlmod. half or even onc-ih'rd in some I’anchayat 
Samitis where mimher of Schools exceeds 100. This is a sound approach 
and should lead to the strcngthor.ing of both education and social 
education programme. 

12.31. We, however, found that gradually the tempo of Social Education 
programme is Blackening. Tlii.s may be due to a certain extent to re- 
duction in financial allocations and insislancc of village people to have more 
scliools. We, however, feel that there has been a definite set back in social 
education activities and propose following .steps for keeping up t he programme 
of social education ; — 

1. AH the former Sub-Deputy Inspector of Schools who are now desig- 
nated as Education Extension Officers should be trained in Social 
Education 'under a phased programme. Rcfrc.sher courses should 
also bo organised for them. 

2. TJie Education Extension Officers should devote due time and 

attention to social education activities. This should be specified 
as their definite responsibility and should be taken into account 
for assessment of their work. 

3. The village school should be developed as centre of social educa- 
tion activities in the village viz., organisation of Balmandal, 
Yuvak Jlnndal. Jlahila JIandal, Bal-vadis, exhilution of films and 
shows, holding of community songs, cultural .shows etc. The 
.services of the school teacher and V.L.W. should ho utilised for the 
purpose. 

4r. Adult education classes should he held by teachers in the villages 
regularly. In order to compensate the teachers for the extra 
work and to provide incentive for tlicm, they should he given an 
allowance of at least Es, 10/- j5er month for conducting literacy 
classes. Tliis allowance sliould be paid to the teachers hj' the 
concerned Panchaj'at, so that the Snrpaiich and P.nichas will 
be keen about regular functioning of the classes. Adult literacy 
should be given high weigblage in the District level and State 
level competition of teachers. 
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u. At fho district level flic Itispeclor of ,Sclioo)s/De])nty Inspector 
of Schools should he made icsjronHible for social ediiealion 
progromme. In bigger districts, where the miniber of schools 
wnrrants, nn additional post of By. Inspector of Schools shonltl 
he provided. 

G. At the state level, the Dc)mty Director of Social Education 
should luaiutnin const.ant li.ai.soii with tbe Dy. In.spector of 
Schools and Education Extension Officers in regard to social 
education activities. ITis office should be suil.ably strengthened. 

Women’s Programme 

12.32. There were one Lady Social Education Organiser (Mukhya 
Sevika) and two Ladj’ Village Ixivel Workers (Grain Sevikas) in each block. 

In 19G3 these po.sts wore aboliabed by the Government in view of the 
following considerations; — 

1. The Mukhya Sevikas mostly came from urban areas and did not 
fit in local niral conditions. 

2. Two Gram Sovilens for the entire block was a very inadequate 
number and no significant work could be done by tbe Gram- 
Sevika who had to move from Panchayat to Panchnyat everj' 
year. 

3. There ueic difficulties of reemitment. Sufficient nninhcr of 
Gram Sevikas were not available. 

4. It was felt that women’s programme could be better organised 
and could be made more avidc-spread if it is integrated with 
education and conducted through lady teachers. 

12.33. After abolition of the po'ts of Mnkhya Sovikn and Gram 
Sevika, tbe women’s programme in the rural areas should be organised 
through lady teachers. We understand, the Government have already taken 
a decision to that effect. We avant to emphasise the importance of women’s 
programme in the villages and the necessity to take it up on a systematic 
basis. There apj ears to be a comparative full in the women’s programme. 
This t-^end needs to be effectively countered and the programme should be 
advanced through effectia-e measures. Wo suggest following steps for 
organisation of avomen’s iwogramme which includes children’s programme 
also: — 

1. At the village level the programme should be taken up through 
lady teachers in village schools. There iTSvpresent dirth of lady 
teachers in general and there is also roluctanie on the part of lady 
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teachers to go to rural schools. Following incentives should he 
provided for lady teachers in village schools : — 

■ (i) A special pay of at least Es. 15/- p. m. should be given to lady 
teachers in village schools. 

(ii) Lady teachers should he provided free quarter for their 
residence. The Panchayat or Pancha^'at Samiti should 
construct quarters and till such quarters are constructed, 
arrange suitable accommodation for lady teachers. 

(Hi) Preference should be given to ladies in. the recruitment of 
teachers. 

2. Lady teachers in the village should be entrusted ■with organisa- 
tion of MahUa Mandals, Girls Clubs, Bal-wadis and economic 
craft centres and promotion of home improvement actmties. 
They should also conduct adult literacy classes for women for 
which they should be given Es. 10/- p. m. by the Panchayat 
besides the special pay recommended in sub-para 1 above. 

3. The institution of Gram Kakis should be utilised for women’s 
welfare programme. 

4. Women social workers should bo encouraged and provided all 
possible facilities for work in niral areas. 

5. At the block level where there are two Education Extension 
Officers (which is the case in most of the Panchaj'at Samitis 
now) one of the Education Extension Officers should be a lady 
who should be ineba-ge of Avomen’s programme. In the few 
Panchayat Samitis where there is onlj' one Education Extension 
Officer he should look after the Avomeu’s and cliildi’en’s programme 
also. 

6. At the district level, there should be a Deputy Inspectress of 
Schools in bigger districts. She should bo in-charge of girl’s schools 
and Avomen’s programme. In case of smaller districts a Dy. 
Inspectress of Schools should be appointed for tAAm districts, 

7. There should be a seiAaralo lady officer of the raiik of a Dy. Director 
in the Education Department at the State level. She should 
bo responsible for the AA'omeu’s jAfogramme in the Panchayat 
Samitis. 

8. The Panchayat Samitis should give .sufficionth' high priority 
to AA’omon’s jjrogramme and girl’s education in their .spending 
under the head education and social AA’clfare. 
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Family Planning

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General Suggestions for Improvement 

12.85> Tile most important difficulties in connection with tho execu- 
tion of schemes by the Panchaj'at Samitis, as indicated in the previous 
paragraphs are rigiditj' of terms and conditions, difficulties in allotment 
of funds, lack of technical guidance and supervision and tho ebbing of people’s 
enthusiasm., j We feel there is an urgent necessit}' to enliven the programme 
by removing difficulties and providing incentives. The suggestions for 
improvement of the execution of transferred schemes can be grouped into 
two categories viz., (i) those relatingto individual schemes of the depart- 
ment; (ii) general suggestions for all tho transferred scliemes. 

12.36. Wo recommend the following measures for general improve- 
ment in the implementation of transferred schemes: — 

1. The District Level Officers should bo made to realise that them 
responsibilit 5 '- for successful implementation of the schemes does 
not cease by transfer of the schemes to the Panchayat Samitis, 
Action should be taken in case of default or lethargj’' on the part 
of Disti-ict Level Officers, 

2. The Departments should ensiu-c that good and experienced hands 
are made available to the Pancha 3 'at Samitis. It should also 
be seen that the posts of Extension Officers in the Panchaj’at 
Samitis do not remain vacant for long. x\n adequate leave and 
training reserve should be provided. 

3. There should be ta"gets of achievement. But the targets fixed 
should be realistic and arrived at after considering the local condi- 
tions and resources. 

4. Considerable difficulties are faced in the construction works be- 
cause of the inapplicability of P. W. D. schedule rates to cons- 
truction works in the interior and inaccessible areas. Steps should 
be taken to modify the schedule rates in their application to 
such interior and inaccessible areas. At the beginning of every 
year the Executive Engineer should certify rates for each Pan- 
chayat Samiti and those should be taken to be the rates for the 
construction works. 

5. Technical guidance and advice should be forthcoming to the 
Panchaj’-ats and Panchayat Samitis at the appropriate time. 
It sliorrld be seen that the technical guidance becomes a real 
assistance and that no unnecessary impediments are created 
in the name of technical considerations. In this connection 
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' tion. Execution of works tlu-ough Pauchayat does not and 
should not mean that the Panchnyat Samlti is absolved of the 
responsibility. The Extension Officers must be in constant 
touch with construction works and should exercise continuoi s 
superTOion, 

13. The progress of schemes should bo constantly reviewed bj* the 
Vikas Adhikari and Extension O.'ficc.-s. Tlic Vikas ji.dhikari 
should be required to present a review of schemes based on Ex- 
tension Officers reports and his own obsen’-ations to the Panchaj'at 
Samiti ever}’ quarter. 

incomplete Works 

12.37. A large number of construction woiks are stated to be h'ing 
mcomj)lete. All the functionaries of Panchayati Raj we have come across, 
specially the Pradhans and ^’ikas Adhikaris, have expressed their concern 
about incomplete works. It has bee.a stated that incomplcto works have 
very adverse effect on people’s morale. People loss faith in the {erogr-imme 
and people’s participation is also adverse!}' affected. The incomplete norks 
are cited b}' tiie people as instances of misuse and Wiistage of poblic funds 
and a wrong and unplanned approach. 

Reasons for Incomplete Works 

12.88. There are numerous factars -which have been responsible for 
■the works remaining incomplete. The reasons have to be ascertained and 
a definite programme has to bo taken up for completion of these works; — 

' 1. There are many avorks which are lying incomplete since before 

the introduction of Panchaj'ati Raj. Amounts avere advance! 
by the Development Blocks but no follow-up was maintained. 
The change in the set-up at the. blocks and the panchayat lea-el 
contributed to the tendency of apathy. 

2. A few Sarpanchas to whom money was advanced mis-appro- 

priated the amounts and manipulated the accounts. No prompt 
. action was taken against them. This had a very demoralising 

effect on others. 

3. In a few cases avrong estimates of the works are responsible for 
their incompleteness. The Panchayat eitbe: deliberately or 
through ignorance started the avorks of much higher cost than was 

i sanctioned avith the result that works could not he completed. 

' 4. In certain cases the avrong selection of worlis has been responsible 
for their remaining incomplete. 
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6. People s pnrtieipntion, lliongh promised in the beginning, was 
not available and the vorlts ncre licld up after spending the 
grant-in-aid amount. 

C. In many cases inadequate grant-in-aid was sanctioned. People 
contributed their share but further assistance from the Panchayat 
Samiti w.ib not available. 

7. lVl,enever there is a change in the Sarpanch of the Panchayat, 
there is generally no follow-up in respect of the old works. The 
novly elected Sarpanch generally docs not care to complete the 
Morks started by his predecessor; instead, ho tries to get new 
works allotted. 

8. b. on-availability of technical guidance, lack of eupervision. and 
non-availability of construction material ns indicated in the 
foregoingjparas also create difficulties in the completion of works. 
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completion of -works -wliicli can be made ultimately to yield good 
results, should be pro-vided by the Government in those cases 
where works are lying incomplete even after requisite people’s 
participation has been received. 

3. New works except drinldng water supply schemes should not be 
allotted to a Panchayat by the Panc'iayat Samiti unle s 
incomplete works in its area are completed. The resomces and 
energy of the Panchayat.till such time should be concentrated 
on the completion of old incomplete works. 

4. In those cases 'where works have remained incomplete for want , 

of people’s participation- and the amount of grant-in-aid by the 
Panohayat Samiti or the Government has already been spent, 
additiohal funds for completion to the extent of people’s parti- 
cipation must be mustered up by the Panchayat or Panchayat ^ 
Samiti from its own resources 

5'. Incomplete works should be the first charge on the income of the . 
Panchayat Samiti after meeting the costs of establishment. 

6. An important step in tliis connection is to take strict action 
against the persons responsible for misuse or misappropriation of 
funds. Wherever malafide 'intentions are proved, strict penalties 
sliould be imposed including initiation of criminal proceedings. 
If the defaulters get off scot free the reaction on general public 
is extremely damaging. 

7. The allotment ofworks by the Panchayat Samiti to the Panchayats 

in its area should he on practical considerations. Technical 
advice should always be -taken in the beginning and should 
be given due weight. 

8. A concerted effort should be made for completion of all incomplete 
works, say, with'n a period of 6 to Q^onths. Special incentives in 
the form of cash grants may be given to Panchayats, Panchayat 
Samitis and Zila Parishads which ihow good results. 


CHAPTER Xin 

PEOPLE’S PARTICIPATION 


13.1. Till' .-’oiict'pt of people’s pirticip'vtiou is not new From time-! 
imuioinariiil people hove come forwMrfl to co!U“ilmf<' Ihtir mife Tor the 
common welfare and benefit of others. Tin- principle of common good 
has attracted people in all ages and in all eooietie-: iiTcspcctivc of thoir 
soei.il, economic or political development. In India, thi.s principle lias 
b-’cn pursued almost with religions fen'our. Tlie entire Indian culture 
is imbned with it. Tlic great religious and educational monuments, tho 
system of institutional charity, construction of great tanks and dams, Iny- 
ine- of public gardens and p.arlc.s, construction of Dharamshalaa, A.ohrams 
.and Ho.spit.als and many other projects of common intere.st sp'cad over 
the entire length and breadth of the country are inspiring examples of this 
tj-pe of endeavour. 

13.2. When India became independent, it was realised that the great 
task of national reconstruction could be achieved only tbrongh the active 
and enthusiastic support of the masses. The problems of app.alling poverty 
and wid;-spfeatV av.scry that the coimlvy inherited from the past could 
he solved only throu^i an oigauised endeavour of the people. In 1952 
when the Community I>ovolopment Programme was launched, the concept 
of people’s participation^ became tho main phmk of the programme and 
became an important jii^edicnt of most of the schemes. Tlie Pirst Five 
Year Plan Report laicl^®"’*'’ ** intended that a qualifying scale of 

voluntary contribution, eitll°*' form of money or of labour, should bo 

laid down and this contril\^^’°“ ^ condition precedent to develop- 

ment schemes being undcrt.afc'^'^ under the Community Development Pro- 
gramme.” 

\ 

m. As understood in t\’° of Community Develop- 

ment arid Panchayati Raj, pcof"'®’® PO'^'f’O'Pation or Shramdan, ns it is 
popularly known, means contribi*“^'°“ of labour, material or 

cash made by an individual, groiq^' of mdividuals or community, for works 
or projects of common interest or\ ^onefit. 

13.4. In tho earlier stages of tlX' Development Program- 
me, people displayed enthusiasm and\\ forward in large numbers to 
fontribute labour, cash and material. often it was foimd that people’s 
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efforts far exceeded Govermnent expenditure. All the workeis 
in the programme vrore charged with a mission to enlist ‘ 

people’s participation. Organisation of ‘Shramdan Weeks an 
dan Fortnights’ during the years 1954-55 to 1956-57 became a reg 
feature which resulted in significant contributions in the orm o > 

material and cash for the works of common benefit. A sort o ea ly 
rivalry and competition developed not only amongst villages an Y 

but blocks, districts and even States. Definite targets were ai 

efforts were made not only to fulfil those targets but to exceed t le . 

13.5. The tempo of people’s participation cannot be 

remained steady althrough. In Appendix XXVH we have s Incurred 

turn of people’s participation secured and Government expen i 
from year to year. It would also show block- wise quantum of participation. 
It would appear from the statement that people’s participation increase 
at a rapid pace in the initial years upto 1956-57. ® ^'Liacs

13 6. The doivnward trend in regard to people s participation 
had begun in the pre-Panchayati Raj period and which has reappeared evei

digging of drinldng water wells and desilting of village 'S e . , 
are prepared to contribute their mite enthusiastically. It may e 
hypothesis to venture that people are stiU walling and prepared to contribute 
- tteir bit with regard to those schemes which fit in their pattern of priorities 
and square with their felt needs. It would, therefore, e wrong o o 
cludd that the tempo of people’s participation cannot be restored to its 
original strength, it is a problem of mobilization and needs efforts on the 
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piirt of Ipj’.drrship, both at the official and the non-official lov'cl-t. One may 
I ccall hotv people in the villagc.s readily responded to the call for contributing 
to the National Defence Fund during national cincrgcncj*. Thus people 
can i)c made to rise to the occasion, given proper lead and a responsive alti- 
tilde on the pait of the Goverrunenl and nilminisiration to their felt m'cds 
and demands. 

13.7. The following aio the more iniiwrtant contributory factors to 
the slaokening of people’s parlicipat.ion; 

(i) When^the call for Bhramdan avns gia'cn in the tvako of Commuiiity 
Development, it had a nonTie.s.s nliout it and naturally drew people’s 
attention and evoked their enthusiaRm. At that time suCfieieut 
funds for .schemes wero also available and this further added to 
the tempo for people’s p.articipation which was a hitherto unex- 
plored field. As schemes multiplied and more and more areas, 
were brought under coverage of Community Devolopiricnt blocks, 
the demands of people’s participation, increased. 

(ti) Although the stati.stics in regard to people’s participation had been 
rather inflated, the people could very well sec through the game 
of statistical manipulation of figures in regard to people’s parti- 
cipation. It has to bo highlighted here that the compulsory 
element of matching contribution in schcmc.s spomsored througli 
Community Development Programme has led to the practice of 
manipulation of accounts with a view to getting State aid. The 
sanctity attached to the Shramdnn movement got compromised . 
in people’s estimate and, this in turn affected their enthusiasm. 

(tfi) The brunt of the people’s participation came to be bom bv 
the weaker .sections of the community os the richer sections hardlv* 
came forward to assist in self-help schoraes. The programme of 
Shramdan, if it is to enthuse the village people, has to be persuod es 
an all-village programme without any distinction of high and low 

rich and poor. In practice, however, this could hot be so and 
i-esulted in a set-hack to the programme. 

(iv) The leadership both 'at the non-official and the official levels 
has also to share the blame for their failure to enthuse the pee le 
to come forward and do Shramdan. The Block Development 
Officer and, more particularly the Extension Officers as seen 
earlier also, became more of desk workers than extension worker* 
The non-official leaders got busy in power manipulation. Thn^« 
neither could bring out the innate potentialities of the people for 
Shramdan and mobilize them into constructive channels ' 
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{v) As'a corollaiy to the foregoing observation, it maj' also be recalled 
that foctions and divisive trends got sharpened in the wake of 
Panchayati Eaj. Tlie villages thus came to be divided between 
majority and the ininoritj- groups. Thus it became difficult 
for the entire, village to stand united when the call for Shramdan 
came. 

{vi) At times the conditions in regard to participation in terms of 
matching grants etc. are too exacting to be met by the village 
people, particularly in a"cas where people are extremely poor. 

‘ The rural folk belonging to tribal or backwatd areas provide 
an instance in point. 

{vii) 'With the grovdh of consciousness among the villagers and the 
starting of the process of modernization (howsoever limited in 
extent it may be) the people living in rural areas have started 
comparing themselves with their counterparts dwelling in cities 
and towns who to them appear to enjoj* all the amenities of roads, 
sanitation, lighting, housing, health services, education etc. 
without ever being asked to contribute by M'ay of people’s par- 
ticipation. They, therefore, cairy the impi’cssion that they arc 
being discriminated against in comparison to city dwelle."s. 

(viii) At times people are prepared to contribute their hit for a scheme 
that they wish to be launched (say the opening of a Middle or 
a High School) but thej’ a-e disappointed to find that money 
from the Government is not forthciraing to meet what they 
consider to be their felt needs. This naturally dampens enthusiasm 
of the people for Shramdan. 

(la;) It may also be added that Panchaj’’ats which are nearest to the 
people have yet to be vitalised, and as such have not succeeded 
in playing an effective role in evoking initiative among the 
villagers and mobilising their co-operation and help in projects 
of common concern. 

( a) There is a great urge in the people to contribute their mite and 
examples are not lacking where people are ready to contribute 
their share but proper conditions to ensmre their participation 
have yet to be created. The call for people’s participation in 
' order to succeed, needs an environment of earnest hard work 
with emphasis on honesty' and austerity in public life at all levels, 

13.8. There is no denying the fact that people’s participation is an 
essential pre-requisite for the success of om-efforts for economic recon-struc- 
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tion ftt a rapid pArv in npil'" of )hf liiriitod rc-mirrc-i of llio country. It 
should not ho foigoltcn. liowvvet, that arlifii-i.d lioo.ding up of Isoldes 
participation is uo letnedy. It le.ul-i to cxjiloitation on tlie one hand and 
adoption of corrupt practices on the other. To illuslr.alc the point, two 
example-! may be given here. Fmst, the rigid ennditions in regard to 
peojdo's participation pertaining to every scheme have at times crc.atcd 
ingurmountable hurdles, leaving people rvilh no nlternative hut to resort 
to inflating i.f c.stirnalcfl and in.anipulation of aecoimt.s. At timc.s the pres- 
cribed pcojile’s participation is aho secured by offering lower wages to the 
labourers. Perhaps it would have been all right if beneficiaries were to agree 
to thc=e lower wages voluntarily. But in practice lower wage.s come to bo 
paid to weaker .soction.s of the connnnnity who do not derive direct benefit 
from tUc'schcmcs. Similarlj'. it has also been repoKed that at timc-s specifica- 
tions arc reduced to meet the prestribed condilion.s of xicople's participation 
and thus the quality of work suffers. Moreover, the ever-roounUng nnuahor 
of incomplete worlcs is also a direct consequence of the rigid conditions with 
regard to people’s participation. Secondly, at time.s there is a great gap 
between the theory and practice of people’s jiarticipation which consequentlj' 
becomes more a ritual than realitj’. In this context we would like to make 
a passing reference to a now programme of organising Defence Labour Banks. 
A Defence Labour Bank provides for the promi.se of volnntarj* labour 
which is recorded in a register kept in village Panchayat. The promise is 
a deposit, which when accumulated, can be xnif to use for works of common 
benefits. In Bajastban, we were told, 18.3 lac man-days have been 
donated ujito the end of March 19G4-, but the utilisation thereof has been 
slow. This avide gap between promise and action indicated either the 
inability of the local institutions to mobilise people or inajipropriatcness 
of the scheme. 

13.9. We have given considerable thought to the question of people’s 
participation. We feci a new approach is necessary. We wish to make the 
following suggestions; — 

(t) The principle of people’s participation i.e., people contributing 
their share of efforts for the common welfare is sound. But 
in the present foi-m people’s participation is not effective. We 
recommend that peojile’s participation should more often bo 
obtained in tbo form of cash or material and undue emphassis on 
the labour- component of participation should decrease. 

(n) People’s contribution may be in the form of sharing of expenditure 
on schemes by the Panchayat from its own sources. That is to 
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say, people’s indmdual contribution may bo replaced by institu- 
tional contribution. We illustrate our recommendation as follows: — 

A Panchayat Sainiti has been allotted Rs, 8,000/- under the head ‘ddn- 
king water wells’. A well on an average costs, say Rs. 4,000/-. The Pau- 
chayat Samiti further allocates a sum of Rs. 4,000/- to this head from its 
own income, so that the total amount 'available is now Rs. 12,000/-. Now 
the choice before the Panchaj'at Samiti is either to allot 3 wells and 
sanction Rs. 4,000/- for each or to require Panchayats to contribute some 
amount so that larger number of wells could be allotted. If the Panchayats 
contribute an equal amount, 6 wells could be allotted to them. Rs. 2,000/- 
will be granted by the Panchayat Samiti and an equal amount will be con- 
tributed by Panchaj'at. 

(in) Panchaj'-at.and Panchayat Samiti should trj' to raise their own 
^ sources by tax and non-tax methods. Attempts should be made 
to create remunerative assets of permanent value. The efforts 
for raising resources by Panchaj’'at Samiti should reach an 
extent where the necessity of people’s participation from indivi- 
duals is eliminated and people in fact participate in the program- 
me through their collective efforts of raising resources. 

(iv) The compulsion attached to schemes about people’s participation 
as a condition precedent for taking up schemes should bo dispensed 
with and it should be left to the Zila Parishad and Panchayat 
Samitis to lay down the quantum of matching contribution by 
the Panchayat Samiti or Panchaj'at to which the schemes are 
allotted. The option before the Zila Parishad or Panchayat 
Samiti and Panchaj'ats would be either mustering up sufficient 
resources of their own or to limit the development programme 
■within the amounts available from g ’ants. We think, the limited 
funds available to these institutions as gran'ts and the demands 
of the constituent units will encourage them to raise their own 
resources and come forward with their contribution. 

(v) The labour employed at the works should be paid at the rates 
prevalent in the area of the Panchaj'at Samiti. Standard wages 
maj' he prescribed by the Panchayat Samiti in consultation with 
the Executive Engineer. This is considered neccssa-j' to avoid 
exploitation of tlie weaker sections in rural areas. 

13.10. We feel that by re-orientation of the approach to people’s par- 
ticipation on the lines indicated above, it would be possible to secure 
greater contribution from the people. 



CHAPTER XrV 
WEAKER SECTIOISS 


14.1. It is difficult to define weaker sections precisely. The Study 
Group on the Welfare of Weaker Sections in their report have attempted 
a d''scTiptiTe definition and recommended that the following sections of 
the village community should he considered as weaker sections; — ■ 

(i) families who have uneconomic land-holdings; 

(it) landless agricultural labourers, other labourers; 

(lit) village artisans and workers engaged on small crafts, fishermen, 
tanners, tells, potters, basket-makers etc; 

(in) gtoups forced by historical and other reasons to live in backward 
and unproductive regions and not adjusted to modern economic 
life such as Scheduled Tribes; 

(■a) sections of the village community, such as Scheduled Castes, 
who on account of speci.al circumstances are forced to engage 
themselves in hereditary occupations, which are not very re- 
munerative and entail risks in matters of health and sanitation 
and who a~e also subjected to low social status, the “lowliest 
and the lost;’’ 

(I'i) sections who arc weak economically though their social .status 
may bo bigb; 

(rii) women; 

(viii) nomadic tribes living on mendicancy, small trades etc.; 

- (ix) destitutes c.g. widows, orphans, old people, unemployed persons 
,-witb no means of livelihood, phj*sically handicapped, members 
of ox-criminal tribes, etc. 

14.2. This is a very comprehensive definition, and according to this 
description a large majority of the families living in the rural areas will 
Como within the scope of weaker sections. It would be impossible to devise 
any special ameliorative measures for such a largo majority of population. 
3?or our purpo-sf, tberefore, wo would like to limit tlie definition. IVo 
recommend the following sections of the village commiinity may he included 
in the wc.akev sections; — 

(i) Scheduled castes. Scheduled tribes, denotified aud nomadic tribes; 
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' (ii) Families OA^Tiing less than one standard acre of land and • 
having no other permanent occupation; 

{Hi) Landless agricultural labour; 

{iv) Village artisans and workers engaged in small crafts; 

(a) Destitutes, orphans, unemployed and physically handicapped 
persons, without any support or sotirces. 

Magnitude of the Problem 

14.3. In order to identify the weaker sections of the community a 
test of annual income is also necessary to he applied; because in the cate- 
gories enumerated above there are certain families which possess good sources 
of income. We, therefore, recommend that the following ‘Means Test’ sugges- 
ted by the Studj’’ Group on Welfare of Weaker Sections should be applied: — 

(а) Families whose income is less than Rs. 1,000/- a year should be 
treated as the cases of chronic economic backwardness. 

(б) Families whose income is less thanRs. .'500/- a year should be 
ti’eated as cases of chronic economic backwardness deserving 
I)riority. 

(c) Families whose income is lc.ss than Rs. 250/- a j’car should be 
t"eated as destitutes. 

14.4. The Stud^' Groitp had suggested that the entire population of 
Scheduled Tribes and Scheduled Castes should be treated as weaker sections. 
In Rajasthan about 17% population consists of Scheduled Tibes and Sche- 
duled Castes. In the Scheduled Tribes also, a good percentage of families 
own a sizeable land-holding. We feel, therefore, that for the purpose of 
identification of the reallj' backward and weaker section of the community 
the ‘Means Test’ suggested above should be applied to the Scheduled Tribes 
and Scheduled Castes also. 

14.5. There is no reliable data from which it could be ascertained as to 
what is the exact percentage of weaker sections in the community. Hov’ever, 
after limiting the scope of the definition of the weaker sections suggested 
above our broad approximation is that about 30 to 40 percent of the village 
community may constitute weaker sections. There is no doubt that a 
sizeable section of the community remains under-pri%alcged. We feel 
this is the section which suffers most today and needs immediate help 
and attention. 

Steps taken 

14.6. Under the Constitutional Directive as embodied in Article 40 
of the Constitution, the State Government and the Central Government have 
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taken various measures for tlie amelioration of the conditions of weaker 
sections. There is a separate Department called the Social T\'clfarc De- 
partment which deals with their problems. A number of schemes have 
been triiten up with a view to provide assistance to Scheduled Tribes and 
Sehedultd Caste.s. otlicr backward classes and denotified tribc~s. For the 
Schcdnleci Tribes special schemes of economic development have been taken 
up. Under these scheme.s subsidj’ is given for irrigation -wells, installation 
of numping sets and persian wheels, soil-conservation racasure.s, drinking 
^E^fr Metis and housing. The Rural Manpower Projects started in certain 
blocks can be of special assistance to weaker sections. 

14.7. Educational facilities have been provided to weaker sections 
through grant of scholarships and free board and lodging in hostels run by 
the Government and volunt.aiy agencies. For the removal of nntonchahility 
educative publicity is done. ^lixed hostels have been opened where mem- 
bers of backward classes live with other sections of the community. Eor 
denotified t-ibes special rehabilitation schemes have been undertaken. To 
pro%'ide cmplojTuent opportunities training-cum-production centres have 
been organised. Under the social and moral hygiene schemes sponsored 
by the Central Social Welfare Board, Rescue Homes and Shelters ha\-e been 
opened. A good start has been made in respect of probation service. 

14.8. In addition to these measures there is a special provision in the 
Tenancy Act which pro\ridcs for the free allotment of house-sites to the 
Scheduled Tribes and Scheduled Castes and village artisans. Special pre- 
ference is given in the allotment of land to landless agricultural labour and 
to members of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 12i% posts have 
been reson-cd for Scheduled Tribes and Scheduled Cbrstes in various Go- 
vernment services. The provision of co-option in the Pancliayat, Panchayat 
Samiti and Zila Parishad is designed to give representation to weaker 
sections in the Panchajwti Raj institutions. All these measures have made 
some impact towards improving the condition of the weaker sections. But 
due to the vastness of the problem, the impact of all these measures is not 
quite visible. The weaker sections of the community still groan xmder the 
pangs of poverty and misery. 

14.9. Although we tried to find otit through the questionnaire and also 
through the interviews and the discussions we have had with various persons 
we have not been able to know exactly the extent of help which the Pan- 
chayati Raj institutions have extended to the weaker sections. We are of 
the opinion that by and largo the Panebayati Raj institutions have not 
|been able to devote any special attention and render anv significant help 
■ir weaker sections. The Panebayati Raj institutions had their limitations 
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also in this respect. They have vciy little funds fi om their own resources 
and, therefoic, they have hardlj- any capacity to initiate any measures 
on a sizeable scale for welfare of weaker sections. The va’-ious scliemes 
which have been transferred to them are hedged in by te -ms and conditions. 
Tlie nature of these schemes is such that 1)3’^ and large well-to-do sections 
only of the community are able to derive benefits. This is more so in case 
of production pi ogrammes. The State Government accepting some of the 
important recommendations of the Stud3f Group on Welfare of Weaker Sec- 
tions had issued directives that certain funds sliould be earmarked in each 
Pancha3'at Samiti for the welfare of the weaker sections. But despite 
this direction, perhaps, noPanchayat Samiti has eaima’kcd any such funds. 
Due to limited financial resouiccs, this was not possible also. We found 
that in the sanctioning of loans and subsidies 53- fai the la’-ger share has 
gone to the comparative!}' well-to-do sections of the comraunit3' in the 
villages. Under the existing circumstances and limitations, Panchayati 
Raj institutions have not exhibited an3' special solicitude for the welfare of 
the weaker sections of the community. 

Suggestions 

14 . 10 . The State Government have transfererd almost all the activities 
concerned with the agricultural production to the Pancha3'ati Raj insti- 
tutions. We have recommended that Zila Piirishads should be made effec- 
tive and some executive functions should be transferred at that level also. 
With the transfer of a large number of activities, the Panchay^ati Raj institu- 
tions will be dealing with the entire sector of agiicultural production including 
animal husbandry. In the field of education, they' will be dealing with 
education upto the middle standard. We have also recommended that 
activities of the Social Welfare Department should also be transfenod to 
the Panchay'ati Raj institutions. With the transfer of all these activities, 
the strengthening of the Panchay'ats and vitalization of Gram Sabhas, we 
feel that Panchayati Raj institutions will be able to take some effective 
steps for amelioration of the conditions of the weaker sections. But looking 
to the vastness of the problem, we finnly believe that the whole or even the 
larger burden for ameliorating the condition of weaker sections cannot 
be cast on Panchayati Raj institutions alone. The Centre and State Go- 
vernment will have to take special measmres for improving the lot of weaker 
sections. The problem has to be^tackled not only in the economic field but 
also in the social and political fields. The Planning Commission in their 
report of the Third Plan have stressed that the success of the Panchayati 
Raj would be measured in terms of the assistance it is able to provide to 
the economically weaker sections of the village community'. We want to 
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Ftrcss tlial rt liroiiticr porripective and jntf£;rat«1 p’v.gmmnu* irf npoos'ury 
f(.' ihi' Moakei spclions oi tlic coinnninitv. 

14.11. Keeping in %'ie\\ the nrgeiice of Uie pnjbleni of weaker sec- 
tions and the role Panchayati Rij institutions should play in its salulion, 
we make the following recommi-tukuiono:— 

(1) The scheme.-, for the benefit of«‘..ker .seelions .should bo so ori- 
entated that neaker section-, are able to deiive the iiiaxinnijn benefit ottl 
of them. It IS neces-u-\ t > iiberalis - tlie rules and ptocednres for grant of 
loiui^ and subsidies. C it, n e nditsons in re.spect of grants and loans have 
already been libo -alited Imt «< understand they have not been put into 
effect in all cases. The condition of fuvnisliing security for loan.s sliould 
be relaxed in their casc.s. The principle of credit worthy purpo.se, not the 
credit worthy per.son, should he put into pi net ice. 

(2) Loan assistance given for rural housing .should bo exclusively 
utilised for helping weaker .sections. The weaker sections of the communitj' 
live on the periphery of the village and suffer from noutc shortage of 
accommodation. Effective steps should be taken to allot tlicm liouse-sHos. 
If land is not available, the State Govcinraent shotild acquire it and provide 
to the weaker sections so that they arc able to liavc better living space, 

(3) Assistance in form of grant.s and loans should be given to the 
weaker sections in the order of p-.iority based on their economic condition. 
That is to say, amongst tlie weaker sections also those who have le.ss income 
should get prioriU’. 

(4) Greater emphasis should be given to the schemes for development 
of poultrj’, fishery and xiiggery. Special measures shoidd be adopted for 
development of art and trades which are generally followed by the weaker 
sections of the community e.g., tannerj*. 

(5) Weaker sections should he assisted to acquire cattle, sheep 
and goat. Cattle, sheep and goat can become a permanent source of in- 
come for these families. 

(6) A good number of industrial co-ojiorativcs have been organised; in 
rural areas in the State. Slost of these belong to persons of weaker sections 
of the community. Special jirovision should be made to assist these co-ope- 
ratives through advancement of loans and subsidies. Tlicy shotild bo given 
controlled commodities on preferential basis. Marketing facilities for 
.their products should also be organised. 

(7) A large scale programme of organising forest and labour co-, 
operatives should be undertaken. Under a phased programme the agency 
of contractors should be eliminated. The Public Works Department and 
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Forest. Departmoiit should bo made responsible for organising and hciihng 
such. sooiolics. It would be their specific responsibility to ensure that these 
co-operatives succeed. With a view to lieli) these departments, post of 
Assistant Registrar should bo provided in these departments. 

(8) Common facility services in the sphere of agriculture should 
be made available to weaker sections through co-operative societies. 

(9) Processing units of agricultural i>roducts sucli as cotton-ginning, 
hand-pounding df rice and manufacture of Khandsari etc. should bo or- 
ganised on co-operative basis. 

(10) Zila Pa -ishads should be give i adequate special funds which 
should be spent only for the schemes benefiting the weaker sections of the 
community. 

(11) We have recommended in the chapter on Committees that theie 
is no need to form separate committee for weaker sections of the community. 
The committee on Administration and Finances in the Zila Parishad and 
Panchayat Samiti should have a special responsibility to ensure that weaker 
sections of the commimity get adequate assistance from the Pauehayati 
Raj Institutions. 

• (12) The State Government have already taken a decision that taccavi 
loans should be advanced for the purchase of shares in co-oi)orative societies. 
This is a good measure which would enable weaker sections of the com- 
munity not only to be members of the co-operative societies but also to 
increase their share capital. A substantial amouiA should bo provided 
under this head. 

(13) Following steps should be taken to provide them facilities of 
education: — 

(a) Free books and slates should be given to the children of the 
weaker sections. 

(h) Hostel facilities should be provided on extensive scale with free 
boarding and lodging arrangements. 

(c) Scholarships should be given to deserving students of weaker 
sections to study in higher classes and stay in college hostels, 

(14) The allotment of land to members of weaker sections should be 
backed by adequate financial assistance for purchase of bullocks, reclamation 
of land, soil-conservation measures and irrigation wells. It is suggested 
that an . integrated scheme of loans should bo prc])arcd under AVhich the 
cultivator is given complete assistance to make his land profitable. It 
has been scon that in the absence of adequate facilities and loan a.ssistauce, the 
lands allotted to weaker sections remain unutilised by them. It should be 
seen that they are able to derive full benefits fi-om the lauds allotted to them 
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(i.l) Ficklt. of wak('f sod tons diotild ho M'leoifc! for flciuomtiwiUnis 
by Uio I \U'nsiou staff. 

(Hi) Spi'cial ti.vining facilities should he piovidod to weaker sL'ctiona 
so as to huikl up a cadre for uiaUvigiug the ea-opciativc societies. 

(17) Theio should be p‘'riodieal cv.dii.itu'ti of the impact of u-clfaie 
mcasuics on the ucakor .setiiotis and the schemes and i)U)gra)niue.s .should 
he modified m tlie light of evaluation. 

(18) Zita faiishads should have .i .special respoiisibitily to impiove the 
lot of \\c.drcr sections. 

(10) Weaker sections .should he exempted ftviu ji.iying contiiiruUioiis 
m sehemcs which retpiiie p -oplo's p v.-t icipat ion. 



CHAPTER XV 


PANCHAYATI RAJ FINANCES 

15.1. We hare in the first Cliaptcrof our Repo t indicated that the 
J’anchayati Raj Institutions arc to develop as units of local government. 
They vrili also discharge agency functions on behalf of the State Government 
Tlirougli the process of evo’ution Panchayati Raj Institutions have taken 
over the activities of the former Communitj- Development Blocks. A 
number of actinties wliieh were performed by the development depart- 
ments have been transferred to Panchayati Raj Insti^tions. We have 
also indicated in the previous Chapters that the sphere of activities of the 
Panchayati Raj Institutions vill progrcssivc! 5 ^ increase. 

15.2. It is widely recognised that the success of the local governing 
units depends to a considerable extent on their financial re.sources and 
strength. No institution can prove effective and useful if it does not possess 
adequate financial resources to carry out its functions. It is also recog- 
nised that the finances of local governing institutions have to be pro- 
vided through Government grants and loans in considerable proportions. 

15.3. Though a sizeable portion of the financial resources of the local 
governing institutions hare neces3aril5' to come from the Government 
it is necessary that these" institutions also raise their own resources tlirough 
different methods in order to have a sense of achievement and self- 
reliance. Besides, the idea of autonomy in local government will get 
further strength when the institutions have considerable income of their 
own in resiicct of which tho,y would enjoy larger discretion. The resourec.s 
of the State and the Centre are limited. The local government institutions 
have, therefore, to make concerted efforts to augment the funds that are 
placed at their disjjo.sal from the State Government through ta.v and non- 
tax measures. 

15.4. The Committee on Panchayati Raj Finances (Santhanam Com- 
mittee) appointed by the Un'on Ministry of Community Development and 
Co-operation which submitted its report at the end of 1063 has gone into the 
question of resoxirccs of Panchayati Raj Institutions. The Committee 
has made a number of useful and important recommendations. We are 
generall 3 ’ in agreement with "the recommendations of the Santhanam Com- 
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niitfpo ns rcpnnL® tlip bnsip npproadi. We linre kept tbo?e 

in view while making our rccommendnlions for financial stnictnr<' nf Pan- 

cliayati Raj Institutions in Rajasthan. 

Present Financial Strnctnre 

15.5. Zila Parishad, not being an exocnlive hwly has very limited 
resources at pre.sent. The income of the Zila Parishad according to the 
Rajasthan Panchayat Saniitis and Zila Parishads Act at present condsts

15.G. Under the existing provisions of law, the rcsourec.s of the 
Panchayat Samit i.« consist of the following: 

(i) Income accruing from taxes and fec.s; 

(ii) Income from sale of properties: 

(iii) Income from bone-contracts: 

(iv) Donations and contributions from the public; 

(v) Government grants for the liabilities transferred by various 

development departments; 

(vi) Annual nd-’ioc grants; 

(vii) 25 Paiw per head of population of the Panehay.at tc.amiti area 

as ^harc of land revenue. 

(viii) Matching grants for schemes transferred; and 

(ix) Loans advanced by the State. 

15.7. The Panchayat Samitis have powers to r.iisc loans, but so far 
no Panchayat Samiti has used this power. 

15.8. In the Third Five Tear Plan the State Government made 
a provision of Es. 4 crores to be used by the Panchayat Samitis at their 
discretion under the head ‘Free Fund'. The main condition of the grant was 
that 60% was to be contributed by the Panebayat Samiti and 40"^, bv the 
State Government. Two-third of this grant was to be tised on piro- 
ductivo schemes and one-third on social amenities programmes. It was 
further laid dotvn that if Panchayat Samitis took np only one or more of 
the transferred schemes under tliis grant and not the new schemes, the 
Panchayat Samitis contribution would be 75% instead of C0“i,. ' The

15.14. Under the prc.«eTit inwasions, the two instUulion.s nb the block 
and village level viz.. Panchavni Sainhi and Pancbayal have powers 
to impose taxes. Zila parifhad does not have any powens of taxation. 

15.15. Powers of taxation at present both at the Panchayat and the 
Panchayat Snniiti level arc optional. Ko tax has been made compnlsorj’. 

■15.16. A Panchayat can levy tlic following taxe.s rh., 


(i) Tax on hiiiklinge (Ilotise Ta.x); 

(ii) Octroi on animals or goods or h.olh; 

{Hi) Vehicle lax except for those vehicles which arc used for culti- 
vation; 

{iv) Pilgrim tax 

Vo) Tax on atrangvug supply of drinking water; 

(vi) Tax on connncrcial crops; and 

[vii) Any other lax, which the Slate Legislature has powers to impose, 

with the previous sanction of the Government. 


15.17. A Paiicliayat may also impo.se a special tax on adult innlo 
nioiiihcrs of the Panchayat area for the construction of any public work 
of general utility. 


15.18. A kuiichayat Saiuiti has powers to impose and levy following 
taxes: — 

(j) A tax payable on the. rent payable or received by tho land-holder 
for the use or occupation of land or on the assumed rental value 
of land at the rate of 5 Paise per rupee; 

{ii) A tax on trades, calliugs, professious and industries; 

{Hi) A primary cducation-ccss; and 
{iv) A tax on fairs. 

15.19. As imposition. of ta.\cs by the Panchayat or Panchayat Sainiti 
is not compulsory, th'.so .institutions have been generally found to bo 
reluctant to imp,jsc taxes. The main reason of tliis roluclaucc in respect 
of taxation on the part of the Panchayats and Panchavat Samibis appears 
to be ncarn bs to the oloctorato. The offico-hcarors of th sc institutions 
hesitate to impose taxes for fear of displeasing the voters. Another reason 
which can bo assigned for resistance of tho people to fre-.h taxation by tho 
local bodies is lack of efforts to liiilv up benefits to the taxes imposed. 
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Taxation is obviously an impleasant task and ordinarily people do not 
react to it favourably. If, however, people come to knov' that thoj^ will 
receive direct^ projiortional benefits from the taxes, resistance to taxation 
is considerablj' reduced. 

15.20. In order to find a way oilt to the hesitation of Panchayats 
and Panchayat Samitis to levj’’ taxes, we are of the opinion that certain 
taxes should be made compulsory' or the powers of taxation should be at a 
remote level. During the course of our visits and interviews s jme of the 
Sarpanchas and Pradhans told us frankly that it would be desirable to 
make cerlain taxes compulsory'. This would on the one hand ensure a 
minimum income to the Panchayat and Panchay'at Samiti and on the 
other hand remove their hesitation about imposing taxes. It will also 
introduce an element of miifurmity in respect of all areas. When Ihcro 
is no uniformity', the Panchay'ats or Panchayat Samitis whicli lake inilial- 
tivc got into disfavour uith the general public because (he people in those 
Panchayat Samitis and Panchayats advance the general argument that no 
such taxes have been imposed in the neighbouring areas. 

15.21. So far about 1100 Panchayats out of 7391 Panchay'ats have 
levied taxes. Panchay'ats in different districts have levied house tax and 
vehicle tax. Pilgrim tax has been levied in some Panchay'at Samitis where 
there was scope for such a tax. Some of the bigger Panchayats have 
levied octroi also. The income of Panchay’ats from taxes levied by them 
during the year 1901-62 is shmvn in Appendix XXX in respect of 5 districts. 
Total income of Panchay'ats from different sources during the year 1961-62 
is given in Appendix XXXI. 

15.22. Out of 232 Panchayat Samitis, ISO Panchayat Samitis had 
imposed some kind of taxes by the end of March, 1964. The income esti- 
mated from these taxes was over Bs. 42 lacs. The comparative jiosition 
about imposition of taxes since 1960-61 is given in a statement at Appendix 
XXXII. It Avould appear from the statement that 159 Panchayat 
Samitis have imposed the cess on land revenue. There are 26 Panchayat 
Samitis which have imposed primal'y education cess and 78 Panchayat 
Samitis which have imposed tax on trades and professions. 104 Pancha- 
yat Samitis have imposed only one tax. 53 Panchayat Samitis have imiiosed 
two taxes, 16 Panchay'at Samitis have imposed 3 taxes and there are only' 

7 Panchayat Samitis which have irajmsed 4 taxes. There are .52 Panchayat 
Samitis which have not levied any tax. 

15.23. Cess on land revenue seems to be the most popular tax imposed 
so far by the Panchayat Samitis. This is because of the fact that out of

15.26. In the new set-up, we have recommended t bat aU the U rce 
mstitutiona viz. Panehayat, Panchayat Sam.ti and Zila Parishad 
wdl have eseoutive functions. These institutmus should, therefore, have 

some resources of then own bes.des the Goventment gnmts and asaign- 

incnts of income. We, therefore, i-ecommeud that all the three mstitn- 
tions should enjoy powers of taxation in the prescribed spheres. The 
considerations which tte have ttiken into account while prescribing the 
Si.hcre of taxation of Panchayat, Panchayat Samiti and Zila Par.shad 
are the nature of the tax, estimated income therefrom method of assessment 
and realisation. Our criterion is that a tax wliich is of local importance 
and of simple nature should remain at Panchayat level while taxes of wider 


impact requiring comparatively elaborate arrangements in respect of assess- 
ment should go to higher level. Another criterion in allocating the spheres 
of taxes is that taxes yielding larger income should be at a hieher level 
so that the income derived is distributed equitably in the area. Keeping 
these considerations in view we recommend follouing taxes for the different 
Pauchayati Raj Institutions. 


(1) House Tax . — ^House lax should bo imposed by the Panehajails, 
being of local importance. The Commilteo on Panchayati Raj Pinancc' 
has recommended that House Tax should be made compulsorv. Wo agree 
with the arguments advanced by the Committee, but in view of the 
widely varymg economic conditions and standard of construction we do 
not tlunk it appropriate to make it compulsorv. 
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, Tlie .House Tax should be levied on the capital value of the 
house. The minimum and maximum rates of house tax should bo prescri- 
bed. We recommend adoption of the follondng scale for house tax: —

There need not be any exemption to the house tax once it is imposed 
by a Panchayat. The minimum rates prescribed are considerably low and 
we think, it would nob involve any difficulty to the house onmers. 


In case of Nagar Panchayats wo recommend that house tax should bo 
compulsory and the rates of house tax may be higher than that the rates 
applicable to Gram Panchayats witliin the maximum prescribjd in tho 
above schedule. 

(2) Octroi : — Octroi is generally considered to be a regressive lax. 
At present Panchayats in Rajasthan have jjowers to impose octroi tax and 
some of the Panchayats derive appreciable income from octroi. We re- 
commend that the power to impose and levy octroi should bo given only 
to Nagar Panchayats. In case of Gram Panchayats wc do not consider it 
advisable to give the irowers of octroi. In fact in most of the Gram Pan- 
chayats, octroi will not be a significantly profitable source of income. 
Even in case of Nagar Panchayats octroi should be- optional and where it 
is levied, certain commodities viz., salt, gur, kerosene-oil and goods brought 
by consumers for their domestic consumption should be exempted from 
octroi. 

' -(3) Tax on Fairs and Markets : — ^Fairs and markets should be classified 
between Panchayats, Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads according to 
the volume of congregation, sphere of influence, volxune of tran.sactioDS 
and the estimated income. The Panchayat, Panchayat Samiti or Zila. 
Parishad should have ijowcm to impose lax on the fairs and markets acconl- 
ing to tho classification thereof. In case of Panchaj^at fairs and markets. 
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the incoBie from the lax imposed should belong lo the Panchayat itself 
but in case of fairs and markets classified ns Panchayat Snmiti or Ziln Pari- 
shad fairs, the proceeds from taxes imposed sliould bo sliarcd between the 
three institutions ns suggested in the subsequent paragrapli. At present 
power of classification of fairs is given to the Ziln Parishads. Zila Pari- 
shads felt considerable difficulty in discharging this function and in 
most eases appeals come to the State Government. Tlio power of classifi- 
cation of fairs should, therefore, vest in the State Government. 


(4) Pilgrims Pfar:— Pilgrimage centres arc located in different 
places and they attract large number of people cveiy year from far and 
near. There arc many pilgrimage centres which though located in a parti- 
cular Panchayat circle draw their pilgrims from distant areas. It would, 
therefore, be desirable to classify the pilgrimage centres also between the 
Panchayat. Pandiayat Samiti and the Zila Parishad according to the number 
of p. ^mis visiting the centre every year. The imposition of pilgrims tax

The procedure for assessment of tax should be laid down under 
the Rules and should be simple. 

( 7 ) Entertainment Taxi — ^At present the Pancha3^at Samitis liavo 
powers to collect entertaizimenl tax under the Rajasthan Entertainment 
Tax Act but the provisions have not been utilised in most of the cases due 
to the ambiguit3'' of rules and procedure. We recommend that Entertain- 
ment tax should be compulsory tax and should be levied 63' the Pancha3’'at 
Samitis at the I’ates and according to the provisions similar to those contained 
in the Rajasthan Entertainment Tax Act and the rules framed thereunder. 
It is suggested Chat the relevant provisions and Rules and of the Rajasthan 
Entertainment Act should be reproduced as a part of the Pancha3'ati Raj 
Legislation. 

(8) Surcharge on Stamp Duff/t-rSurcharge on stamp duty ma3' be 
levied b3’^ a Panchayat Samiti or Zila Parishad at a rate not exceeding 5 % 
of the value of the property. The surcharge .<?hou]d be icalised vith the 
Government Stamp Dut3' by" the registering authorit3' and credited to the 
Panchayat Samiti/Zila Parishad. 

( 9 ) Tax on commercial crops '. — ^At present the powers to impose tax 
on commercial crops is enjoyed by^ the Panchayats. It has, however, been 
observed in p.’actice that ver3'' few Pancha5’’ats have levied this tax. Com- 
mercial croijs give good leturns to the cultivator and they con, therefore, 
afford to pay some tax for the benefit of the community. We, therefore, 
suggest that powers of lev3dng tax on commercial crops may be given to the 
Panchayat Samiti? and Zila Parishad on the basis of acreage under such 
crops. The crops which ma3' be subject to the tax should include sugarcane, 
oilseeds, cotton, zeera,.samif^ and chillies etc. Fruits and vegetables should 
not be taxed imder this provision. 

Sharing,of Taxes 

15 . 27 .. At present there is no provision for sharing of taxes between the 
Panchayati Raj Institutions. We feel that if taxes are shared between these 
bodies, there will be greater tax effort. We make the following suggestions 
in this connection: — 

(i) Where the tax is levied by the Pancha3'at, the proceeds should 
go entirely to the Pancha3'at. 

(ii) .‘Wliere taxes are levied by the Pancha3^at Samitis, the proceeds 
sho\ild be shared between the Panchayat Samiti and the Pan- 
cha5'at in the proportion of 75 : 25 . 
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(in) In respect of taxon levied by tbo Zila Parislmd, Ibo proceeds 
sboiild bo divisible between the three institutions vh. Zila Pari- 
shad, Panchayat Sainiti & Paiicbayat in proportion of '}0;30:30. 

Tinierc taxes arc sbaiod by the higher institution with lower institutions, 
the division amongst the .lower institution themselves should be on the 
basis of poimlatlon 

Education Cess 

15.28, The Pauehayat Samitis at present can lo%'y education cess. 
Tliero arc '20 Panchayat Samitis at present which have impo.scd education 
cess. An argument which has been advanced against education cess is that 
it runs counter to the primary responsibility of the Stale to provide free 
primary education. It cannot bo disputed that the responsibility ' for 
providing free primary education rests w'illi the Government and that Go- 
vernment has to provide funds to these institutions for the purpose. The 
sphere of education, however, is so vast that our efforts for education of 
the masses are bound to be limited in view of the scanty resources. After 
providing minimum necessary funds by the Government for primary and 
middle schools, there is a number of items which require additional finances 
c.g., provision of equipment, recreation facilities, midday meals ole. These 
requirements could bo conveniently met if local efforts arc mobilised. 
Therefore, we think education cess is an appropriate step. The Middle 
schools now will bo transferred to Zila Parishad. Wo, therefore, recommend 
that Education Cess sliould bo Icvi.ablo by Panchayat Samiti or Zila Parishad. 
The minimum and maximum rate of education cess should be as follows 
in respect of families falling in different income groups;

Realisation o! Taxes 

16.38. A disquieting feature about the taxes imposed is the slow 
progress of recovery of taxes. From llic statement at Appendix XXXII 
We find that actual realisation of ta.xes imposed by the Pancliayat Samitis 
is about 50% only. Though infomiation could not be made available to 
us about the imposition and realisation of taxes by Pandiayats, wc are given 
to understand that the position of recovery of taxes in case of Pancliayat is 
still worse. The machinery of recover5’ of taxes of Panchaj-at Samiti is 
the revenue agency, wliilc the Pandiayats had to collect their own taxes. 
The reason for slow recovery of taxes are as follows; — 

1. People in general rc-act unfavourably to taxes, specially when 
taxes are not visibly linked to benefits provided. 

2. In many c.aso3 taxes have been wrongly assessed which has re.snltcd 
in delay in their realisation. 

3. The revenue officials have not taken- interest in the iccovery of 
taxes of Pancliayat SamiHs. 

4. Tlie Pancliayat had .so far no machinery of collection, though 

it lias powers of attachment and sale. Tlie Pandiaj-ats either 
hesitated to use their powers or could not use them for want of 
support from revenue and - police agency. 

15.39. Steps have to he taken to ensure full recovery of the taxes im- 
posed. There will he no difficulty in realisation of surcharge on stamp

duty and the ccss on land revenue, as they -will be collected with the Govern- 
ment demand, but effective measures will have to bo adopted in respect 
of other taxes. One of the reasons why revenue officials did not take interest 
in the recovery of Panchaynt Samiti dues was'that no remuneration was 
proscribed to be given to them. We understand, Government Jiavc already 
issued instructions for allowing n commission of 2% on the collection of 
current demand made by revenue Patwari. The collection of taxes of the 
Panchayat has also been entrusted to the Patwari according to instructions 
issued recently. This is a measure in the right direction and will help the 
process of rccovcrj'. Pevenue machinery is the best ngenej’ for the pur- 
pose of collection of taxes imjiosed by all the three institutions. Collec- 
tion of octroi, tax bn fairs and markets and jiilgrim tax should be made 
by the agency of the institution imposing such tax. 

15.40. - With a view to' encourage tax payers to paj' up the tax-demand 
in time, we recommend that a sj'stem of cither levying a surcliarge of at 
least 5% on those who pay the tax after a certain time limit or allowing a 
rebate of 5% to those who paj' up the demand within the prescribed limit 
should be introduced. The latter alternative will be more appropriate. 

15.41. Our recommendation in the following para about matching 
grants for taxes actually collected will prove very effective in stepping up 
realisation of taxes. 

Matching grants for Taxes 

15.42. In order to provide incentive to these institutions for imposi- 
tion of taxes and for ensuring better realisation of the taxes imposed, the 
State Government should give matching grants at the rate of 25% on the 
amount actually realised from the current demand of all optional taxes and 
on ccss on land revenue at the increased rate over and above the 
compulsory minimum of 5%. 

Special. ’Levies 

T5.43. A Panchayat 'should have powers to make special levies for 
construction or repairs of worlts of general utility as provided at present 
under section '65 of the Hajasthan Panchayat Act, 1953. Recourse to 
such levy may become necessary now in view of our recommendations about 
people’s contribution for schemes. 

Fees and Fines 

'15.44. The Panchayat at present has powers to levy tax on drinking 

water supply and special taxdor construction of public utility works. Levies 

which are imposed for certain services rendered are in the nature of fees.

15.47. The fees levivble by .v Puuch.iyat Samiti or Zila Parisb.ad 
will bavc to be limited. Such fees can be only in u sped of appeals and 
applications submitted to these bodins 


NoU'tas Revenues 

15.48. The scope of t.axation a.s a means of raising rc.-onic(v i.s e.s.-enlt' 
ally limiti d. It i.-, theiefoie, veiy nccess,ary to develop non-tax re.-otirtt;S 
of the Panchayali Raj institutions. The Panchayat.s, I’anehayat 
Samitis and Zita Parishad.s should be encouraged and helped to develop 
non-tax avenues. Thqsc institutions should be provided faeililios for 
creating remunerative .assets yielding regular income. 

15.49. We suggest the following' measures for developing non-tax 
1 esources of the Paiichaj-ati Raj institutions. 

(1) Sale of Abadi land-. — ^Aba-li lands already vc.st in the Panchayat.s. 
Some of the Panohayats liavc made handsome income from sale of ahadi 
site? according to a dofinito plan. There are, however, many Panohayats 
whiclXhave disposed of abadi lands at verj- nominal pricc.s even when the 
"pt-MM ol^idenlial sites in the neighbouring areas range very high. It 
is iwcossary\hat sdo of abadi land is regulated according to a definite 
plan.' An effoi'^should be made to have master plans of all the villages. 
Actually some wo?^ has already boon done in this direction. Services 
of the Overseer or .^istant Engineer should be made available by the 
Panehayat Samiti or Imta Parishad to the Panehayat on request. Tlie pro 
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ccecls of sale of abadi land which form capital income of a Pachaj-al should 
not be frittered an’ay on incurring expenditure. Tliey should instead be 
nsed for building up some remunerative assets e.g, construction of roads 
or culverts etc. Rules should be made regulating the utilisation of capita! 
icceipts from sale of abadi laud. 

(2) Cafflc povnds. — Cattle pound and income thercfi cm have already 
been transferred to Pauohayals in the Stale. All the Panchayats have (heir 
cattle pounds and derive income from it. Complaints have been received in 
some cases about irrcgulai'ities in the management and maintenance of 
record and accounts of cattle pounds. Steps should be taken to make the 
inspection and supendsion more effective. 

(3) Income from agricvJinral land. — ^Most of the Panchayats in the 
State liave been allotted 10 acres of agricultural land. The Paiicliayats which 
have not been allotted latrd so far, should be allotted land without delay. 
Some of the Paiichaj^ats have put this land to good use and have dci ived 
income from it, but majority of the Panclrayats have stdl to develop this 
important source of revenue. We recommend tiiat whereve land is avail- 
able, more land^ say, up to 15 acres, should be allotted. Special assistance 
should be given by the Government to develop this land. 

(4) Fisheries in ponds and tanks. — Leasing ( f ponds and tanks, 
wherever they exist, forms a good source of income to Panchayats. 

(5) Income from grazing lands. — Tlie Panchayats are entitled to 
income from the natural growth of pasture lands declarjd as such. Pan- 
chayats can develop pasture lands and can get income from tlie sile of 
natural produce, from primings of trees etc. 

(6) TJncullurable un-occupied lands. — ^At present all pathwai’s in the 
village and fields have been transferred to Panchayats; but unculturable 
waste lands have not been transferred so far. We recommend that all 
unculturable unoccupied lands (Gliair Mumkin) should be transferred to 
Panchayats and they should be entitled to income of trees and natural 
produce in such land. The Panchayats should also have a right to on 
doAvn trees for fuel or timber from sucli unoccupud waste lands and pasture 
lands. Rules may, of course, be framed for regulating the cutting of trees. 
Such a right conferred on the Panchayats vill encourage them to grow 
more trees on waste lands. 

For the present we do not recommend transfer of unreserved forests 
and unoccupied cultiirable lands to Panchayats. But Panchayats should 
be helped to undertake plantation of forests on sJected pieces of land. 
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They should bo liberally subsidised in this activity and proper guidance- 
and assistance should also be made available to them. 

(7) liennincralivc assets ami services. — I’he Pnncha 3 -ats, Pancliayat- 
Samitis and Zila Paiishads have powers to omi property. Tlioy should 
vithin their resources, be helped to own remunerative assets o.g. shops, 
markets, hotels, cinrmr:-housc.s, tractors, trucks, threshers, winno-ners- 
etc. Some of the Panchayats and Pancliayat Samitis in Rajasthan have 
creat d permanent or semi-permanent sources of income by building shops 
and purchasing tractors and comprc.sscrs. If a Panchaj'ot or Pancliayat 
Samiti owns a tractor or any other agricultural machine, it provides a -wel- 
come service to the people besides being a .source of income to the institu- 
tions. 


(8) Bone Conlrucls. — Bone collection contracts constitute an impor- 
tant source of income to Panehaj-at Samitis. Where the bid for collection 
contract is not adequate, the Panchaj'at Samiti may make i‘s own arrange- 
ments for bone collection and disposal. 

(9) Profitable vocations and small .scale umlcrlalnngs. — Tlie Pauohnyati' 
Raj Institutions, specially the Pancliayat Samitis and Zila Parishads, should 
be permitted and helped to engage in non-speculative small scale business 
and ind' strial undertating,. The e.vamples of such undertakings are plying 
of buses on routes, setting up of bone-crushing factory', rice pounding mill, 
flour-mill, oil-mill, brick-kilns etc. The Zila Parishad may take up even 
bigger medium size undertakings. The Panchayati Raj Institutions should 
develop public sector in the rural areas. 

(10) Laijing of fruit orchards and vejel'ible /arms.— The Pancliayat 
and Panchaj’at Samiti can develop fruit orchards and vegetable farms. 
This can prove an important source of revenue in case of Panchajmts and 
Pancliayat Samitis near the big cities and tomis. 

Scheme oi Grants and Loans 

15.50. Under the present financial pattern, grants and loans are given 
to the Pancliayat Samitis under Community Development and rSTational 
Extension Service and other Heads to be spent acco'rding to the prescrib.d 
terms and conditions. Funds transfcixed to Zila Parishads relate to esta- 
blishment cost and allowance to the Pramuldi. Appendix XXXtH shows 
the amounts actually transferred to the Personal Deposit Account of Pan- 
chaj'at Samitis and Zila Parishads during the last three years under different 
heads. The grant-in-aid given to the Panchayats comes to Rs. 36 lacs" 
annualh'.

15.52. The above tabic reveals that the State Government spends 
more than one-sixth of its total revenue tlrrough Pancha 3 ’’ati Raj Institu- 
tions. 


15.53. Tiie present system of grants and loans to Panchayat Samitis 
suffers from the following demerits: — 

(1) Funds transferred are mostly earmarked for specific schemes and 
practically no discretion is left to the institution viz; the Panchayat 
Samiti in respect of utilisation of gran's and loans. There is some 
latitude allowed to Panchayat Samitis in respect of use of Comm'tT 
nity Development fimds, but that too is hedged in by so many 
conditions. In respect of other transferred schemes the Panchayat 
Samitis hardly have any discretion. 

(2) Tins rigidity in respect of allotment and utilisation of funds due 

to lack of discretion to make reappropriations according to local 
needs and condit'ons has marred the initiative of the institutions. 
It has often led to the situation where Panchayat Samitis have 
unutilised funds under one head despite deficits or demands under 
other heads. The balance in Personal Deposit Accounts of 
Pancha 3 'at Samitis are tying unutilised thus immobilising the 
scarce resources which should be put to the best use. 

(3) The present financial scheme of loans and grants does not 1 ’ave 

any scope for planning at the lower levels. When Panchayat 
Samitis cannot use funds transferred to them according to the 
local conditions and requirements, the process of planning becomes 
unreal. Tlie process of planning from below can become real 
only if the local institutions have freedom to utilise the grants

15.67. Specific grants and specific loans wall be allotted by the Stato 
Departments from the departmental budget. There should, howev’cr, bo 
objective cii er.a ftr allotmcit of these grants and loans. AYc suggest 
that allotment of specific grants and loans should bo decided by a '■ 
committee consisting of the Development Commissioner as Chairman and 
the Head of the Department concerned. Deputy Secretary, Planning and. 
Joint Development Commissioner as members. 

Education Grant 

15.68. Education is the primary responsibility of the Government. 
With the transfer of Middle Schools to the Panebayati Raj Sector, the State 
■utII be fulfilling its responsibibty of elementary education through the local 
government institutions. iJvjrill bo readily appreciated that a certain mim- 
' mum uniform provision for education is necessary in respect of all areas of 
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(ho State irrespective of the difference of general economic devolopmont. 
Tlris uniformity can be achieved by either ]?er pupil or per capita allotment 
of funds. For education per pupil allotment of funds is ohviouslj'- an appro- 
priate method, but it suffers from the drawback that ensuring of accurate 
returns about admission and attendance in the rural schools is very difficult. 
Attendance in rural schools also varies widely in different seasons. We 
understand, a separate Committee on Priraar 3 ' Education is going into the 
subject in detail. We would, therefore, not go into tiie details of working 
out the per capita grant and would liice to give our broad recommendations 
as follows: — 

1. All Panehayat Samitis and Zila Parishads should be given a uniform 

grant for education for Primarj’ and Sliddle Schools respectively, 
on per capita basis. 

2. The education grant should be utilised bv the Pancha 5 'at Samitis 

and Zila Parishads for meeting tlie pa\' and allowances of teachers 
and other expenses. In respect of other expenses, maximum limit 
per school should be laid down in case of newl}’ opened and 
old schools. The expenditure on non-teacher costs over and 
above the maximum laid down, should bo met b}’ the Panehayat, 
Panchaj^at Saniiti or Zila Parishad themselves. 

3. Wliere the actual expenditure on education is already liigher than 

the per capita grant, additional grant should be provided to make- 
up the deficit. Where the actual expenditure reached is lower 
than per capita gi'ant, the Panciiayat Samiti or Zila Pari.shad 
will be free to increase the enrolment or number of schools within 
the grant provided. 

4. In addition to per capita grant, for expansion purposes per pupil 

grant may be given. The Committee on PrimarA- Education is 
making detailed recommendations in tliis behalf. 

Loan Finance to Panohayati Raj Bodies 

15.69. Wc have recommended that Pancha 3 'ati Raj bodies should be 
empowered to undertake non-speculative small-scale business or industrial 
undertakings. Tiiese institutions have also to provide certain b.asic uth^’* 
to the people. For this purpo'e these institutions wdl require la.j- 
which ordinarily will bo beyond ordinary capacity of Panebayati 
It is, therefore, necessary that loan finance is available to tliese I 
sides, empowering them to raise theu own loans Governm,.

4. Settine-up small-scale business or industrial luiits e.g. flour mills, 

oil-mills, hone-cnishing factories, rice-pounding mills saw mills etc. 

t 

5. Acquisition and maintenance of bore-well units, blasting-units etc. 

15.70. The Govemment should ensure proper and efficient utilisation 
of the loans granted. Expert advice and guidance for fulfilling the purpose 
for which loan has been granted should also be ensured, 

15.71. At present the Panchayat Samiti has powers to raise loans. 
In the new pattern we. recommend that the three institutions rk., Pancha- 
yat, Panchayat Samiti and Zila Parishad should have powers to raise loans 
after previous approval of the Government. The State Government should 
guarantee the loans floated by Panchayati P.aj bodies and should also en- 
sure their proper utilisation by providing techm’cal assistance and superrision 
and arrangements for their redemption. 

15.(2. In devising the financial pattern recommended above we have 
been guided by considerations of uniformity, certainty, simplicitv and allow- 
ing a c-c-rtain measure of discretion to local institutions. A summary of the 
financial pattern recommended is given in Appendix XXXVII. 



CHAPTER XVI 

BUDGETING AND ACCOUNTING 

16.1. Proper system of budgeting and accounting is vcr 3 >- important 
for the smooth and successful fiuictioniug of Panchayati Raj Institutions. 
The procedure of budgeting and accounting should be simple and fool- 
proof. A complicated and difficult sj’^stem, it has been seen, leads to several 
complications and at times lands the official and non-official functionaries 
into trouble. In the last Chapter, vcc have recommended a uniform system 
of grants and loans. This should make the accounting and budgeting both 
simple and meaningful. 

Present System 

16.S. Before making our suggestions about the procedure of budgeting 
and accounting it would bo worthwhile to narrate in brief the present S 3 ’stem. 

16.3. Consequent upon the introduction of Panchayati Raj in the 
State, the existing system of budgeting and accoimting in the Development 
Blocks and at the State level was suitably modified to suit the need® of the 
Panchayati Raj Institutions. The s^-slom devised uas conditioned to a 
large extent by the sj'stem of financial allocations in the shape of grants 
and loans from the State Government. In the three-tier set-up of Pancha- 
yati Raj in Rajasthan, the Panchayat Samiti is the principal executive 
institution. It is, therefore, natural that the needs of Panchayat Samitis 
have received the greatest attention and the present sj^stem of budgeting 
and accounting mostly relates to the Pancha 3 ’'at Samitis. 

16.4. The provisions about budgeting and accounting in respect of 
Panchayats are contained in sections 63 to 68 of the Rajasthan Panchaj^at 
Act, 1953 and rules 289 to 317 of the Rajasthan Pancha 3 'at and Nya 3 'a 
Panchayat (General) Rules, 1961. Provisions about budgeting and account- 
ing in respect of Pancha 3 'at Samitis and Zila Parishads arc embodied in 
sections 34 to 38 and 62 to 65 of the Rajasthan Panchayat Samitis and Zila 
Parishads Act, 1959 and the Rajasthan Panchajmt Samitis and Zila ParU 
shads (Financial, Accounts and Budget) Rules, 1959. 

16.5. The procedure of budgeting and accounting in respect of the 
three institutions viz., Pancha 3 'at, Panchayat Samiti and Zila Parishad is 

. described in the folloydng paragraphs. 
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Paneliayat 

16.6. There has to be established and maintained a fund 
the Panchayat Fund for each Paneliayat. Ml moneys received by i 
Panchayat by nay of grant.«, loans, taxes, fcc«, fines, income from o ‘ 
sources and contributions etc. have to be irediied to the Panchayat on. 
lYithdraivals from the Panchayat Fund arc made for making paj nicnt 
the charges and expenses iucidental to the nutters relatmg to functions 
Paiichayats. 

16.7. The Panchayat Fund has to be lodged in the Government 
Treasury or Suh-Trea=urv or in a Post Office Savings Hank or a Scheduled 
Bank, approvctl by the State Govenimeiit. Tlic Sarjianch of the Panchayat 
can keep rrith him an amoimt up to Rs. ioO/- in cash. 

16.8. The Panchayat has to prepare an animal budget of its estimated 
receipts and expenditure for the financial year and submit it to the Pancha- 
yat Samiti for approval. The Paneliayat Samiti sanctions the budget of the 
Panchayat after scrutiny and with such modifications as"may be deemed 
necessary. Tlie Paneliayat can incur expenditure only to the extent it is 
provided in the sanctioned budget. ;No expenditure which is not provided 
in the sanctioned budget can ho incurred by the Panchayat without previous 
sanction of the Panchayat Samiti. Following time schedule has been laid 
down to be adhered to strictly in the preparation and scnitiny of the budget 
estimates of Panchayats: —

^ accordance with the provisions of Rajasthan Local Fund Audit Act, 1954 
d Rajasthan Local Fund Audit Rules, 1955. In addition to this, Aocoim- 
■nt General, Rajasthan may also conduct a test audit of these bodies. 

16.28. The audit report is required to be attended to promptly and a 
omplianee report has to be submitted with the least possible delay. The 
district Development Officer to whom a copy of the audit report of the 
Panchayat -Samiti is sent, has to see that the irregularities pointed out in 
audit are promptly attended 'to and rectified. 

16.29. The controlling authority (i. e. tlie Development Oommisrioner) 

I •may after considering the recommendations of the Examiner, Local Fhmd 

Audit and after such further enquiry as may be necessaiy, disallow any 
item of expenditure which appears to be contrary to law, and order for the 
levy of surcharge of the sum from the person or persons responsible for 
making illegal pajanent or for causing deficiency, waste or loss to the insti- 
tution by his/their gross negligence or misconduct. The person or persons 
so held responsible may apply to the State Government or to a ci’vil court 
against the orders of recovery,' 


16.30. The Dovclopincnt Department lias an elcborate inaciiinen' 
at the State level Mhicli is engaged in maint^iining Panchayat Samiti-Avisc 
accounts. Tlie department is also responsible for maintaining loan accounts 
and for reconciliation of expendituic ivith the books of tlio Accountant 
General. It has also six internal check parties which periodically visit 
Pancliayat Samitis/Zila Parisha'ls nud give them guidance. 

Keed for improvement 


16.31. The procedure of budgeting and accounting was evolved on the 
basis of the Panchayati Raj set-up and the financial pattern at the time of 
introduction of the scheme. The functioning of Panchayati Raj Institution 
during the last 4-1/2 j'ears has brought to the fore sevmral difficulties and 
draiibaclcs of the S3’stcm in vogue. Tlie present system of budgeting and 
accounting has been found to be wanting in the following respects:— 

(1) There is delay in the indicition of funds likely to bo made 
available to the Panchaj’at Samitis/Zila Parishads. 

{2J Sometimes the allotments indicated to the institutions are not 
. transferred in full. Those factors lend to an uncertaintj'^ and 
render the process of budgeting unreal. 

(3) The s 3 -stem of transfer of funds is circuitous and dilatory. It 

involves three stages viz.. ({) intimatiin to Development 
Department, (if) concurrence of the Finance Department, and 
(in) authorisation by the Accountant General. 

(4) Funds to the Panchayati Raj Institutions are transferred under 

umerous heads and these institutions are required to maintain 
accounts separately for each head of expenditure. Grants and

16.33- .have gone .into 4hc present system of budgeting and ac- 
counting and vre are of the opinion that vnth the growth of these institutions 
•and increase in scope of their artivities, this aspect of administration in 
•these institutions requires careful attention. 'Th'c importance of accoimt- 
ing is likely to be underrated m the beginning but this generally results in 
wery serious complications in the later stages. A good and efficient system 
•of accounting should not onij* he simple but should at the same time ensure 
TpreventioD of financial irrcgulai'ities and their detection at sufficiently 
•earher stages. Keeping these considerations iu view, we thitrk, improve- 
mionts in the present sx^stem are necessary' in the follo%ving directions: — 

(1) The procedure should be simple and should be within the com- 
prehension of the personnel available to these institutions. The 
forms prescribed should be self-explanatory. 

.(2) Prompt transfer of funds to these bodies should be ensured. 

v(3) The procedure of disbursements of grants and loans sliould also 
be simplified. It has been found tliat the present syste n of pay- 
ment of grants and loans is dilatory. Poilowing suggestions are 
offered in this connection: — 

(i) The Village Level Worker should be required to complete 
the formalities about his enqiur 3 ’- and report within 
a fortnight of the receipt of applications received b 3 ' him 
directly or transmitted to him from the Pancha 3 ’^at Samiti.

16 39 The budget of the Panchayat Samiti and Zila Parishad should 
be fonnulated in a way so as to give a complete picture of the receipts and 
expenditure of the institution under various heads. The budget of Panchayat 
Samiti/Zila Parishad will have to be in the followmg parts:—

4. Details of Expenditure on Establisliment.

16 40. The heads of receipts and expenditmre should be the same in both

1. Income &om grants from the State Government-general and 
specific, should be separately shown.

16.42. In regard to specific schemes of the Departments which

16.43. On the cx|)pnditure side, there need not be sub-division of 
espenditnre according to the source from where the funds are received 
Instead, there may be four columns on the c.vpcnditure side to show expendi- 
ture out of {i) General Development Grant/Loan, (ii) Specific Grant/Loan, 

and (fii) Own sources of Panchayat Samiti/Zila . Parishad, and 
(ui) Total 


16.44. We have devised new forms for tho budget of Panchayat Samiti/ 
Zila Parishad which are given in appendix XXXIX. 

16.45. With regard to tho approval of the budget of the Panchayati 
Raj Institutions by the liigher body or liigber autliority we consider it 
necessary only in case of Panchayats.

18.46. The receipts of the Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parisbads 
consist mainly of two categories viz., funds placed at the disposal of these 
bodies by State Government and funds raised from taxes and other sources 
by these bodies themselves. 

16.47. There is no difficulty in regard to funds raised from their <.wa 
resources. The revenue agenc 3 ’ collects the amounts and deposits them i n 
the P. D. Account of the concerned institution. The present arrangements 
should continue. Where taxes arc shared hj' two or more institutions, 
the revenue authorities should directlj- deposit the sJiares of the respective 
institutions in tlie P.D, Account (in case of Panchaj^ats with the institution). 

16.48. The transfer of fimds hj^ State Government has, however, pre> 

sented some difficulties. We recommend the following procedure which, 

we hope, would considerably' improve the situation: — 

«. 

(1) Tentative allocations should be indicated by the Heads of Depart- 

ments by 16th December. By' this time Plan allocations 
are also finalised. On the basis of tentative allocations, the 
Panohayats/Panchay'at Samitis/Zila Parisbads should start the 
process of formulation of their budget estimates. It should be 
• the responsibility of the Heads of Department to see that indi- 
cations of financial allotment are communicated in time. 

(2) As soon as State budget is passed by the legislature, final allo- 

cations along with sanction for transfer of funds should be issued 
by the Heads of Departments concerned. On the basis of sanctions 
the Treasury Officer should credit into the P. D. Accoimts funds 
in the following manner. — 

(t) Per capita grant which vdll include establfehment charges in 
a lump sum immediately after the sanction is issued. 

{ii) Specific purposes grants and ad hoc grant on quarterly basis. 

(in) Loans' in two instalments i.e., in April ar^ October. 
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(3) 1 01 roic.'se of funds enuction of Finance Departtncnt or authori- 
zation from Accountant General pIiouM not be ncce'sary. 
Tliore is no need to bring Dcrolopment Department in the 
pictmc for release of funds. Intimation of allocations and 
copies of sanctions should, however, bo invariably sent to Dcrclop- 
ment Department for consolidation and review. Heads of De- 
partments cliall continue to be controlling niitborily as at present. 

It will be their responsibility to watch progress and ensure utili- 
zation of the funds.

CHAPTER XVn 


, RECRUITMENT, PLACEMENT, PROMOTION AND 
DISCIPLINARY CONTROL OF SERVICES 


I'J'.l. Services plcy an impo'tanfc role in tlio functioning of local go- 
vemm^nt institutions. Tne 'nstitnlion gcno-nllv lays down the polici''S and 
directions and execution thereof != left to services. The successful and 
effective execution of policies and works depends upon the quality of services. 
Services provide continuity in the functioning of the institutions. 

1/.2. The recruitment, placemnit. promotion and disciplinary control 
of the services, therefore, assume vc~y grc.at importance and should be 
governed hy certain accepted principles. Tliese principles are: 

1. The recruitment of services should ensure promptness, objectivity 
and right selection for different posts. The requirements of "the 
job should be kept in view while making recruitment for different 
posts. It is also necessary that the machinery of recruitment 
inspires general confidence in people. ‘Uniformity all over the 
State in respect ot qualifications and service conditions etc., has 
also to be ensured.

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17.11, We, tlierefore, recommend that District Selection Committees 
should he constituted at the district level vhich should'consist of the Pra- 
mukh of the Zila Parishad, Collector of the District and Chief Executive 
Officer of the Zila Parishad. The Pi-amukh should be the Chah’man of 
'Committee and the Chief Executive Officer should work as Member-Secretary. 
The District Level Officer concerned should also be associated witli the 
Selection Committee as a member for selection of staff of his Department. 
This Committee should be able to make selections for all the posts encadred 
in Panchayati Raj Service. It will have the advantage of continuous func- 
tioning as all the members of the Committee will be available at the district 
headquarters. 

17.1S. Appointments to the posts will be made bj"- the Chief Executive 
Officer from the list of approved candidates prepared b3'- the District Selec- 
tion Committee. If no such list has been prepared or if the list has been 
exhausted and there is urgent necessity of appointing staff the 
Chief Executive Officer and the Vikas Adliikari should have powers of making 
tempoi’ary appointments after prior approval of the Committee on Adminis- 
tration of the Zila Parishad or Panchayat Samiti for a period of six months 
or till selected candidates are available, wliiohever is earlier. 

17.13. As regards transfers within the district, the Distinct Selection 
Committee should be empowered to effect such transters. Inter-District 
transfers may be effected by the State Government. 

17.14. With the constitution of District Selection Committees in each 
-district, it will not be necessary to have a Service Selection Commission at 
the State level. The District Selection Committee will look to the selection 
of candidates and transfers within the District. Inter-District transfers 
and promotion policy will be decided by the State Government. Higher 
categories of staff should be recruited by the State Public Service Commission 
as heretofore. If any other categor^'^ of staff is encadred in the Panchaj^ati 
Raj Service, the recruitment of that category 'of staff should also be done 
by the District Selection Committee- 

Disciplinary Control 

17.15. At the Panchayat level, Panchayat is empowe:ed to take action 
against its employees. At present except part-time or whole-time Secre- 
tary there is no other employee of the Panchayat. Ajipeal against the order 
of the Panchayat lies to the Collector, 

17^16. At the Panchayat Samiti level, disciplinary control over the em- 
ployees of the Panchayat Samiti has been vested in the Standing Committee 
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dealing with administration. Vikns Adhihnri of the Pnnehayat Sainiti 
luis been empowered to impo'^e all kinds of ju-nallic.s in disciplinary mattors 
on Class IV Sorvicc.s. In case of Class IV Services in the Xih Parishad, 
Secretary, Zila Parishad has powers to inflict .such pcnaUie.s. Vika* 
Adhikari has been also authori.sed to impose penalties of censure on all 
the employees of the Panchayat Saiiiili encadred in the service. Similar 
authority has been given in respect of employce.s of the Zila Parishad to the 
beciotary, Zila Pn.risha'1. The penalty uplo stopping of only one grade incre- 
ment can be imposed by the Staiidin" Comniiltec of tlie Panchayat Satnili 
or the Zila Parishad on their rc.speclive emjdoyec.s. Other penaltic.s arc 
inllicted by the Zila Paiishad or by the Standing Committee of the Panchayat 
Samiti m respect of their employees Hiihjcct to prior approval of the District 
Establishment Committee.

This has not been achieved 
under the present provisions regarding disciplinary control. 

17.19. We have given considerable thought to this problem. We feel 
that services should feel quite secure against arbitrary action, but they should 
also have a fear that if they do not function properly, they are liable to be 
penalised. The functionary who is charged with taking work should also 
have sufficient powers of cont’-ol. Keeping these basic considerations 
in view, we make the following recommendations in respect of disciplinary 
control at various levels. 

17.20. The kinds of penalties wliich may be imposed on members of 
the Panchayati Raj Services may be the same as prescribed in the Rajasthan 
Civil Service (Classification, Control & Appeals) Rules, 1950 viz., (i) censui-e, 
[ii) vetlilioldi.ag of morements or promotion (iU) recovery from pay of any 
pecuniary loss or part thereof, [iv) reduction to lower service, grade or post 
or to a lower time-scale or to a lower stage in the time-scale, [v) compulsory 
retirement on proportionate pension (vi) removal from seiwice and [vii) dis- 
missal from service. Of these, the first three penalties are termed as minor 
penalties and those Rom [iv) to {vii) come under major penalties, 

Panchayat 

17.21. We have separately recommeirded that at Panchayat level, 
Secretary of the Pairchayat should belong to the Panchaj’ati Raj Service. 
He will be und«r the administrative control of the Panchayat; but the 
Panchayat Avill have iro power to impo.se an}' major or minor penalties 
on this functionary. In case the scheme of Patrvari-cum- Secretary is adopted, 
he Avill belong to the Government Service and the disciplinary control in 
respect of other employees on deputation rriil apply to him as well (see pai-a

The Pradhan, Panchayat S imiti 
wiU send a report about the work of the Vikas Adhikari during the year; 
this report of Pradhan will be attached to and form part of the confidential 
record. Annual Confidential Report of District Level Officers should be 
avritten by the Chief Executive Officer and submitted to the Head of the 
Department. Annual Confidential Report of Extension Officers should bo 
initiated by the Vikas Adhikari and submitted to the Chief Executive Officer 
through the District Level Officer concerned. The Chief Executive 
Officer avill pass these reports to the couoernod Hoads of Departments. 

17.28. The Confidential Reports in case of Panchayabi Raj Services should 
he initiated by the immediate Officer i.e. Vikas Adliikf.ri or District Level 
Officer or Chief Executive Officer, as the case may be, and should be kept 
in the Zila Parishad under the personal custody of the Chief Executive 
Officer. Vikas Adliikari while writing confidential reports of the V.L.W.’s 
Stockmen and teachers should consult the concerned Extension Officers and 
take their views into consideration. Our recommendations iiL respect of 
disciplinary control and writing and submission of Annual Confidential 
Reports are summarised in Appendix XL. 

Placement and Transfers 

17.29. As a result of encadring the post of Vikas AdJukari in the Rajas- 
than Administrative Service, large number of R.A.S. Officers are working 
as Vikas Adhikaris. It is expected that normally junior officer in the R.A.S. 
cadre should work as a Vikas Adliikari for a considerable period of time. 
In fact with about ISO posts of Vikas Adhikaris in the total R.A.S. cadre 
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of about 600, it will become inevitable for a junior R.A.S. Officer to remain 
Vikas Adbikari for 5 to 7 years. It will, therefore, be very desirable that 
the Government follows a definite and consistent polic 3 * in the matter of 
posting E.A.S. Officers as Yikas Adhikari. We understand tliis has not 
been possible so far due to the pattern of recruitment and other factors 
in the transitional phase. It is, however, felt that the policy in this respect 
should crystallise now. We recommend the following broad principles 
in this coimection for consideration of the Governnrent; — 


(1) Rewly appointed R.A.S. Officers should work on different posts 

in general administration and other departments for a period of 
2 to 3 years after their training. Then only they should be sent 
as Yikas Adhikari. 

(2) b»o Yikas Adhikari should be transferred to other posts before ho 

completes at least 3 years in one stretch. 

(3) While posting RA.S. Officers as VTkas Adhikari and when with- 

drawing them for posting on other posts a definite criterion 
(saj*, seniority or j'ear of recruitment etc.) sliould be adopted 
and adhered to without exception. 


^ 17.80. In respect of placement of persons in different position and at 
different stations a consistent policy should be followed to ensure that 

(1) good and attractive stations are not monopolised by a few persons, 

(2) persons are not always forced to continue at unfavourable and difficult 
stations, (3) person gets better placements in his turn and (4) good and 
efficient work is rewarded by better postings. 


17.81. In respect of Panchayati Raj services the Chief Executive Offi- 
,.L making formal appointments should allocate the employees to 
Wferent Panchayat Samitis. Placements in the Panchayat SamiU should 
e ma e by the Yikas Adhikari. Transfers of employees witliin the Panchayat 
ami 8 on be ordered by the Yikas Adhikari. But transfers should not 
be effected before the expiry of two years. Transfer of teachers should 
j ^ ^ md-session. In case transfers before two years or during 

oAhr^^^ become essential for certain reasons, prior approval

Xiic6iitiv6s and Deterrants 


1/.32. Deterrents and incentives for sen-ices arc verv v 

smooth and efficient functioning of inrtitutions. The Wio^S’X^d 
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be conscious thnfc they will be suitably rewarded for good and efficient 
work and at the same time they are liable to bo hauled up for negligence 
and incompetence in the discharge of their duties. Absence of incentives 
generally leads to dis-appointment and consequently loss of zeal and en- 
thusiasm in work ; wliile absence of deterrents invariably breeds incompe- 
tence and complaccncj'. 

17.33. Continuous watch and supervision and regular assessment of 
work operates as an effective deterrent. It must bo seen that the system 
of supervision and inspection is continuous and is followed by suitable 
action. It has been observed that bad and inefficient workers get out of 
the programme and sometimes secure bettor placements. This should 
never happen. Any person who has failed to carry out his duties efficiently 
and sincerely in one place or post should never get a better change. A speci- 
fic entry should be made in the confidential report about the performance 
of the official. If the record of performance of a person has been persis- 
tently bad and if he does not respond to warning, and suggestion for improve- 
ment, disciplinary action should be initiated against him and aetion should 
be taken, 

17.34. Prospects of promotion constitute the most important incentive 
to services. A definite and pre-determined policy is necessarj’’ in respect 
of promotion of services to provide incentives for good and efficient work. 
Members of the service should be able to calculate to themselves their future 
prospects to which they can look forward. An impartial machinery 
is also to be ensured for effecting promotions. Wo recommend that the 
criteria and policy of promotions should bo laid down by the State Govern- 
ment. Actual promotions of persons should bo decided by the District 
Selection Committee at the District Level. A common seniority list of the 
district should be dravii up and promotions should be considered on the basis 
of this seniority list, on the principle of seniority-cum-merit. 

17.35. Incentives are necessary for all classes of services. The Vikas 
Adliiltari, Extension Officers, Village Level Workers and Teachers constitute 
improtant classes of functionaries in Panchayati Raj. We want to make' 
specific suggestions in respect of these functionaries. 

Village Level Worker 

17.36. The promotion prospects available to Village Level 
Workers at present include Ihc selection grade posts and promotion 
to Extension Officers. 10% of the posts of the total cadre have been 
provided in selection grade. Government, we are told, have also taken a ,

Pc-sidca there is a lower functiomry cif the Eiucation 
Department viz., tlic teaclier in Vill.icre scliool-- \\!io can legitimately look 
foravard to the post of Education Extension Officr by pr-amotion. We, 
therefore, recommend that promotion to the pa^U of Education Extension 
Officer should be from teachers, and not from Vill.ige Level Workor.a. V\'c 
recommend that at least oO % posts should be rC'Crvcd for promotion from 
amongst teachers of primary and mid lie sclioDis transforrod to the P.an- 
chayati Raj. This measure will provide great incentive to tcaelvcrs. 


Extension OSicers. 

17.37. Tlic prospects of promotion open to Extension Officers 
in Panchayat Samitis include jiromotion as Vikas Adhiicari and 
promotion to the Rajasthan Adniinistrativu Service besides tlic opportu- 
nities of departmental promotion. At pircsont there are .lO Vikas Adlitkaris 
xvho have been promoted from Extension Officers. The R.A.S. Rules have 
been amended to incorporate provisions for appointment of persons to the 
Rajasthan Administrative Service by promotion from Extension Officers. 
11 Extension Officers have been promoted to the Rajasthan Administrative 
Service so far. Tims the promotion prospects of Extension Officers at 
present are quite good and should inspire them to good and efficient xvork 
17.38. District Level and State Level competitions should bo held for 
Village Level Workers and Extension Officers. The Villago Level W^orkcr

18,1. The TK-cc‘^,--ity for clu'ck and h.ilaiircg in nny is 

recognised. An efficient, and effective ay.stem of (<nfc-gunrds is ncecssarv not 
onh in tlic wider intcrosta of democniey and the State l)ut also in the 
interests of Pnnehayati Raj instilutiona theins"lves.

Present Podtion 

18.4. The Rajasthan Panchayat Samitis & Zila Parishads Act, 1959 
as well as the Rajasthan Panchayat Act, 1953 contain pro-visions about 
safe-guards, control and supervision in respect of these institutijiis. The 
system of internal supervision includes provisions about inspection of Pau- 
chay^ats by the Vikas Adliikari and supervision over execution of schemes 
by the District Level Officers. The Collector has powers of entry and 
inspection in respect of Panchayat, Panchayat Samiti or any institutions or 
works imder them. The State Government have powers of removal of Panch, 
Sarpanch, me mbers of a Panchayat Samiti, members and Chairman of 
ISTyaya Panchayat and Pradhan of Panchay-at Samiti under certain conditions. 
The powers of removal of a Panch have, however, been delegated to the 
Collector. Powers of suspension and cancellation of resolutions of 
Panchayat Samiti vest in the Government. Collector can suspend 
resolution of a Panchayat Samiti only in case of apprehension of 
breach of peace. The State Government can also supersede and 
dissolve a Panchayat or Panchayat Samiti or Zila Parishad under certain 
contingencies. Law also provides for issuing directions and setting a time 
limit for carrying out certain functions by a Panchayat Samiti or Zila 
Parishad and in case of failure to carry out the directive, to arrange for 
the performance of such function. 

18.5. Audit of accounts of Panchayati Raj institutions is carried out 
by the Examiner, Local Fund Audit. 

18.6. Tlie existing provisions about control and supervision are con- 
sidered to be deficient or inappropriate in the following respects ; 

1. The powers of supervision and control are concentrated at the State 

Level. It usually becomes impossible to take prompt action. 
By the time action taken the position altogether changes and 
the action is generally rendered infructuous. 

2. The powers of disciplinary action against the elected representa- 

tives vest in the State Government at present. Here again 
prompt action is not taken due to increased volume of work and 
distances involved. 

3. The machinery for audit has not proved to be adequate to ensure 

continuous guidance as well as checking. The progress about 
' compliance of audit objections and action about irregularities 
has been rather slow. 
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18.7. Wc are, therefore, of the opinion that the system of control 
and supervision in ease of Panchayati Raj institutions should bo such as 
may ensure continuity on the one hand and xirompt corrective action on tli ’ 
other. Tlie poveis of disciplinary control over elected representatives fay 
the Government exposes the Govenunent to allegations of partiality and also 
delays action. It Mould, therefore, he proper if the disciplinary powers 
and powers of control are exercised fay an indepiendent body. Tiio system 
of audit should also he effective. Prompt remedial action should also ho 
ensured by delegation of pouers at the appropriate level. 

District and State Tribunal 

18.8. In order to achieve tlie objective of taking effective and prompt 
action, ve recommend that a District Tribunal should be constituted in 
each district to deal with control and supervision of these institutions. Such 
a Tribunal will have the merit of enmring a constant watch over the func- 
tionii g of these institutions as far as proprietj’^ and legality is concerned and 
will at the same time inspire confidence in the public and elected 
represontatives alike. 

18.9, The District Tribunal should consist of the Pramukh of tlie Zila . 
Parishad, the District Collector and a Judicial member appointed by the 
Government, who should he of the status of a District and Sei^sions Judge. 
Such Judicial member may be appointed by the Government for a District 
or for a group of Districts (fide Appendix XU). ’Wdiere ho is so appointed 
for a group of Districts, he wUl serve on the Tribunals of all the Districts for 
which he is appointed. The judicial member of the Tribunal will act as its 
Chairman also. Ttie Chief Executive Officer of the Zila Parishad' 'will func- 
tion ns Secretary of the District Tribunal. 


18.10. The function and powci-s of District Tribunal ivill he (i) exami- 
nation and action in respect of resolutions of the Pancliayats and Pan- 
^ajat Samilis in the district, (ii) disciplinary actions against the Panch, 
arpanch of Panchaj'at, members and Chairman of Nyaym Pancliayats 
an members of Panchayat Samitis, (iii) determination and order about 
incurring of disqualifications and cessation of membership in case of members 
of Panchayat and Panchayat Samiti, and (iv) appeals against disciplinary 
orders m respect of Panchayati Raj Services (fide Chapter XVII).

18.13. Tlic Govermnent may appoint an officer of the II.A.S. in the 
senior scale to \vork as Secretary of the State Tribunal either cxelusively 
or in combination 'with other duties. Tlic powers and functions of the 
State Tribunal Avill include (i) examination aud action in respect of resolutions 
of the Zila Parishads, (ii) disciplinary actions against Pradluin of Pancha^-at 
Sauiiti and members and Pramukh of Zila Parishad, (iii) hearing appeals 
against orders of the District Tribunal where prov^ided, (iv) determination 
and order regarding disqualificjvtious incurred by momber.s and llic Piamukh 
of Zila Parishad, and (v) hearing appeals against the oideis of sureliarge 
passed bj' the Collector or the Examiner Local Fund Audit (vide ])ara 
1S.25). 

18.14. We envisage that the District Tribunal and State Tribunal 
Avill function as high 2 )Owered bodies inde 2 )endcntly. Besides the jJoweis 
entrusted to these Tribunals, the Stale Government may al«o consult them 
while exercising powers of sui)erse.ssion and dissolut ion of Panchayali Eaj 
bodies. The State Government may also entrust other powers and functions 
to these Tribunals, for instance in rcs 2 )oct of municipalities. 

Resoluttons 

18.15. Theic should be regular staff for maintaining a record and 
examination of the resolutions of the Panchayat Samiti and Zila Parishad 
under the sujiervi.'iion aud control of the Secretar}- of the District and State 
Tribunal res^jectivelj'. The Sccrctaty i.c., the Chief Executir^e Officer 
in case of District Tribunal aud the officer so designated in case of State 
Tribiuial should be directly in-charge of this work. It shoidd be made a ® 

, specific dutj’’ of the Vikas Adhikari of the Panchayat Samiti and Chief 
Executive Officer of Zila Parishad to send copies of the rcsolution.s passed 
by the parent body as well as the committees to the Tribunal concerned 
and also to make pointed reference to the resolutions A'hich have been 
passed dcsjntc their advice to the contrary, or which in their opinion are in 
contravention of the provisions of laAV or rules or jiresoribed priorities. 

18.16. The resolutions of the Panchayat should be required to be sent 
to the Panchayat Samiti only and it is not considered necessary to send 
them to the Tribunal.- Any member of the Paueha 3 -at or the Pancha.vat 
Samiti or the Vikas Adliikari maj% however, refer any resolution Arhich he 
considers to be illegal or contrary" to rules to the Tribunal for necessjny 
actjioh. 
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18.1/'. Tile Distiict Tribunal in case of Pancliayat and P.anchayat 
bamiti and tlic Stale Tribunal in case ofZila Parisbad may suspend, modify 
or cancel a i evolution if it is found not to have been legally passed or to be 
in excess or abuse of powers conferred. The Chairman of the District or 
State Tribunal should have powers to stay execution of a resolution pending 
final decision of the Tribunal. In uase the Chairman is not available, the 
Secretary of the Tribunal concerned should have powci-s to order stay of 
execution ot a resolution, but such an order by Secretary should be subject 
to coiifii Illation b\ the Chaiiman within a specified period, othenvisc it 
will be deemed to v.u ate automat ically. The Vikas Adhikari of a Panchayat 
Samiti also should have powers to stay a resolution of Panchayat for a 
proscribed pe-iod within which he should lefer the same to the Tribunal 
and get confirmation of the stay order from the Chairman. In the absence 

of such a reference and confirmation, the order of the Vikas Adhikari will 
he automatically vacated.

18.S1. The Government. slvoTild ]iave powers of revision and review 
in case of original or appellale oiders ot <he Paneliayat Rainifi or Zila Pari- 
shad or Iho Colleeior in respect of Panchayali Paj Inslilulions in adminis- 
trative matters. Government shonld also have powers to call for the record 
of any resolution passed by the Panchayat, Panchayat Sami(.i or Zila 
Parishad and cancel or modify the resolution on grounds of illegality or 
violation of rules or conditions of scheme.s. The Govc.ninent should also 
have powers of inspection in respect of Pancha 5 'ati Raj bodie.s and institutions 
and works under them. The manner in which these powers should be 
exercised will be laid down in rules. 

Audit 

18.2S. As has been pointed out earlier, the audit organ i.s.ation needs 
to be .strengtbejied. The audit organi.sa< ion .should not only conduct 
audit but .should also provide assistance aiid guidance in maintenance of 
accounts and for preveiition of irregularities. At present there are Assistant 
E.xaminers of Local Fund Audit posted in each former Cjmmi.ssioner’,s 
Division. The area under their charge i.s quite e.vtensive. We recommend 
that the audit oi'ganisation for Panchayali Raj .should be strengthened 
and decentralised further. There should be an Assistant E.xaminer of 
Local Fund Audit for one or a group of disb’icts. Grouping of di.st’icts 
for the purpose is indicated in Appendix XLI. Tire Assistairt Examiner 
.should liave sufficient number of audit parties so as to be able to conduct, 
audit of each Zila Parishad aud Panchayat S.xniiti twice a year and each 
Panchayat once a year. The Assistant Examiner, Local Fund Audit should 
maintain elo.se touch with the Collector of the District. 

18.33. Wliere one Assistant Examiner, Local Fimd Audit is appointed 
for a group of Districts, at least one audit party will be posted in each Di.sti ict. 

18.24. The functions and powers in case of compliance of audit 
report, should also be decentralised. The power.s of seeming compliance 
of audit in re.spect of Paneliayat and Panchayat Samitis should be entrusted 
’to the Collectoi'. These power.s in rc.spcet of Panchay.xt Samitis at present 
arc being exercised by the Government with the result that audit objections 
and irregula-itics .are not being remedied jn-omptl.y. Tiie Collector xvill be 
in a better position to maintain a follow-up and secure compliance of audit 
reports. 

18.25. At present powers of ordering surcharge from a person res- 
ponsible for illeg.al payments and incurring loss to the institution due to 
his mis-conduet or negligence lie with the controlling authority (which is 
the Development Commissioner at present). Wo l•ecommend that the

CHAPTER XTX 


CO-ORDINATION 


19.1. Co-orflin.a(ion is an administmtivc process n-liioh seeks to biing 
abonl unity of purpose -in order to achieve common objectives. Effective 
co-ordination, is, therefo-e. neecssayy between different units under tbo 
same organisation and between different agencies working for the common 
end. Admini.siration is viewed by the people as a whole .and diffeient unit.s 
oi- department.s of the OorernmonI have, therefore, to function as an inte- 
grated and well-knit system. 

19.2. The purpose of co-ordination is to achieve smooth and efficient 
functioning, remove bottle-necks and avoid wastage due to ove ’lapping 
.and duplication. Co-ordination also ensures bctler relationship iietween 
different functiona"ios and institutions. ' 

19.3. The Panebayati Paj Institutions ai’c to function as unit-, of 
local government. They also function .as .agencies of the S(.i.tc ftovernment 
in respect of certain t.rausferrcd .schemes and activities. The co-operative 
institutions constitute a vital part of the d<'moeratie set-up, .and .are les- 
ponsiblc for organising economic activities. There are certain vohminr}’' 
agencies and organi.sation.s which have .social, edne.ational .and economic 
development of) people as their objective. Panebayati Pnj Institutions 
have also to deal vnth depavtinenls of tlic Government viz., revcmie, police, 
forest etc. De,spilc the Ir.an.sfcr of certain activities and function-s to P.in- 
ob.ayali E.aj Institutions, the Government continues to have over-all res- 
ponsibility foi- the development and welfai’o of people. The importance 
of close co-ordination bct.A\'een all these agencic.s and instilution.s, therefore, 
cannot be over-emphasised. It is thrpugli a well co-ordinated system and 
integrated approach that ije.st. results can he achieved. 

Inter and Intra-Institutional Co-ordination , 

19.4. The struct.ui'c of Pancha.yati R.aj Institutions is based on direct 
elections at the loAA'cst level .and indii-ect elections at higher levels. Such 
”a sti’uctiire should automatically dcAmloi) co-ordination betAA’cen tlic dif- 
ferent institutions iccause heads of i.be Igaa’ct institntioiAs arc members 
of the ne'^t liigher institutions.

19.10. The above mentioned representatives of the Pancliayali Baj 
bodies in Co-operative Institutions will not have a right to vote o.- hold office. 


19.11. The Secretary of the Panchayat may become Sccretaiy of the 
Co-opeiative Society also whcie botb lhe.se institub.ons agree and where 
the work load is comparatively light and u ithin the capacity of one person. 
This A\ould help nccc.s.sary co-ordination between the two bodies. 


19,12. In order to effect economy as also linlviug of the two institu- 
tions, w'c recommend a common audit. organisivtion foi Pancha\ati Baj 
bodied and Co-operatives. We have recommended strengthening and 
decentralisation of the audit, organisation at the district level. The new' 
set-up of the Examiner, I.ocal Bund xVudit can meet the audit requirements 
of Co-operatives also. We think it would bo a distinct advantage to have 
a joint audit organisation for these two institutions. 


Panchayati Raj Institutions and Voluntary Agencies 

19.13. The voluntary Agencies can play a useful role in the develop- 
ment of rural areas in the economic, social and educational spheres. 
Activities of the voluntary agencies should be co-ordinated with Panchayati 
Baj Institutio.ns. Services of the voluntary social w'orkers should be uti- 
lised. 

19.14. We have recommended inclusion of 7 representatives of Volun- 
tary Agencies in the State Panchayati Raj Advisory Council. There is no such 
representation at the Zila Pari.shad, Panchayat Samiti and Panchayat level. 

We have recommended that reprerentatives of Voluntary Educational Agen- 
cies be included in' the Education Committee of the Zila Parishad and.Pan- 
chayat Samiti. We w'ould suggest that persons associated wuth Voluntary 
Agencies may also be co-opted in other Committees of the Panchayati Raj 
bodies.

19.18. Co-ordination with Paneleivo: ■ i 
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19.20. Tlip SIhIIo Govornmonl havr^nlronrly placed llio Agricnllnrp, 

Animal Tlnshamlry and Depart nuail under the Development 

Onnmissioncr. who is also cK-olYieio Secretary to the Government ineharge 
of these Departments. This step will le.ad to better co-ordination between 
these departments .sp and with the Development Department. 

19.21. In this connection, it i.s important to remember that co-ordi- 
nation at lower levels will follow co-ordination at higher levels. If there 
is close co-ordination in Departments at higher level, co-nidination and 
co-opor.ation at lou'cr levels will be facilitated. 

Administrative Set-np 

19.22. With the changes propo.scd in the structure of Panchnyati Raj 
at v.arious levels and tnansfer of certain functions from the State Govern- 
ment to Tribunals, it would be neee.s.sary to bring about changes in the 
administrative set-up at v.arious levels. The present and the pro]iospd 
.soL-up are indicated in Appendices XLTT .and XLITT. We believe that 
the revised set-up will biing about effeetive co-ordination and stieamlining 
of .administi-ation. i 

Role of Panchayat and Development Department 

19.23. Pancliaj'.at and Development Department, is t be adminisfi’ntive 
department at the Stale level for Pancha 3 aati R.aj Institutions. It sho'tild 
be the rc.sponsibi!ity of the Department to e.xtend continuous guidance 
and assi.st.ance to Panchajaat.i Raj bodies in matters of rules, procedures, 
financial allotments, tr.ansfcis of funds, implementation of ]M‘ogi'amme 
etc. The Development Department should he in touch with the 
working 'of P.anch.ay.rti Raj laslitutions .and should be able to tak(' 
measures wherever short comings or bottlenecks appear. 

19.24. In the new set -up the work relating to e.v<arain.ation of resohi. 
tions .and action thereon and c.ases of enquiries .against elected reprc.senta- 
tivos of Pancha^’ati R.aj bodic.s will be ti'ansferred to the District and State 
Tribun.als. Tlie Development Department .should non be able to devote 
greater attention to training, guidance and extension .aspects in relation 
to functioning of Pancb.ajaati R.aj bodies. 



CHAPTER XX 
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therefore, takes t\\ o forms; namely:— 

1 . Training of elected lepresentatives and village lenders, and 

2. Training of the personnel workmg in the Panclmynti Rnj. 


The Government is an organic whole and no part of its org.anisntion 
can nork in isolation. The functioning of Panchaynti Paj Institutions, m 
a large measure, depends upon co-operation and co-ordination from o r 
wings of the Government. Training in the principles of Panohayati aj 
and for re-orientation to the new philosophy and set-up. therefore, becomes 
necessary for persons in other departments also. 


. 

Present Arrangements 

20.2. The State Government realised the importance of training 
from the verj. begiimmg. Trainer’s Training Camps were lield befoie 
the introduction of Panohayati Raj on October 2, 1959. Steps w'ere token 
to educate tbe rural population and the elected representatives about the 
objectives of Panohayati Raj. One Extension Officer or a SociallVorkcr 
was sent to villages in each Pancliayat circle who organised a small seminar 
in the morning and a general meeting of people in tlie evening in order to 
oxxilain the scheme and set-np of Panohayati Raj. 


20.3. Apart from the Tmintag i„s,ih.tio.B 

„nd» H.0 Mmotey ot Commum,, Dovelopmoat o„d Oo-operalta tr.inius 
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A T.«ob.y.l. E., Stadj Cmp ™ 
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daj’s in May, 1961 which was attended by Ministers, Prainukhs, Pradlians 
and officers of the Stale and Central Government concerned with Community 
Development and Panchayati Raj. A seminar was held at Rajsamand 
to which Members of Parliament were invited. A cominehensive scheme of 
educating the people was again taken up in May-June 1961 (i.e. after the 
Panchayat Elections I960). Training camps were organised at the Panchaj'at 
headquarters by tlie Extension Officers and Village Level Workers who 
received Trainer’s Training at the camps organised at Panchayat Samiti 
level. State level camps were organised for training workers responsible 
for organising regional camps. 

20.4. Provisions exist for organisation of training camps at the 
Panchayat, Panchayat Samiti and District level for training of non-official 
members of these bodies and village leaders and such camps have been 
organised in the districts. There are at present ten Panchayati Raj Adh 3 'a- 
yan Kendras in the State where training is imparted to members of Panchayat 
Samitis, members and Chairmen of Nyaya Panchayats and Secretaries 
of the Gram Panchayats. The Gram Sewaks receive their training at the 
Gram Sewak Training Centres. Tlie existing tramiug facilities for tiie 
elected representatives and the iiersonnol engaged in Panchayati Raj have 
been summarised in Appendix XLIV. 

20.5. The Vikas Adhikaris are imparted orientation and job training 
at the Orientatioa ami Study Centres. 'Those Vikas Adhikaris irho have 
Avorked in the field for more than tAvo years are sent for refresher training 
course for 3 Aveeks. The District Level Officez-s arc also deputed for traming 
at the Orientation and Study Centres. Officers at the higher level viz. 
Secretaries to the Government, Heads of Departments, Collectors etc. 
are deputed for training at the National Listitute of Community Dovcloxz- 
ment, Hyderabad. 

Quality and Benefits ol Training 

20.6. There can bo no doubt that the training should be usofui to 
non-officials and officials in the dischatgc of their duties, provided of course, 
the training imparted is of the right tjqic. Tho benefits of tramiug can fiou 
only if the training is adequate both in the quality and quantit 3 '. The 
attributes of a good training programme can bo stated as folloAvs ; 

1. It should aim at projiariug the trainees for efficient discharge of 
their duties. It should liave a practical bias with a sufficient 
theoritical base. Simple thcoiy or routine class-room lectures 
can neither intoz'ost the trainees nor can they prove of much 
practical utility. 
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2. The training prograninio~shoul(i bo interesting and_^nt tractive. 
This could be done by devising the contenta of the programmo 
in a suitable manner as also by providing good surroundings and 
prosier adjuncts to training in the sliapo of library, I'cading rooms 
and a-crcation facilities. The test aliould bo that a trainee 
should feel attracted ton aids the training jirograuunc, 

3. The training pitigraumie should help the trainees to form a right, 
attitude touanls Paiicliayati Itaj Institutions and its variou.s 
lunctionanes 


20.7. Considered fiom these two stand points, our training pro- 
graninie Ic.ivcs much to be desired. During the course of our visits to the 
Districts and to some training iiistitiitions wo have come across mixed 
opinions in tiiis respect. It has been stated that the training imparted 
does some good, hut fails to achieve completely the object in view both in 
re -poet of officials as well as non-officials. Polloving observations have 
been made m respect of the training programme, which viirscrve as xwinters 
to the need for improvement. 

1. Practical aspect of training is not adcrpialely emphasibed. The 
training tends to be more and more theoriUcal. 

Iraming prograiimie tends to become a routine affair and fails ' 
to enthuse the trainees.

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most of the oijpoi'bunitics provided to him. But tho basic weakness of the 
training i)rogramuio to-day is that the trainee does not take to be an oijpor- 
tunity] but on the other hand he considers it to be a necessary formality 
to be undergone. This is true both of the officials (Gram Sevak, Panohayat 
Secretary, etc.) as well as non-officials (Sarpanchas, members of Nyaya 
Panchaj'atfi etc.). This attitude is occasi med by a general apathy towards 
efficiency on the one hand, and on the intrinsic wealmesses of the training 
programme on the other. Trainees also fail to co-relate the importance of 
training programme with their performance in tho field. An effect 
measure to bring about improvement is, therefore, called for. It has to 
be seen that the training programme is made attractive and useful. This 
would require two-pronged efforts viz. 

1. imiJrovement in the content of the training; and 

2. improvement m the climate in terms of the conditions and surroun- 

dings of training centres. 

Training oi Non-officials 

20.9, The most disturbmg aspect about tlic training of non-officials 
is that the members of the Panchayat Samiti and Nyaya Panchayat who are 
nominated for training do not genorall}' turn iqj at the training centres. 
There is a provision in Rajasthan Pancha 3 'at Samitis and Zilu Parishads 
Act 1959 that if members of Panchayat Samiti fail to avail themselves of 
training even after three notices are given bj' the Ziln Parishad, thej' would 
stand cb’squalificd from member-ship. This is a verj' salutary provisioji 
and has helxicd to imijrove the attendance at the training institutions but tho 
situation is still far from satisfactory. There arc at present ten Panchaj'^ati 
Raj Adhyayan Kendras functioning in the Stale. But thej' have to conduct 
trainmg courses for a much smaller number than what they ordinarily arc 
designed to provide for. The position about the trainees trained at tho 
Panchaj-ati Raj Adhyayan Kendras is given in Appendix XLV, It shows 
that the intake capacity of the Kendras has been utilised only to tho extent 
of 4C% bj' the members of Panchayat Samitis, 45% by membei-s of N^'a^ya 
Panchayats, 41% Up-Sarpanchas and 61% bj' Panclias. There are 
variety of reasons responsible for tliis lack of response on the part of uon- 
_ officials. These reasons can be classified into two categories viz ,. — 

1. those pertaining to circumstances of the trainees; and 

2. those pertaining io tJicTorm and content of training. 

Steps should be taken to accommodate tho non-official trainees as far as 
possible in regard to tlicir iiersonal difficulties. As regards the form aud 
coulont of training,' it should be made sufficiontlj’ attractive so that the 
trainees maj’-bo eager to join it despite some incouveuieuce to them. 
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20.10 Follo^^ing suggest ionb arc offered to tackle both tliCflC aspects 
in respect of training of non-officinls: — 

1. Deputation for training should not bo at the time of agricultural 
operations viz., soning or liarvcsting. Period selected should 
be the slack season for agricultural operations. 

2. Sufficient care should be taken by the Zila Parishad while deputing 
non-official for training. A sufficient notice of the training 
programme should be given which should not be less than 15 
day.--. The trainee should have an opportunity to .select his })eriod 
of training at any time of the year. The Zila Parishad should 
in the first instance send out a circular to all non-officials to be 
trained indicating tlio time of successive training courses and 
requesting tliem to indicate their convenience for going to the 
training course. Deputation for training should be made accor- 
ding to the preference indicated by the trainee?. 

3. Ileasonably good lodging arrangements exist at present at the 
training centres. But it is felt that the boarding arrangoinonts 
need considerable improvement. Tlie food, though inexpensive, 
slionld be of good quality. The trainees should be associated 
with the management of mess. 


1. A propammo of sight-seeing should ho included for each batch 
of trainees. The Iraiueos should bo sliowa round the jdacos of 
interest m and around the town wJiero the Centre is situated. 

5. i’ho Principal and the teaching staff should dovelop personal 
contacts with the trainees. 

Some recreational facilities should bo provided at the training 
res. Arrangements should be made for sports and games. 

7. Practical abroach, as distinguished from purely theoretical 
approach should be adopted in training.

Extension Officers 

20.13. The Agriculture Extension Officers are imparted l.a day.s’ pre- 
appointment training at the Government Agricultural Farms. The Co-opor.\- 
tivc Extension Officers are imparted tr.aining for ono year at the Co-opor.t- 
tive Training School. Refresher courses for one month are org.tnisod 
for Agriculture Extension Officers and Animal Husbandry Extension 
Officers at the Agriculture and Veterinary College rcspectivel}’. The 
impression whicli we have gathered during the eonrso of our visits to the 
districts and through our talks with the different officials and non-offici.als 
concerned noth Panchayati Raj is that the extension officers who are sent 
to the Panchayat S.amitis do not have adequate practical knowledge. 
They are generally unable to apply their theoretical knowledge to the 
pr.Tcfical problems. The Extension Officers, therefore, have not been able 
to extend, by and l.rrge, anj' effective guidance and n.ssistance to tlio Gmm 
Sewaks. 


20.14 It has been stated that, the fresh graduates who are sent a'^ 
Agiicnltnre Extension Officei's and Animal Husbandry Extension Officers 
do 1 ot prove of much service to the Pancbay.at S.amiti. It is considered 
c.ssential tliat the fresh graduates uho arc appointed Agricnltnre Extension 
Officer or Animal Husbandry Extension Officer must he imp.irtcd at le.sst 
three months practical training. This practic.al training should be in the 
form of their attachment to an experienced Extension Officer in some 
Panchayat Saraiti. They should be given full pay for this period of 
ti-ammg and should be designated as Addilion.al Extension Officers 
(under Training) and should be required to do independent work, 
under the clo-,e guidance and supervision of experienced extension officers. 

20.15. As regards the training of Co-operative Extension Officers, the 
present arrangements are satisfactory and should continue. 

Gram Sevaks 


20.16. The Gram Sewek plays a pivotal role in the programme of rur 
development. On his efficiency and devoted work depends the pace

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20.17. There aw at preseut o^Graiu Sev^ak Traiiiiag Centies in the State. 
\Vc have visited three of these institutions at Kota, Jocllipur and Garhi. 
As a result of our visits and ovu- talks with tlie staff and the trainees as also 
through the replies wo have received to the questionnaire issued by the 
Study Team, wo have come to the finding that every thing is not well uith 
the Gram Sewaks’ Training. The defects and tkawbaoks we have noted 
can be summarised as follows — 

1. The trainees do not seem to bo enthusiastic and happy about their 
training. 

2. The centres are not -well equipped for practical work. They have 
no adequate facilities for organising practical field demonstrations. 

3. The trainees feel handicapped for want of books on the subject 
according to the prescribed syllabus. 

4. The training centres are not in touch with field problems. 

5. Thow is too much emphasis on theoretical training. 

0. The training staff also does not seem to be satis 'fed. 

. 7. There is little evidence of personal contact between the training 
staff and the trainees. Quite a few of them take their role rather 
mechanical iy. 

8. The work-load of the Village iicvel Worker and diversified nature 
of his job also weakens the impact of training. 

20.18. We have given our serious consideration to the (raining of Gram 
Sewaks and suggest following measures to improve the ton“ and impact 
of the training of Gram Sewaks: — 

1. The general conditions about boarding and lodging at the Training 
Centres require to be considerably improved. The Principal of 
the Training Centro must look to the personal comforts of the 
trainees and ensure every possible convenience. Adequate 
facilities should be provided for games, sports and recreation. 

2. Personal contacts between the teacliing staff and the trainees must 
he developed, so that the environment of tlie Training Centres 
becomes homely and informal. 

3. Adequate facilities should be provided for practical work. Mere 
theoretical instructions will not carrj’' them any far and tiie Gram 
Sewaks have to acquire practical knowledge and practical appro- 

- - aoh. Theoretical grounding is necessary only to the extent 



It helps ill iindei.'tandiiig the ba«ic iirinciplca of I’aneha 3 ’ati Ba| 
and Communit}- Development. The position about adeqnaoj' and 
suitabilitj’ of equipment at the Training Centres should be con* 
stantlj' reviewed. 

Besides, the practical work which the trainees should bo required 
to take up in and around the Training Centre, the trainees maj be 
attached to different Panchayat Samitis for a period of three 
months at the end of every session. This would ‘also reduce the 
long spell of staj’ at the Centre. An un-interrupted stay at the 
Training Centre for an unduly long period creates a drab and rou- 
tine atmosphere. This monotony will be broken by sending trainee 
Village Level Workers for attachment to Panchayat Samitis 
where they’ should work in tlic field with experienced Village Level 
Workeis. Thus the training course for Village Level Workers 
should be planned as follows: — 

I’li-t session — Training at the Centie 9 raontlis. 

Attachment in Panchayat Saniiti 3 months. 


.Second session — Training at the Centre 9 month'.. 

Attachment in Panchayat Samili 3 months. 


Duiiiig the poned of attachnunt the tiainres should be given an 
additional allowance of at least E*:. 2r).00 p.m. bcsidc.s the 
usual stqund to which they arc entitled. The trainees -.should 
he allowed a break of 1.5 day.s in tveiy session between the 
p; iod of institutional training and tlie period of attachment 
for practical ti-aining. 

Theu* are at pie.sent no couise boolas foi tlic Gram Sevaka. It 
s'umds rather paradoxical th.at with such a prolific production' of 
literature on Community Development and Panchayat! Raj, 
the Gram S3ewaks do not liavc course books. Wliatevcr literature 
I- available i.- of general character and is mostly in English. 
It is aery important that books in HindL written in popular and 
simple language and non-technical style. are made available for 
use of the trainee Village Level Workers. Tlie.-.e books should 
be based on the syllabii-, for training. .

after by. llio trainees. TJie Principal of the Training Centro should 
be made ro.spon.siblc for nnining and management of the Farm 
and Dairy. ® 

7. It sltould be ensured that the traincc.s of one region are trained 
and posted in the same region as far as possible. This has not been 
possible at prc.sent. We found trainees belonging to Tonk, 
Kota and Ganganagar di.stricis undergoing training at the 
Gr.am Sawak- Training Centre Garhi (District Banswafa). Tlic 
Trainees under such circumstances feel unhappy because of tiic 
distances from their homes. Besides the nature of training 
which they receive also ultimately proves to be less useful owing 
to differences of soil, clim.atic conditions and ag-icultural 
pattern in theb home region, the place of training and place 
of posting. 

<S. The agcicidtiirnl conditions and croiJ-pattern differ widely in the 
different, regions of the State. In the ^vp, stern and north-western 
districts of Bnjasthan. animal husbandry is more important 
than agriculture for rural development. The Training Centres, 
therefore, should give importance to these subjects in training 
according to their relative importance in the u’-ea. In agricul- 
ture also .special attention .should be given to crops of special 
importance in liic area. , 

Instructional Staff 

20.19. Quality of training is directly dependent on the quality of the 
teaching staff. The Princip.als and Instructors at the T-ainiiig Centres 
should, therefore, he persons who can ins])ire confidence and respect in the 
trainees. Ability is an important facto" in securing respect and d'^voted 
attention of the traanees. It is, therefore, necessary that the Principal and 
Instructors posted at the Training Centres should be really capable 
persons with adequate field experience of their subjects. 

20.20. The selection of the Principal and Instructors should be made 
with care, keeping in view the record of their performance in the field, and 
their attitude and liking for the job. It must be seen that they liavc faitli 
in the progiamme, in the .system of Panohayati Raj and the exlon- 
sion methocLs. The Training Centres should not be dumping grounds- of 
departments. We feel constrained to saj' that enough attention has not 
been paid to this asjjcct so far. 

20.21. The Principal and Instructors at the Panohayati Raj Adhyayan 
Kendra and Gram Sewak Training Centro must keep themsclve.s up-to-date 



witli the clevelopineiits in llie field. AiTangements should be made 

for regulavlv sending to them the eirenlnr^. insfinelinns etc. from the eon- 
renu'd departments. 

20.22. Tlu Instructors should be iboroucbly convcr.sant with practical 
and field woik. .V regular system of contact with the field problems should 
he developed. 

20.23. The I’l inripal nud In.structors .should take personal interc.st 
in the tininrcs. Tlie Prineipal. like head of the family, should look after 
the persona^ comforts of trainee-!. 

20.24. .\.n important thing fir the Tiaining Centres is to develop a 
rcgula ■ system of follou-'ip. Ths trainees prssing out from the Centre 
should 1)' advist^d and encouraged to refer to the institution (heir problems 
and (lift lenities in the field. The difficulties nud iirohlems so referred 
should be prouiptlx attended to at the Cent"e ami replies sliou’d he scut- to 
tile pe.'ous eoueerned 

20.25. We feel that iu tlie working of I’limdiayati llaj. organisation 
of proper traiuim: p oginuuues "-iU play an important role. Xo provisions 
in the .Vets or Rules no amount of eireulars and instrnetions, not even 
dcloriouts. will-p'.ove of much significanee. Tt is only the environment of the 
Iraiiiing centres, the per.sonality of the instructor, much move of the Principal 
uhieh util determine the quality and worth of the training. We. therefotc. 
reiterate that ir.-eat care sbotild he taken in selecting the right type of Prin- 
cipal and the bnildiim „ suitable environment. The^riueipal should 
he Iiulmed ulth a high sense of duly. Ho should have faith in the 
p ognimmc, wliich he can iinpa' t to the Iraiiiccs. 



CHAPTER XXI 
RELATIONSHIP 


21.1. Pancliayaii Kaj the Morking (ogctiior of tho cleetccl 

I'opresonlatives who are rcaponsible for taking decisions in the institutions 
and the official functionaries who arc responsible for executing those de- 
cisions. Jlaintennnre of close harmony and proper understanding between 
them is, therefore, of paramount importance. It is through trust, mutual 
respect and confidence that llic best results can be achieved, Botii. the 
elected rcpre.sentatives and (he offieinl functionaries work in the Panchayati 
Eaj for tlie common end i. e., the welfare, of tlie people, Xormally 
there should, therefore, arise no conflict in tlicm bceniise there is no clash 
of interest as we find in the emiiloyce-empioyer relationship in a business 
undertaking. Here, both work to .serve tlie eonnnon mastej- i. c., tl)e people 
of India. 

Problem 

21.2. Our c.xpcrience of the working of tbe Ikr liamentaiy Democracy 
is very limited. Its projection ftoin the National and State C.rpital to 
tho district, block and village level is of ver.v*recent origin. It came only 
in the wake of democratic decentralisation i. e., Panchayati Raj. Obvionsl.v, 
therefore, both the elected representatives and the public servants are 
faced u’ifh a new phenomenon. .At the State or I^ational level, tlie pub. 
lie soiwanfs work in complete anom-mity. Alostly the policies aie laid 
dovn by flic Mini.sterf». and execution is left to the public servants' v-ho 
function in a well built hierarchie.il organisation at various levels. .At 
the execution stage elected representatives do not come in the jiicfuic. Xo 
one knows what adidcc was tendered to the Ministers and how decision 
was t,aken. Sometimc.s diffei cnees do arise but they arc resolved through 
discussions. The conventions and p:cccdcnts help the decision faldng 
process. The public servant has the satisfaction of tendering right adincc 
and the Minister feels .happy for the achievement. In the xiroccss both 
have a sense of fulfilment. 

21.3. In the Pancliayaii Raj the entire picture is different. The 
public servant is exposed to the entire assembly when he tenders his advice 
cither in the 'Pnnehayat Samiti or the Zihi P.Trishnd. The eleotetf repre.awi- 
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tatives ore ako exposed to the public gaze. In fucli a aitnation, tlio diffei- 
enres even on minnr points assume the shape of hig controversies and 
hecomc prestige issues. At the exceiition stage also the elected representa- 
tive is not onlv a policy enunciatov hut hecomes a jiarticipant in the exe- 
cution process also. In the Panchayati Eaj Institutions, as they arc of 
recent development both the elected rcjircsenta fives and the public servants 
ase not full}' convei.sant with the conventions in tiic functioning of demo- 
ciatic Go\ernniont. 

21A. All thc'ie factors make the vr'orking of Panchayati Raj Institu- 
tions difficult. Those avhn draw parallel and ndvi.'c that the principles 
which govern the relationship at the State level between the Minister and 
i^ecretary should be applied at the local level also, ignore these basic 
factois. tVe are here faced with a myriad of functionaries at different levels, 
•At the Panchnynt level, the Sarpanch has to tleal with not only Panchayat 
S^eeretnrj' but Gram Sewak also. He is also to deal with Patwari. the 
Forest Guard, the Police Constable and various other functionarie.®. At 
the Panchayat Samiti level, the Pradhan has to deal with not only Vikas 
Adhikari hut Extension Officers too. In the working prrocess he comes 
acros.s the District Level Officers anil Hcaiks of Departments. The same 
process works at the Zila Parishad level. Even their there is no end to 
it. These functionaries have to keep contacts with M.L.A’s. and ALP'.®. In such 
a structure the position of both public seiwants and elected representatives 
becomes extremely difficult. 

21.5. The problem of reiationslvip in Panchayati Raj, therefore, has to 
bo viewed from a different angle and will naturally have to he 'tackled rrith 
a new approach. The e is a feeling, widely -sliarcd. that proper adjust- 
ment has not taken place between the elected repre-sentatives and public 
-•enantR. Difficulties have also been experienced regai-ding the relation- 
ship between different elected representatives etbemselves and between 
o.'.iriil fuirtionaries working in the Panchayat Samiti. But the problem 
in their cases is not so pronounced and can be attributed entirely to • transi- 
tional phase. 

Diagnosis 

21.6. Before we proceed to, suggest ' remedial measures for ensuring 
good and harmonious relations, it is necessary to locate the points of con- 
flict and the reasons which give rise to tensions and embitter relations. 

U) The tangle of relationship is most pronounced in the case of Pitidhan 
and 1 ikas Adhikari in Panchayat Samitis. The problem has appeared 
in some of the Panchayat Samitis and has hod its contagions effect in other* 
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‘unchayal Saniitis also. It fs obvious and hai-dly needs any emphasis 
lat unhappy relations between the Pradhan and the Vikas Adhikari i. e., 
jtAvcen the elected head and the Chief Executive Officer lead to ten.so 
-mosphere and have an adverse impact on the functioning of the institn- 
on and the progress of development programme. Unhappy relations 
; the top permeate to lower levels and vitiate the entire atmosphere. The 
mdy Team made confidential enquiries from the Pramukhs of Zila Pari- 
lads and Collectors about the relationship between Vikas Adhikari and 
radhan, 'Vikas Adhikari and members and between officials and non- 
■ficials in general in the Panchayat Samitis. The summary of replies 
ceived is presented in Appendix XLVI. It would be seen that the posi- 
oh about relationship is not as bad as it is sometimes made out to be. The 
osition about uneasy relations between the Pradhan and Vikas Adhikari 
as follows; —

(2) As irrdicated earlier this situation is also due to the fact that 
^ either the sor\'ices nor the elected representatives have jrast experience 
’ f working of local gor^ernment and are not awai'e of the established con- 

errtions and practices. We are faced with a phenonrenon of ‘the contra- 
iction between assertion of democratic end and authoritarian applicatiorr 
C meatrs’. We are confident the sitrration will gradually rtrrprove as the 
lected repfesentatives as also the -services gaitr exirerieuce in the demo- 
ratic process. 

(3) Another important cartse for uneasy relations between the elec- 
ed representatives and the public servants is the wrong emphasis of both 
m the exercise of powers and functions in the process of workmg. It would' 
)e uncha ’itable to -put the blame for unhappy relations on an 3 ' one side. 
Lapses and misunderstandings have arisen on both the sides. We 
save found that the clashes come mostly from misunderstandings and 
ignorance rather than from a desire to act wrongly on either side. 

(4) Exercise of administrative discretion in individual eases, thoiigh 
at times of veiy petty nature, has also resulted in differences between the 
Pradhans and Vikas Adhikaris. Postings and- transfers of staff very often 
cause misunderstanding and estrangement between the two fuuctiona- 


iies. 
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Till' ji ' ent p oviaiom about the adiuitiistrative control hftvo njso 
been a f intfu! 'learec of ini'inidorstandmg-. Polloning the prorision^ 
■11 IftM about ailniini'tnUice coutiul over tlie staff, the Pradltan wants to 
e-itabli-li a d!’'eet link uitli the officials of the Panchayat Samiti which 
tilt Vik,!' Adhikii’-i geneialiy resents. Tlie Vikas Adhikari exiiects that 
the P.adlian --koiild exercise hi-- powers over the loner officials only through 
him 

(b) The Vikas Adlukari does not have adequate powers and effee- 
ti\e disciplinary control over the staff front whom he is to take work. The 
.-.ppea!- fieiii the Vikas Adhikar.'s disciplinary ordei-s are provided to the 
-tanding lomniittee of the Panchayat Samiti. These provisions have 
led to a situation in V Inch the cmployee.s of the Panchat’at Samiti deve- 
lop a teudenet to Cbt,tblish group alignments and bypass the Vikas Adhi- 
kari. The lower staff at times fries to play up the Pradhan against the 
Vikics Adhikaii. 

(7) The Vikiis Adhikaris in .some ease.s are too conscious of their 
official st.atiis and the Pradhans are .sometimes over-conscious about tlicir 
political power .nul atithority. This tendency creates difficulties in ad- 
justment. The false -cn-e of prestige and power acts as a wall between 
ll’.e two functionaries. 

(S) Tensions aio aho caused by external interferences in tlie day-to- 
day affairs of tlie.-e institutions. 


Remedy 

c* There can be no cut and dried iormiilae for fosteiing good re- 
lations. What can be done at best is to eliminate the ]X)ints of conflict 
as far as po==ible and make conscious efforts for development of a right 
climate. We give the following suggest ions in this connection:— 

ai Tiic most important and effcc-five remedy in the sphere of rela- 
tions is the growth of awareness amongst the services and the elected 

rcprc^ntativcs about the -mture of local government and development of 
healthy conventions m the functioning of these iustitntions. Although, 
thi.s ,s essentially a .slon pioce.ss. steps must be taken to eneoumse the 
gioiitii of this ceiiiseiou-nes-. 


Pftut-iples obout the functioning of civil servants 
- Id elKted representatives must In- nndei^tood and imbibed bv l«th ie 
repre-<-ntatives and pablic servants. The.se are;— 


t-.-l The principal task of the elected representatives is to enunciate 
policy and issue directions for its implementation. The execu- 
tion should be left to the public servant. 
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(6) The public servants should be enabled and encouraged to give 
‘ ritrlit advice ■without fear or favour. It should be an advice 

O 

backed by experience and force of law and rules. 

(c) Once decision is taken, there should be no discretion left to 
public servant to withhold execution. He should implement 
the decision faithfully and loyally. 

(d) When power is vested in the public servant by law, it should 
never be interfered with except through the process of law >.c., 
through appeals, revision etc. 

(c) Tliey should fimction as colleagues without any complex of tnerr 
respective position and should be inspired by spirit of service. 

(/) There should be mutual trust and respect for one another’s -viewe 

(3) In the assignment of roles of different functionaries, there should 
;ever be any ambiguity. It should be specific and clear. Ambiguity 
n the powers and functions often leads to misunderstandings. 

(4) Effective i-emedial measures should be applied as soon as con- 
'liot or friction is noticed. Tliis can be effectively tackled by both officials 
and elected representatives at higher levels. If. for instance, conflict is 
reported in a Panchayat aborrt the relationship between the Village Level 
Worker and the Sarpanch, both the Vikas Adliikari and Pradlran should 
set to work to resolve the differences. It shortld be possible for them to 
bring about re-conciliation. Similarly, if corrflict arises between the Vikas 
Adhikari and the Pradhan, the Chief Executive Officer and the Pramukh 
shorrld pla}’’ their role. Informal meetings and get-to-gethcr would cheek 
frictions arrd bring about harmonious relatioirship. 

(5) The training progr-amme should lay greater emphasis on the 
different aspects of local government in respect of institrrtional functionir^. 
We have recommended in the chapter on Training that the Vikas Adhikaii 
should be trained as an expert in relationship. 

(6) The power of the individual should be limited. It should gene- 
rally vest in the parent body or the committee. We have kept this in 
view while making our recommendations about the structure and func- 
tional pattern. 

(7) Mutual understanding and regard is very necessary for develop- 
ment of good relations. The complementary roles of the non-official and 
the official in the set-up should be recognised. In the words of our late 
Prime Minister, Shri Jawahar Lai Nehru —

Local Government officers are not unaccustomed to h.aving thei’’ 
more ambitious policies rejected, and it belongs to their profes- 
si-enal code of conduct to apply a policy avitli avhich they may 
personally disagree r>s loyally as if it urere their own.* 


(b) Our recommendations about discipltnan- control over the Pan- 
eiiav-tt S.tmiti and Ziha Parisbad staff including Extension Officers (Ch.apter 
p 50 make the control of tlie Vikas Adbikari and the Chief E.xe- 
eutivc Officer definite and eficctive and will to that extent r.l so help in 

1. The English local-govermnent system; George Allen Unwin 1955 P. 52. 
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tlic process of developing good relations. We liave also recommended 
that there should be unity in the line of administrative control, that is, 
the Pradhan should have administrative control over the Vikas Adhi- 
kari and the Vikas Adhikari should have administrative control over the 
staff. Similarlj' at the Zila Parishad level the Pi-amukh should have adminis- 
trative control over the Cliief Executive Officer and Chief Executive Officer 
over the staff. 

(10) The policy about posting of Vikas Adhikari in a Panchayat 
Samiti should be definite. We have recommended in Chapter XVII that 
an R. A. S. officer should ordinarily remain Vikas Adliikari for 3 to 5 years 
and should not have a feeling that his assignment as Vikas Adhikari is only 
a temporary phase. A definite polic 3 ' in this connection unll certainly 
help the process of adjustment and adaptation. 

21.8. Some of the measures indicated above have been incorporated 
in the structure and role rye have recommended for different institutions. 
We must, horvever, emphasise tha*^ no measm-es can prove fool-proof nhei’C 
human relations are involved. The problem of human relationship cannot 
be solved through external devices or mechanical means. The lasting 
solution lies in the p-oper understending of one’s role whether he is a public 
servant or an elected representative. It is through the trust and confi- 
dence reposed in the public seiwant bj’^ the elected representative that the 
former can put in his best. Harold, J. Laski has rightly pointed out that 
‘the whole difference between efficient and inefficient administration lies 
in the creative use of officials bj' elected persons. ’l. It is indeed difficult 
to define the sphere of relationship. ‘The relationship between the elected 
member and the expert is not susceptible of definitions; it is a Iiabit of 
mind, a tradition, which can be recognised when seen but eludes the print- 
ed word'2.
